Montreal, Feb. 2, (BUP) — Icy 
flood waters of the St. Lawrence 
River were slowly receding from 
suburban Longueuil today. But 
more than 200 homes had no heat. 
and cars were frozen fast. 

Police said the water had drop- 
ped two feet, A thirty foot pile of 
{ee which spilled ice, slush and 
snow 360 yards inland yesterday, 
was moving in a mass downstream 
to clear water. 

No one was injured. But twenty- 
five families out of the three score 
who had scrambled to safety in the 
dead of night found that heaving 
blocks of ice had crunched their 
homes into shambles. Others discoy- 
ered their flooded cellars had frozen 
solid.

By 1950 the figure is expected to 
reach one hundred. 

The Trans.Ocean moyement of 
industry has been given impetus by 
the Ontario Government, and re- 
cently the British treasury relaxed 
its currency restrictions permitting 
British firms to obtain the money 
necessary for new plant construct- 
jon in Canada. 

With over 350 U-K firms oper- 
ating in Canada by the end of the 
year, officials say a large flow of 
United States dollars will flow into 
Canada. Britain gets payment in

Ex-mayor Tells 
Why He Fought 
The Water Rate 


Ex-Mayor Charles Lamb called at 
the Post to-day t> say that he 
wanted to make a reply to charges 
that he had blocked the Water 
Board's plans to increase the water 
rates of Lindsay last year, 

Mr. Lamb says that while if is 
foolish to saythat he alone was 
able to block the proposed increase, 
it is true that he did oppose it. 

“You can tell the people of Lind- 
say that I felt it was unnecessary 
to increase the water rates of Lind- 
say at that time since the Water 
Board was operating with a very 
comfortable surplus,’ the ex-may- 
or stated. 

Mr. Lamb said he had been ap- 
proached by a number of people 
who wanted to know what his posit- 
fon was in the matter and as a Te- 
sult he had decided to ask the Post 
to publish his statement. 

The former mayor said he felt 
it was possible that members of 
the Water Board, recelying as they 
are, free water, were inclined to 
increase rates too readily. “I know 
I received free water the same as 
the rest of the:members but I stil 
tried to consider the position of the 
water consumer and certainly op- 
posed putting any heavier load on 
him than was necessary,” Mr. Lamb 
asserted. He pointed out that mem- 
bers of the Water Board received 
a $5 fee for each meeting in add- 
ition to the free water. 7 

Ex-mayor Lamb said he thought 
that even when the time came to 
Taise the water rates a 20 per cent 
jump seemed rather high. “Every- 
time increases in municipal service 
charges are made, the drain on the 

public’s purse is that much greater,”

Butter Output 
Falls Shar, “ 
In Victoria 


Victoria County produced 242,358 
pounds less cfeamery butter in 1948 
tgan in 1947. The totals given by 
the monthly dairy report of the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
Were in 1947, 2,356,572 pounds and 
in 1948, 2,114,217 pounds. In De- 
cember of last year, however butter 
production was 80,840 pounds as 
compared with the previous Dec- 
ember’s amount of 75,645 pounds, 
Production of cheese (cheddar) also 
dropped, for in 1947 the County pro 
duced 136,519 Ibs. but last year’s 
Production amounted to only 82,- 
686 Ibs. a drop of over 53,000 Ibs. 

Production figures in the province 
as a whole, showed a decline in 
creamery butter for the year, but 
Southern, and Central Ontario 
showed increases Cespite drops in 
the production in thirteen count- 

jes. Most notable decrease was 
that of Western Ontario where the 
butter production Sagged hy more 
than 2% million pounds. 

Cheddar cheese production in 
Southern Ontario dropped by over 
4,000,000 Ibs. nearly the same am- 
oupt in C€ntral Ontario and a stag- 
gering 11,904,484 pounds in the East- 
ern Counties of the province. 

The report shows that the avers 
age wholesale prices of butter, in 
1941, varied between 30 and 37 
cents a Ib, In 1944 the prices. 
ranged between 33 and 35 cents and 
in 1946 between 36 and 40. The big 
Jump in wholesale prices occurred 
in September 1947 when the price 
jumped’ to 60.3 cents a pound. In 
December of Jast year, the price, 
68 cents, Was exactly twice that in 
December 1941.

HOW IT WORKS : 

Have you ever paused to reflect on the effect of 
winter on the operation of a railway apart from the 
fact that the trains will occasionally be late, or even 
stalled for a time, in heavy drifts and that snowplows 
will be called out to get them running again? Chances 
are you never have and well you may ask ‘‘Why should 


I?” However, it is nonetheless interesting to note that 
railways. haye worked it all out on a. scientific basis 


and they can tell you just how a locomotive will per- | 


form under varying climatic conditions. 
“Tests have been made,” says Ed Donohoe in the 
Canadian National Magazine, December last, “to de- 


termine exactly what freight tonnage any CNR loco- 
motive with a given rating can haul over each piece 
of track under given sets of conditions.” } 

Continuing the author explains: “The tests have 
shown that to conform with the laws of physics; suc- 
cessive reductions from full tonnage must be made 
as the weather becomes colder. Let us ldok at the 
picture. In summer, one large freight locomotive will 
normally haul the equivalent of 50 fully loaded freight 
ears. As the thermometer drops, the ability of this 
locomotive to haul this tonnage becomes progressively 
less.” ‘

Doing 


WARNS AGAINST CANADIAN 
NEUTRALITY: 

Parliament this week heard a 
French - speaking M.P, warn ag- 
ainst Canadian neutrality In a pos- 
sible third world war. 

Xeon Raymond, the Liberal mem- 
ber for Wright, Quebec, said Can- 
ada could not remain neutral. He 
said we would meet the same fate 
as such nations as Poland, Czech- 
oslovakia and other countries be- 
hind the curtain if Russia defeated 
the United States in a war. — 

Raymond sald some Canadians 
believe Canada will not be in what 
he called “any worse position” if 
Russia won a war against America. 
But he added “in my opinion... 
those Canadians are wrong. 


CALLS FOR ECONOMIC RIDER 
TO PACT: 

The House heard C.0.F. Leader M. 
J. Coldwell call for economic con- 
ditions to be attached to the pro- 
posed North Atlantic Security Ag- 
reement, 

Speaking in debate on the Throne 
Speech, Coldwell ‘called for the 
elimination of International Trade 
barriers which—in his words 
“sre now making recovery, peace 
and prosperity both difficult and 
dangerous to the welfare of Canada, 
as well as to the members of the 
North Atlantic Regions...” 

He said there can be no guar- 
antee of peace and prosperity as 
long as peoples are underfed, {m- 
properly housed and badly clad. 

Coldwell added that the Europ- 
ean Recovery plan is clouding the 
danger to our economy which un- 
doubtedly exists. 

He said our prosperity and stan- 
dard of living depend now upon 
the expenditures — and here we'll 
use Coldwell’s words — “approved 
by the United States in the form 
of gifts and loans, amounting at 
the present time to over five Billion 
United States dollars.” 

In other Parliamentary develop- 
ments last night: 

Coldwell moved a sub-amend- 
ment to the Progressive-Conserva- 
tive motion of waht-of-confidence 
in the Goyernment. It says the 
House No longer has confidence in 
the Administration because, among 
other things, !t has failed to provide 
National Health Insurance. . . - 


PROTESTS SALE OF SHIPS: 

Clarence Grills, the C-C-F mem- 
ber for Cape Breton South, sald 
that one-thousand seamen on the 
East Coast will be on the Beach 
within two months because Canad- 
fan ships are being sold. Grills said 
the ships are being sold to Great 
Britain and Greece, who are using 
them to cut into our overseas and 
coastal trade.... 


BUDGET AWAITS IMPORTANT 
BUSINESS: 

The Government will bring in tts 
new budget as soon as the Commons 
finishes dealing with urgent mat- 
ters. 

Prime Minister Louls St. Laur- 
ent made the announcement Mon- 
day in the House of Commons. The 
so-called “urgent” matters which 
will be dealt with before the Bud- 
get is presented include the New- 
foundland Union Bil) and the Ex- 
tension of Legislation covering 
Rent and Price Controls. 

The Prime Minister gaye assur- 
ance that the Budget will not be 
delayed. And he referred to re- 
cent speculation that tax cuts might 
be included in the budget. 


TAX CUT GUESSERS 
LEFT GUESSING: 

The Prime Minister said quarters 
which had interpreted sections of 
the speech from the throne as in- 
dicating tax cuts “will have to keep 
guessing until the budget is brought 
down.” The speculation as to pos- 
sible tax reductions came from the 
part of the Throne Speech which 
referred to the “Buoyant Level” of 
National Income. 

On monetary matters the Prime 
Minister also defended the Goyern- 
ment's policy of cyclical budgetting, 
(BUP). 


(British United Press) 
Canadian Government sources 
say our economy in 1949 is expected 
to more than match {ts healthy 
state of last year, but since Canada 
is a major trading nation there are 


warnings to beware of unsettled 
World conditions. 
However, at present there is 


general agreement with Prime Min- 
ister Louis St, Laurent, who pre- 
dicts a good year. Mr, St. Laur- 
ent has forecast increases in gross 


National production, wages and 
salaries and employment. 
On the whole, everybody from 


the Prime Minister down sees 1949 
as a pretty good year, But they are 
keeping their fingers crossed ag- 
ainst International troubles.

G. BE. Hall says the grants should 
total “at least 600-thousand dol- 
lars.”

Paris, Ont., Feb, 1 —(BUP) —A

the picket lines at the Penman’s 
Mills strike in Paris, Ontarlo today. 

Police say she will be charged 
with obstructing. Bail of five hun- 
dred dollars was raised by the Un- 
Jon. It was the first tlme in the 
14-day strike that a woman pick- 
eter had been placed in jail. 

The arrest came close to starting 
a minor riot belween the 60 pick- 
ets and the Provincial Police Of- 
ficers, William Stewart, Union Or- 
ganizer, became involved In an ar- 
gument with the arresting officer. 
And Stewart says he was threaten- 
ed with arrest. 

Fourteen members of the Union 
and sympathizers have already 
been arrested inthe strike, They 
have been given a further remand 
of one week at the request of the 
Union.

F. B. I. director J. Edgar Hoover } 
said that the Royal Commission 
which investigated Russian esplon- 
age in Canada charged that the 
Ukranian - born Carr took an ac_ 
tive part in recruiting Soviet agents 
for wartime spying on atomic mat- | 
ters and other defense secrets. He 
served as a contact for Soviet of- 
ficlals and securing and transmitt- 
ing top secret information to the 
Moscow Government. Hoover said 
that Carr also procured a Canadian 
passport for a Russian agent known 
es ignacy Witczak, who was then 
residing in the United States. 

Carr’s part in the Canadian spy | 
ring was exposed by Igor Gouzenko, 
the Russian Embassy Cipher clerk | 
why revealed the existence of the 
spy ring to Canadian officials.

Nine children were trapped by 
flames and burned to death in the 
Cape Breton Goal Mining Town of 
New Waterford, Nova Scotia Friday 
and a father was killed trying to 
save them. é 
The fire broke out in a New Wat- 
erford Duplex just before dawn and 
was first detected by Mrs, William 
McKeigan, who was preparing 
breakfast in the downstairs part of 
the house. Mrs. McKeigan is deaf 
and apparently did not hear the 
flames. 

She awoke her husband and her 
upstairs neighbor — Edward Wise- 
man and they tried desperately to 
save the children. In their attem- 
pts they forgot to call the fire de- 
partment. And when the fire alarm 
was finally turned in by @ neigh- 
bor the blaze had gained too much 
headway. Firemen say some of the 
children might have been saved if 
the alarm had been tumed in earl- 
jer. Hight of the dead children 
were sons and daughters of the 

MeKeigans. Wiseman and his dau- 
ghter were also killed. 

Eyewitnesses to the fire say the 
youngsters trapped in the upstairs 
of the duplex were screaming to be 
saved shortly before firemen arriv- 
ed. They say those on the ground 
floor did not make a sound. 
Windows in the upstairs part of 
the house are small and high from 
the floor, And firemen say the 
youngsters wold not be able to 
reach them. 

The nine children who were kill- 
ed ranged in age from three months 
to 17 years. 

Firemen described the blaze as 
the worst they had ever seen. 
When they arrived at the scene, 

Mr. and ‘Mrs. McKeigan and the 
youngsters who were saved were 
sitting in front of the remains of 
the house blackened and crying. 
Eyeryone but Mrs. McKeigan was 
in pajamas. Only the four walls of 
the house were left standing. 
Neighbors said the McKeigans 
ran out of the house a few minutes 
before firemen arrived, with two 
of their children. The neighbors 
said the McKeigans tried to go 
Yack into the house to save the 
others but they were forced back by 
the intense flames. 

Wiseman had died in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to save his six- 
year-old daughter, Mary. 

Cause of the fire was not imme- 
diately known. And, as ono neigh- 
bor said, “everything happened so 
quickly we didn’t have time to 
think.”

Capt. R. E. R. Borland as guest 
speaker explained the local’ milit= 
ary organization to members of the 
Knights of Columbus last week 
The 4th Field Regiment (SP) R. 
GC. A. is located at Lindsay, under 
the Eastern Ontario Command, 
with headquarters at Oakville. Cen- 
tral Command is directly respon- 
sible to the Department of Nation-- 
al Defence, Ottawa, Ontario. 

“Our local unit, the 4th Field 
Regiment (SP) R. CG. A. is compos- 
ed of three batteries, the 4th, 45th, 
and 56th with an overall establish- 
ment of 600 personnel and 39 offi- 
cers,” Capt. Borland stated. 

“The Canadian Army today is a 
new army,” he asserted, “planned 
to enable every citizen to belong 
in the way that best suits him and 
the country’s needs. It has five 
distinct parts,” the officer related 
and enumerated them as follows: 
(@) THE ACTIVE FORCE, & 
small, well armed, highly trained 
permanent fighting force. It in- 
cludes administrative and training 
staffs, and certain formations such 
as Headquarters, Schools, Depots, 
etc. ‘ 

(2) THE RESERVE FORCE, made 
up of units of every types. They 
are located in cites and towns all 
across Canada. Members of Res- 
erve Force units are part-time sol- 
diers, who keep up-to-date on new 
developments and work with wea- 
pons and equipment of all kinds. 

(3) THE SUPPLEMENTARY 
RESERVE, a list of specialists who 
are ready to help whenever they 
are needed. They are scientists, doc- 
tors, dentists, engineers, mechanics 
and technicians, who would be key 
men in the Army in fhe event of 
mobilization. 

(4) THE CANADIAN OFFICERS 
TRAINING CORPS (COTC), com 
posed of 

) (a) University students who 
do part time training during the 
academic year and full time train- 
ing during summer months. When 
qualified in military subjects and 
graduated from the university, they 
may be commissioned as Officers 
in the Active or Reserve Force. 

(b) Proposed Contingents of 
selected young business men and 
high school graduates who can ob- 
tain commissions in the Canadian 
Army through training and affilia- 
tion with units of the Reserve 
Force: there is one Contingent at 
Lindsay. 

(5) THE ROYAL CANADIAN

Russia Denounces 
Military Merge 


‘(British United Press) 


Russia has issued a bitter de- 
nunciation of plans of the western 
powers to merge their military 
strength {n a giant defense line a- 
gainst Communism, 

Radio Moscow charges the pro- 
posed North Atlantic Military Al- 
liance is a plot against the Soviet 
Union and undermines the author- 
ity of the United Nations. 

The Soviet statement was issued 
by the Foreign Ministry a few hours 
after the Western Union countries 
announced the creation of a council 
of Europe for joint political and 
military activity. 

The action is expected to be the 
final step in paving the way for the 
defense alliance linking the demo- 
cracies of Western Europe to Can- 
ada and the United States. 

Russia charges the alliance is the 
brainchild of American warmongers 
who hope eventually to use force 
to make the United Sates Supreme 
ruler of the entire globe. 

The Soviet broadcast compares 
the planned military alliance with 
its own treaties with nations behind 
the fron curtain. 

It calls the Western Power Treaty 
menancing, while {it claims the 
Soviet Pact are peaceful in intent. 

The Russian broadcast decries the 
loss of wartime unity between the 
East and West. But it says Soviet 
leaders will continue their so-called 
peace drive.

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Four Days On 
An Ice Floe, 
Eskimo Lives 


80 | 


(British United Press) 

An Eskimo who floated four days 
on an ice cake in the Bering Sea 
says he survived only because of the 
prayers of his two companions, Both 
are believed dead, 

Gregory Ayak told his story from 
a hospital bed at Nome, Alaska, 
while he ate his first food in more 
than a week, The 24-year-old Es- 
kimo is suffering from frozen hands 
and feet, 

Ayak and his two native compan_ 
ions drifted to sea on January 7th, 
A large section of ice broke away 
while they were chasing a bear on 
King Island. They floated north- 
ward for four days before finally 
drifting Into an ice field. 

Says the young native --We are 

all devout Catholics and we prayed 
often. We started across the ice 
field, jumping from ice block to sce 
block over open water. Finally 
Lawrence Maxenna, the father of 
three children, could not go on, He 
had frozen feet. 
» We built a shelter for him, and 
left an extra pair of gloves, Then 
he continued, ‘We all prayed before 
Ralphael Ignatius and I started on.” 
On the seventh day, after reach- 
ing the ice field, Ignatius could go 
no further. Both his hands and feet 
were frozen. Weather records show 
the temperature in that area was 
then 25 degrees below zero. 

Ayak said he left the last pair of 
gloves with Ignatius, prayed with 
him and went on toward the moun- 
tains visible to the East. On the 
tenth day, he finally reached solid 
land and found a yacated cabin 
where he was found by James Broks, 
a weather observer, He was then. 
flown to Nome for treatment, 

Planes flew over the three natives 
twice, Ayak says, but failed to see 
them because of the white parkas 
they wore.

Lindsay railroaders haven't been 
a bit put out over the fact that 
(until now) there has been very lit- 
tle snow this winter. On the con- 
trary they are glad. It has meant a 
lot less trouble, expense and incon- 
venience, 

Old timers say they cannot rem- 
ember a time when snowplows were 
used So little in the two big snow 
months — December and January. 
“They say it's remarkable. 

This winter there has only been 
four snowplows sent out to clear 
the tracks around this division of 
the C. N. R. Last year in the same 
period of time there had been 48 

D plows dispatched in the same per- 
iod of time .. . .twelve times as 
many. The G. P. R. also reports a | 
like situation. 

A spokesman for the C. N. R. 
says the only need this winter has 
been for the light snow removal 
equipment in the main. ‘Flangers,” 
as they are called, are able to take 
care of light snowfalls and it is not 
until drifting sets in that the heav- 
jer-type equipment is sent into ac- 
tion. : 

Usually by this time of year the 
railroads have experienced plenty of 
headaches and special gangs have 
devoted plenty of time and energy 
to keeping the land steamers run- 
ning. .. Mails and passengers also 
are delayed in normal years at least 
a few times by mid-winter but such 
fs not the case this season. With 
exception for slight seasonal de- 
lays at Christmas, due to heavy 
travel there has been no untoward | 
set-backs for either mail or passen- 
gers. 

Most people locally recall how last 
winter a passenger train was snow- 
ed-in at Stouffville for several 
hours at the helght of a particul- 
arly bad storm. Planes flew over 
the region taking pictures of the 
plight of the luckless travellers and 
the scenes were civen widespread 
publicity. 


Communists throughout 
world are expected to make the best 
propaganda use of Stalin's offer to 
consider a no-war pact with the 
United States.

The attitude of the Western Pow- 
ers to Stalin’s offer is contained in 
the suggestion of one official that 
positive Russian action toward 
peace would speak louder than Sta- 
lin's words. 

In Lake Success, reports say Rus- 
sia is preparing a new statemeny 
}on world disarmament for the Un- 
ited Nations. And it could be an im- 
portant sequel to Premier Stalin's 
bid for a Soviet-American peace 
program. 

The Security Council may meet 
this week to consider world disarm- 
ament. And Jacob Malik of Russia 
is expected to be the first speaker 
if it does. 

In Britain, Stalin's statements are 
regarded as an attempt to split Bri- 
tain and the United States, And 
general reaction of the Western 
European Nations is one of sus- 
picion. 

Sweden has suggested that any 
peace conference between Presi- 
dent Truman and Premier Stalin 
be held in Stockholm, But Swedish 
officials believe the meeting will not 
be arranged.

Flu Weather Here, 
No Epidemic Yet 


The present weather is considered 
by authorities to be almost ideal 
for producing an epidemic of flu 
but so far, according to Medical 
Officer of Health Gleeson, Lindsay 
has escaped lightly. 

Dr. Gleeson says the same thing 
holds true of other forms of con- 
tagious disease. Ioferring to the 
incidence of acute communicable 
disease at the moment, the medical 
officer says there is really very lt- 
Ue.

Commenting on the outbreak of 
influenza at Sault Ste. Marie, Dr. 
Gleeson says the weather has no 
doubt had a great deal to do with 
it. He says changeable weather is 
usually accompanied by an outbreak 
of the flu. 

“Get to bed as soon as you feel 
the flu coming on.” he advises, “and 
take plenty of fruit juices.” Rest 
and the proper diet play an Int- 
portant part in aiding recovery, the 
doctor asserts. 

Staying out of crowds, which he 
admits is hard to do in these days, 
is about the only way to avoid in- 
fection from carriers, he submits, 
qualifying this with the notation 
that proper rest and an adequate in- 
take of food at all times will do as 
much as anything to help maitain 
good physical health during critical 
periods.

Government counter-espionage of- 
ficials in Washington say they have 
information that leads them to be- 
lieve that Sam Carr travelled ex- 
tensively since leaying Canada.

PLASTER WALLS 

Instead of driving nails into the 
plaster walls, sometimes causing 
an ugly scar, try using screws, which 
will not crack the plaster.

THE FLOOR MOP 
Instead of trying to shake the 
dirt out of a new floor mop after 
it has been used, brush it with a 
whisk broom. The mop will al- 
ways be fluffy and clean. 
PILLOW CASES 
If it is necessary to force the 
pillows into the cases, the latter will 
soon wear out. Always be sure to 
make or buy cases large enough to 
avold this. 
SALTY SOUP 
If the soup is too salty, slice a 
taw potato into it and bring it to 
a boll for a few minutes.

Junior now can turn the tables 
and sternly say: “Mother, eat all of 
your spinach.” 

A new survey shows that adult 
women made the lowest rating in a 
study of food eaten by 64 typical 
families, They didn't eat enough 
of the right foods . . . More than 
half were underweight. . . and 
nearly a third were eating less than 
three-fourths of their proper calor- 
jes. 
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These facts come from a very 
down-to-earth study of the average 
family’s nutrition. Sixty-four fam- 
ilies in both city and rural areas 
of Pennsylvania yolunteered to be 
guinea pigs for a year. An electric 
corporation and Pennsylvania State 
College made the study, with two 
women who are specialists in food 
and eating habits as the leaders, 

They checked cooking methods, 
cooking utensils and meal planning 
habits of the families. And the 
gradings were pretty: generally low. 
All but four of the families had to 
be outfitted with new cooking uten- 
sils—flate-bottomed aluminum pans 
with tight-fitting lds. And’ these 
families didn’t fall in income 
groups which meant they couldn't 
afford the right kind of utensils. 
Two thirds of them were in the in- 
come group from 25-hundred to five 
thousand dollars a year. The rest 
made from five thousand up. 

But their meals were soorly plan- 


~|med and often cooked improperly. 


Mrs, Julia Kiene, a home economist 
says the housewives just didn't use 
the nutrition charts that were ay- 
ailable to them. 

Breakfast got a black mark on 
most family charts. Only 14 per 
cent. of the family members ate the 
right kind of food in the morning. 
Either they skimped or skipped the 
meal entirely. 

Lunch poxes packed for the school 
kiddies or for the man of the house 
had too few vegetables and fruits. 
And too much food value was lost 
by improper cooking methods.

BRITISH LABOR M.P, SPEAKS OUT 

“You cannot ration plenty, except in a totalitarfan 
State,” says a British Labor M.P. in one of a series 
of remarkable articles appearing in the Statesman and 
Nation on “Socialist Stocktaking.”’ The writer is deal- 
ing with planning and controls and analyzing the 
“theory and practice of British Socialism.” He says 
that “both raw material controls and price-fixing were 
almost instruments, even under wartime conditions,” 
and that the controls ‘‘must cease to be effective as 
soon as scarcity disappears.” 

He goes on to point out that if, for instance, dur- 
ing the next twelve months, steel “comes into balance” 
and supply exceeds demand, the steel control will 
“automatically cease to function as a sanction against 
the inefficient producer, just as clothes rationing by 
coupon becomes futile the moment there are more 
clothes in the shops than money in the customers’ 
pockets.” Thus he says: “You cannot ration plenty, 
except in the totalitarian State.” 

It appears that the Labor Government finds itself 
on the horns of dilemma. If it succeeds in bringing 
about a condition of plenty it must either go forward 
toward Communism, with complete and permanent 
controls, price-fixing, wage fixing, and the direction 
of labor; or release controls and rationing, and allow 
prices and wages to find their natural levels in a free 
market. 

The writer of the article contends that what is 
needed is a “re-definition of Socialist doctrine.” He 
says: “The democratic Socialist -does not accept the 
Communist view that the State should plan in detail 
all production and distribution. It is not our aim either 
to compel everyone to do the work we think he is 
best suited to or to provide people with goods accord- 
ing to our definition of their needs. That is slavery. 
Under proper safeguards, most people prefer to sell 
their Jabor and to buy their goods in a free market. 
What the democratic Socialist is determined is that 
the freedom of the market is a genuine freedom, and 
this demands interference with price system at many 
points.” 

But that is not Socialism at all; it is democratic 
capitalism, such as we have here in Canada. It is 
certainly not what the Labor Party envisaged as So- 
cialism before it came into power. Wartime economic 
and industrial planning, with its centralized control, 
subsidizing, price-fixing and rationing were regarded 
as a ready-made socialist system which could be car- 
ried over into peacetime. In Canada the chief argu- 
ment of the Socialists was “What we have done in 
time of war we can do in peacetime.” 

Before the war the British Labor Party favored 
outright Socialism on the Russian plan, with the ex- 
ception of State control of wages and the direction 
of labor, to which the labor unions were vigorously 
opposed. Referring to this, the Labor M.P. says: “If 
the State was not to decide the allocation of capital, 
labor and materials between the various needs of in- 
dustry, by what agency was this allocation to be de- 
cided? If British Socialism did not mean centralized 
executive planning on the Russian model, what did it 
mean? ” He goes on to say that it was not until 
July, 1947, that ‘‘the Cabinet was compelled to define 
its attitude’, when Sir Stafford Cripps “repudiated 
as totalitarian any form of ‘Gosplan’,” such as was 
advocated by the Labor Party in the ’thirties. 

It all amounts to this: that the Labor.party--or at 
least, the Labor Government -- has discovered by ex- 
perience and responsbility that there is a wide dif- 
ference between theory and practice. There are many 
indications that the people of Britain are tired of 
being controlled and rationed, and, as this Labor M.P. 
warns: “If the British people ever: had reason to sus- 
pect that controls and rationing were being retained 
for their own sake, and not because goods are in short 
supply, they would repudiate the Government at the 
next election.” Contributed by Lewis Milligan. 

THE SUPREME COURT— 
CANADA'S HIGHEST LAW 

The announcement made this week to the effect 
that the Dominion Government plans to introduce 
legislation to the parliamentary session, which has 
just opened, that would make the Supreme Court of 
Canada’ the nation’s final legal authority, was read 
with interest by the average Canadian as well as by 
members of the bar. 

The proposal is especially interesting to all Cana- 
dians at this time in view of the insistence of certain 
dairy interests on haying a supreme court ruling on 
oleomargarine appealed to the Privy Council in Lon- 
don, Hngland. If the right to appeal civil cases to this 
higher court is abolished, then the margayine question 
is virtually settled for all time. Appeals in criminal 
cases were abolished some years ago, 

With all due respect to the ability of the Privy 
Council and speaking purely from a lay viewpoint, it 
seems something like an affront to the judicious cap- 
abilitles of our own lawmakers to try to supersede 
their considered findings on a case with those of a 
court, which, by its location, might give the impres- 
sion that it was somewhat handicapped. Since in the 
matter of competent judiciary functioning there seems 
little to choose from, there is no apparent reason why 
the supreme court’s findings should not be sufficient 
to satisfy the most meticulous unless it is from a stand- 
point of non-prejudice, which may be an influencing 
factor on reaching a final decision on this matter. 
Certainly no British court would be at all likely to 
be biased on any case and this in itself may appear to 
some to be of sufficient importance to warrant retain- 
ing this final appeal court. 

Connections with Great Britain play a vital part in 
maintaining Commonwealth harmony but where these 
connections are superfluous their passing would not 
lessen any ties with the Mother Country. However, 
their superfluity should be determined beyond all doubt 
before dispensing with them.

We quote excepts. 

“Bach turn in the cycle brings a changé in the 
problems, but in facing them our viewpoint can never 
change—that in the long run our success must al- 
ways depend on the welfare of our customers. It is 
not sufficient that the transaction be profitablé to the 
bank, but that we be sure that it will also further 
our client’s interests. Good’ banking is essentially the 
exercise of good judgment.” 

“In Canada’s banking system there are ten insti- 
tutions in extremely active competition, at all times 


looking for opportunities to expand their operations © 


and make new connections. A great deal has been 
said, and is being said, of what the picture would be 
if, in place of this competition, we had only one govern- 
ment bank. It is not our thought to enlarge on this, 
but each individual bank has always to bear in mind 
that a client, no matter how well his requirements have 
been taken care of in the past, may go elsewhere for 
the accommodation he desires if, in his opinion, his 
present bank is not taking care of him satisfactorily.” 

“Tied in with good lending judgement is the mat- 
ter of service and, in fact, it is difficult to know where 
one begins and the other ends. One could say that 
the two must always be merged, as to our mind ser- 
vice can only mean taking the closest. personal in- 
terest in everything that pertains to the business wel- 
fare of our clients, coupled with the desire to help 
them in every way possible.” 

The customer is the person who helps pay the 
rent, taxes, light, heat, water, food, clothing, doctor, 
dentist and even the undertaker---he’s a mighty im- 
portant individual. 


THE MAJORITY RULES 

There seems to be a misunderstanding locally as 
to the actual powers of the mayor or any one other 
member of a town administrative body in deciding the 
affairs thereof. It has been suggested just recently for 
example that one man was responsible for keeping 
Lindsay’s water rate at its present level--that man 
being the mayor of last year. 3 

This misconception should be cleared up in the 
minds of the townsfolk without further delay in jus- 
tice to the former mayor of Lindsay. 

It is an indisputable fact that the mayor or any 
one member of a local governing body cannot block 
any change in legislation by himself. He may speak 
so eloquently against the plan as to convince his 
fellow governors of the unwisdom of a moye and 
thereby sway their decision when the time comes to 
vote on the matter but, he still has only one vote 
himself. 

In government as we know it municipally, provin- 
cially and federally, the majority vote decides any issue. 
What powers of eloquence, etc., may influence the 
yote is quite another thing and is not to be confused 
with the voting strength of any member of a legis- 
lative body. 

very single member of every municipal board has 
a perfect right to think as he likes and decide for 
himself how he will vote on any issue. He has even 
the right to demand that a ballot be taken to deter- 
mine the reaction of his fellow members. This being 
done he must, of course, abide by the majority decision. 

On the other hand, no one municipal body should 
infer that any one of their members was solely respon- 
sible for any position in which they fina themselves 
at the risk of being criticized for their own inaction 
or impotence. In other words eyery member is respon- 


sible collectively for all matters pertaining to their 
department,

HOW ABOUT THE CUSTOMER? 

An Edmonton magistrate has ruled that a bylaw 
which controlled opening and closing hours of gasoline 
stations is not valid, the reason being that it forced 
most places to close but allowed a few to stay open, 
* The bylaw has been operating for more than a 
year; was requested originally by station operators 
themselves. : 

Here, it would seem, is another case of business ac- 
tually inviting local government to impose restrictive 
controls to solve a problem which businessmen of 
common sepse and goodwill should haye been able 
to arrange among themselves. 

During the war, there may have been reasons for 
closing up businesses on certain days or at certain 
hours. This was generally worked out on an official 
“handicapping” basis, so that there would be no un- 
fair competition or discrimination. After the war, 
most of these factors disappeared but many classes of 
business seemed to prefer keeping the restrictions on, 
regardless of what customers might be entitled to in 
the way of service or convenience. 

We cannot look for building up our tourist trade 
if we hang a “closed on Sunday” sign on all our gas 
stations, drug stores and restaurants every week end. 
And we cannot expect people to react favorably to 
the problems of businesses which seek favored pro- 
tection under the law for themselves and seem to for- 
get their obligation to their customers.

FILLING OUT TAX FORMS 

This newspaper is of the opinion that persons who 
do not receive an annual income large enough to be 
taxable, need, not make out a tax form for the Dom- 
inion Government at Ottawa, and we still believe this 
is correct. 

If, however, the federal tax collectors order you to 
send in a tax form filled out, you must comply with 
the order or request, even though you are not taxable. 

In light of this understanding the comment of the 
President of the Ontario Federation of Agriculture, 
‘R, A. Stewart, may be misleading. Can it be that a 
wholesale demand is being made on farmers by taxing 
officers, without any information that the demand for 
a tax report is going to a farmer whom they have rea- 
son to believe is taxable. This is the only inference 
one can gather. 

However, with an election in the offing this year, 
the stern demands of the federal tax gatherers are 
likely to be modified, by raising the exemptions and 
softening demands. Mr. Stewart said in his opening 
remarks last week in Toronto: — ‘ 

“The forcing of hundreds of thousands of farmers 
who are not taxable to make returns, just to justify 
the prejudiced thinking of some other groups, seems 
to me to be a denial of freedom.—Stouffville Tribune. 


SOMETHING FOR NOTHING 


In a speech delivered by George A. Drew, National 
Progressive-Conservative leader, at Calgary, one sen- 
tence stands out in bold relief as being well worth 
uttering. In it he said, “We should stop telling our 
people they are going to get something for nothing; 
they never have and they never will. 

That is the sort of statement which politicians very 
seldom make. As a rule, they are too prone to be 
promising heaven and earth to the people, without 
mentioning that the people themselves have to pay, 
and pay dearly in taxes, for everything that is done 
by governments. 

Strange to say, Mr. H. Greville Smith, first vice-~ 
president of Canadian Industries, Limited, dwelt on 
the same theme as Mr. Drew when he spoke at the 
recent convention of the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce at Vancouver, when he said; 

“There are people, well-meaning no doubt, who 
clamor for government plans of this sort and that, 
without questioning what the effect may be on the 
economic system. This basic fallacy is evident in the 
use of the expression ‘the government will provide.’ 
The government will provide nothing. We shall pro- 
vide it ourselves out of our national income, the gov- 
ernment’s part being confined solely to arranging for 
taking from Peter and handing out to Paul. The goy- 
ernment does not itself produce wealth; wealth is the 
product of the energies of all citizens of the country.” 

Thes are statements which should be remembered 
when politicians are making glowing promises of what 
they are going to do for the people. They should be 
remembered by all groups which are in the habit of 
asking governments to assume additional burdens, 
because they are not burdens placed on the govern- 
ment; they are placed fairly and squarely on the 
shoulders of the taxpayers of this country.

‘The 
‘Governor-General arrives and takes 
his seat on the Throne, while Lady 
Alexander occupies a Seat at a low- 
er level on his left.

That owes its 
origin to an interesting period of 
English political hostory.) . The 
Commoners,led by the Speaker, then 
file in to the rear of the Senate 
Chamber and stand while the Gov- 
ernor-General reads in English and 
French the speech from the Throne. 
It is in reality a speech prepared’ by 
the Prime Minister-and his Cabinet, 
indicating in a general way the leg- 
islation to be introduced in the 
coming Session. When a copy of it 
has: been delivered to our Speaker. 
we all file out again and take our 
seats in the Commons, prepared to 
commence the sessional business. 
Parliament thus has been opened.

A procedure motion In- 
troduced by the Prime Minister, 
which at one stage threatened to 
disturb the House tranquility, was 
withdrawn and the good ship “Par- 
liament” sailed into smooth waters 
again, but by the time the third day 
of the session rolled around, the 
parliamentary seas became heavy. 
Things started to happen when the 
new Prime Minister asked the 
House to interrupt the Speech from 
the Throne debate to discuss the 
Newfoundland Agreement. Opposi- 
tion Leader Drew joined {ssue at 
once and demanded that before any 
legislation was dealt with Parlia- 
ment should be tested by a vote as 
to its confidence in the St. Laur- 
ent government. Several then pit- 
ched in and had their say; a vote 
Was taken and the Government's 
position was finally sustained: 
There was no lack of signs dur- 
ing this incident that we are in for 
a vigorous session.

HERNIA AND EXCESS FAT 

One of the commonest causes for 
rejection of men for overseas ser- 
vice 1s hernia for rupture, In this 
condition, a portion of the intestine 
comes down and pushes its way 
against the outer wall of the ab- 
domen, should the wall be weak, and 
wholly or partly through an open. 
{ng which {s meant for blood yes- 
sels and a tiny tube only, As the re- 
pair of a hernia usually means sey- 
eral days in the hospital and light 
work only for seyeral months, milit- 
ary physiclans reject all cases of 
hernia or threatened hernia. 

After World War 1, many cases 
of hernia were cured by injecting 
a hardening substance, which en- 
ables the patient to continue his 
usual occupation, reporting at inter- 
vals to the surgeon's dffice instead 
of the hospital, until he is cured, 

One of the conditions {n which 
surgeons try to avold operation or 
even the injection method of cor- 
recting hernia {s overweight. They 
have found that where there is a 
heavy layer of fat over the abdomen, 
both methods fail to give satisfact- 
ory results. Thus, before operating 
for hernia, they insist upon the 


by several pounds, 

In “Health,” Canada’s National 
Health Magazine, Dr, N. Obney 
states: ‘There {s a clinic in Toronto 
where they operate on nothing but 
hernia, The doctors in this clinic 
conduct a fat ~ reducing program 
for the simple reason that the 
patient's abdominal pressure is 
markedly reduced after he has lost 
some weight and, consequently, a 
much better hernia operation can 
be done.’ 

The patients all feel better for 
this loss of weight. They find that 
they do not get out of breath so 
easily. Their family physician finds 
that their blood pressure, formerly 
very high, is reduced to normal or 
nearly normal. And as Jong as the 
weight is kept down, the blood pres- 
sure will remain down, 

As stated before, overweight is a 
forerunner of diabetes, As one 
famous authority states: “Diabetes: 
is the’ fat man’s folly, and obesity 
is the open door to diabetes." 


FOOD ALLERGY IN ASTHMATIC 
CHILDREN 

Research workers in asthma will 
be the first to admit that there are 
certain foods to which asthmatics 
are allergic or sensitive, but state 
that the number of cases of asthma 
due to food allergy is not large, ‘s 
but a small percentage of the cases 
due to allergy. 

In my student days, the cause of 
asthma was unknown; today It is 
known that most cases are catised 
by the patients being allergic to 
pollen, house dust, furs, feathers 
and foods. The other most common 
cause {s disturbances and defects of 
the hose and throat. ¥ 

Unfortunately, because of some 
defect or chronic infection of the 
nose and throat, treatment by sur- 
gery or X-rays 1s given but asthma- 
tic attacks continue; whereas had 
tests for allergy first been given, 
surgery or other treatment would 
have been found unnecessary. Phy- 
sicians today do not advise as much 
surgery on the lining of the nose 
as in former days, as this lining is 
Nature's best protection from colds, 
pneumonia and broncho pneumonia 
-Generally speaking, {t has been 
found that in asthma and hay fever 
caused by allergy, the lining of the 
nose is pale, whereas where the 
Jining is red or inflamed, infection-- 
not allergy -- is the cause of the 
symptoms. 

Regarding foods as the cause of 
asthma in children, Dr. Lewis Webb 
Hill, Boston, in “Bulletin of John 
Hopkins Hospital,” states that be- 
cause an attack of asthma occurs 
at times after eating a certain food, 
it doees not mean that this parti- 
cular food is the cause. 

“Being sensitive to food, although 
always a possibility In asthmatic 
children, is relatively of little {m- 
portance in comparison with sen- 
Sitivity to pollen and other sub- 
stances in the air or with infections 
of the nose throat and bronchial 
tubes,"" 

While any food may cause as- 
({hma, not many do. The foods most 
often causing asthma are fish, aggs, 
Walnuts, peanuts and chocolate. 
Other foods to which children some- 
limes are sensitive are wheat and 
milk, two of our most nourishing 
foods, 

For years, physicians have made 
sorateh tests in which suspected 
food was placed in the scratch ana 
kept thelr with adhesive tape. How- 
over, that children may be sensitive 
to food and yet have no asthmatic 
attacks was proved at Allergy Clinic, 
Children's Hospital, Boston. Of 100 
asthmatic children between the ages 
of three and twelye, 35 had react- 
fons to.cne or more foods, yet only 
seven had asthmatic attacks,

To this may be added the figures 
from life insurance companies, 
which show that above the age of 
35 the death rate increases about 1 
per cent for every pound over nor- 
mal weight for height. 

From the dangers of overweight— 
sickness and death—we turn to the 
everyday disadvantages of over- 


welght, some of which are desorib- | 


ed in Dr. Jean Bogart's book,” Nu- 
trition and Physical Fitness.” 

1. Inconvenience — difficulty in 
getting about, heaviness on feet. 

2. Disfigurement—embarrassment, 
sensitiyeness to ridicule.

As overweights study the above 
facts from outstanding authorities

MORE ABOUT LOBOTOMY 
OPERATION TO RELIEVE GRIEF 
AND DEPRESSION 


T have written several times about 
teh operation known as prefrontal 
lobotomy, where the nerves supply- 
ing front lobes or portions of the 
brain are cut,’ giving great relief 
to patients suffering from sypm- 
toms which arise in these lobes. 
These syniptoms are grief and great 
anxiety or fear. 

In the early series of cases, the 
operation was performed with only 
one object in view, namely, to re- 
lieve the patients of their deep 
grief and depression. There was no 
thought at first that the patient 
ever would be well enough mentally 
to leave the institute: and return 
home. 

Once relieved of grief and de_- 
pression, these patients becama 
more orderly in their personal 
habits, took no responsibility what- 
ever, and became in fact almost 
like children. Later {t was found 
that some of these patients received | 
even more benefit than the loss) 
of their symptoms of grief and de- | 
pression, and began to take part in 
games and even do light work about 
the institution. 

Almost every week now, brilliant 
results from prefrontal lobotomy 
are being reported. Not only are a 
large percentage of these cases able 
to return to their homes, but also 
many are able to return to their 
former occupations. In the “Con- 
necticut State Medical Journal”, 
Hartford, Drs. Jane E. Oltman, S. 


107 patients have undergone pre- 
frontal lobotomy at the Fairfield 
State Hospital in Connecticut since 
May, 1946. Most of these patients 


extremely unfavorable prognosis 
(not likely to ever recover). 


“The results of lobotomy were en- 
couraging in that 86 of the patients 
showed some improvement, 15 1e- 
mained unimproved, 5 died, and the 
results in 1 could not be judged 
uwing to physical complication,” 
Thirty of the patients were so jm- 
proved that they were able to leave 
the hospital on an extended visit. 

From) observation, these surgeons 
found that the most hostile, dange-- 
ous, chronically disturbed patients 
appear to derive the greatest benv- 
fit from the operation of prefront- 
al lobotomy, or leukotomy as it 19 
sometimes called.

Will Survive 


The Grasshoppers 
You'd think not even a grasshop- 
per could survive a winter as tough 


as the one the Western United 
States -- and some parts of Canada 
--are suffering. You'd think there 
would be few of the darned things 
left to carry their nefarious oper- 
ations during the crop season a- 
head, 

But entomologists warn farmers 
to be on the lookout, that is... 

Unless there is heavy winter kill 
as a result of exceptionally severe 
cold that penetrates deep into the 
ground, the spring hatch of pests 
may be of fearful proportions. 

Disturbing signs tell the entomo- 
logists that the picture may be as 
bad_as 1940, the last year in which 
hoppers operated on a really de- 


vasting scale -- except in some 
parts of Quebec, 

Infestation began to rise last 
year, which makes certain that 


plenty of ‘hopper eggs were laid 
along fence rows, in weed patches 
and other patches favored as what. 
might be called “spawning grounds.” 
for insects. 

Curiously enough, the ‘hoppers -- 
if they materialize in the expected 
number -- will get in their most 
damaging blows in the very region 
suffering from the cruelest 
winter in generations - the western 
part of the United States. 

The danger area takes in sections 
from Alberta to Texas and from 
Michigan to the West Coast in the 
States, Both nations -- Canada 
and the United States - depend 
heavily on livestock, grain, fruits 
and vegetables produced in these 
sections. Crops are attacked dir- 
ectly by the pests. They strike in- 
directly at livestock by destroying 
pastures and ranges, 

Luckily, farmers and ranchers 
won't have to stand by helplessly 
if the 1949 attack is as severe as 
now appears likely. At hand are two 
new developed weapons, and they 
can knock “hoppers down for the 
full count when properly used either 
as sprays or dusts. 

These new weapons are based on 
two chemical ingredients -- chlor- 
dane and toxophene: 

Farmers are advised to go into 
action with them just as soon as 
baby ‘hoppers appear. 

Otherwise, pest damage this year 
to crops may cut down sharply the 
nation’s 1949 output of food and 
feed. 

The atmosphere around the in- 
Ternational Wheat Conference in 
Washington is entirely different 
from that of last year. 

Representatives of “have not” 
nations No longer bow and scrape 
in the presence of delegates from 
surplus-producing nations, includ- 
ing Canada and the United States, 
‘Those bargaining for importing nat- 
ions go intg the sessions with the 
attitude that, as buyers, they hold 
the whip hand. They feel that world 
grain stocks have been increased 
to the extent that producers must, 
leap at any chance to dispose of 
their surplus. 

That's why the two-dollay-a- 
bushel ceiling on wheat, acceptable 
to the “have nots" last year, is be- 
ing held up as a case of “highway 
robbery”, though a more polite term 
-of course- is used in the formal 
discussions. 

The British and others want an 
International Pact calling for de- 
livery of wheat at considerably less 
than two dollars a bushel. In addi- 
tion, they want a long-term con_ 
tract. \ 

Delivery of relatively cheap wheat 
under a long-term contract Is be- 
ing restricted not only by Canada 
but by the United States and Au- 
stralia. They argue that it might be 
impsosible to carry out the terms 
in seasons of bad crops. 

WHEAT DELEGAWES FORM 
BATTLE LINES: 

Delegates from 13 of the 50 na- 
tions attending the World Wheat 
Conference in Washington have 
drawn up their battle-lines. 

All the delegates—including Can- 
ada’s Doctor Charles F. Wilson — 
are trying to draft a world wheat 
agreement, They're trying to work 
up a pact that would stabilize In- 
ternational wheat trade at prices 
that are fair both to the nations 
who buy the wheat and those who 
sell {t. Their aim is to fix a price 
scale, as well as to set up export- 
import quotas. . 

When the conference opened yes- 
terday, Doctor Wilson—one of the 
wheat experts in the Federal Agri- 
culture Department—said as far 
as we're concerned, we want to see 
a price of not more than two-dol- 
Jars a bushel the world over. 

But the importing nations— led 
by Britain—served notice that they'll 
demand a long-term wheat agree- 
ment that would force world pric- 
es down below two-dollars a bush- 
el starting on August first.

Oanada and the United States 
went on record right away As say- 
ing they'll oppose that kind of a- 
greement. 

The chief British delegate says 
the agreement should provide what 
he figures to be a "substantial red- 
uction” from the prices which im- 
porters were willing to accept last 
year. At that time, the delegates 
agreed on a two-dollar ceiling, But 
the U-S Senate didn’t ratify the 
agreement and it never went into 
effect. 

When and if a new agreement Is 
achieved, it likely will be patterned 
after the abandoned pact. 

This time, Russia and Argentina 
are taking part in the negotiations 
although at yesterday's public ses- 
sion their delegates didn't have 
anything to say. They both ignored. 
the conference a year ago — and 
that's one of the main reasons why 
the U-S Congress turned down the 
pact. With two of the major wheat. 
exporters refusing to collaborate, 
the Congressmen saw little point in 
trying to make {t work, 

HOW MANY PEOPLE CAN 
WORLD FEED? 

How many people can be support- 
ed by the world’s food resources? 

Two professors at Cornell Univer- 
sity, Frank Pearson and Floyd Har- 
per, say that if the world had only 
902 million people, all could have 
a living standard on a par with the 
| Canadian or American consumer's. 
But there are more than two billion 
| people on this globe, and the num- 
| ber is increasing year by year. 

Food production — despite set- 
backs inflicted by wars and droughts 
and floods—is also on the rise, but 
it isn’t keeping pace. 

It's recognized by the United Na- 
tions Food and Agricultural Organ- 
jization that millions still are on a 
| starvation diet. 
| It seeks to bring about a world 
food distribution system that will 
wipe out this cruel fact once and 
for all. 

But is there enough arable land 
in the world to do this, eyen if far- 
mers in all countries adapt North 
American Mechanization, grain hy- 
breds, use of fertilizers and better 
breeds of livestock? 

No one, can answer that question 
—even to his own satisfaction. 


BRITAIN NEGOTIATES WITH 
ARGENTINE: 

The British Government is about 
to enter negotiations with Argen- 
tina on a new meat contract. 

Newspapers in London and else- 
where in England have a hunch 
that the South Americans intend to 
jack up the price. They are urg- 
ing their Government to adopt a 
“get tough” attitude, to be enforced 
by still more cuts in the British 
meat ration —if necessary. 

As you may know, the British are 
largely dependent on Canada and 
South America for their meat sup- 
plies, and it irks them a great deal. 

That's why there was such great 
rejoicing all over England when it 
was announced that a new 
drug would make it possible to 
raise beef on a vast scale in Africa. 
The new drug—known as “antry- 
cide’—is supposed to cure sleeping 
sickness in cattle. 


Poultry React to Weather Changes 

During the winter months when 
colds and allied respiratory troubles 
are to be guarded against, lowered 
vitality 1s often caused by bad con- 
ditions inside the poultry house fol- 
lowing sudden. changes in the 
weather, 

Over a period of many years of 
recording egg production at the 
Dominion Experiment Station at 
Harrow, Ont,, says W. F. Mountain, 
it has been found that steady cold 
weather does not greatly affect 
vigour, but high winds or dampness 
do have a particulary depressing ef- 
fect on poultry, Consequently, the 
prevention of draughts is important 
in flock management, 

While it is hardly posible to con- 
struct @ poultry house which will 
provide ideal conditions through 
every variation of weather, proper 
insulation and adequate means of 
ventilation will help. Generally, the 
type of ventilation should be de- 
signed to suit the climate, but near- 
by trees, hills or buildings will of- 
ten cause alr currents for which 
provision must be made. Whatever 
kind of ventilation is considered 
most suitable, whether cotton screen 
sliding sash or baffled slots, they 
should be kept in free working con- 
dition in order that adjustments can 
be made quickly and easily. 

Perhaps the most important time 
for good judgment by the operator 
is during the night hours. Rain or 
snow beating in through open alr 
vents results in wel ltter, Usually, 
weather forecasts can ald in de- 
clding upon the ventilation needed 
during the night,

California Power Project 


Still High-Volt 


San Francisco -(NEA)- Some time 
this year, electric. power in large 
quantities will begin flowing from 
the generators of California's very 
controversial Center Valley Project. 
But {it will be at least another year 
before Sacremento River water will 
begin irrigating the San Joaquin 
Valley's thirsty fields. 

Some portions of the huge irri- 
gation ~ and - power project are 
nearing completion, but others still 
are waiting hopefully for the Bist 
Congress to make necessary ap- 
propriations. 

The 80th Congress cut off funds 
for the salary of Richard L. Boke, 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Reclamaticn’s Region II. But Boke 
has stayed on the job, and con- 
tractors have continued to dig mil_ 
lions of yards of earth, pour tons of 
concrete, {r 1 giant generators. 

At the north end of the 500-mile- 
long project, Shasta Dam is 99 per 
cent complete, and Shasta power 
plant 9 per cent finished. By 
March the last of the 75,000-kilo- 
watt generators should be installed 
Keswick Dam !s three-fourths com- 
plete and Its power plant even fur- 
ther advanced. It is expected to be 
producing current by 1950. 

The power situation 1s complicat- 
ed, however, by unsettled controver- 
sy as to how it is to be transmitted 
from the generators to the distant 
places where it should be used 

The Reclamation Bureau wants 
its own transmission Hnes. The pri- 
vately-owned Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. suggests that the new current 
be turned Into P. G. & E. lines, 
under an arrangement by which 
the company would recelve 75 kilo- 
watts for every 100 kilowatts it 
handles for the Project's benefit. 

The Bureau thinks this {s too 
much to pay, but thus far any Con- 
gressional appropriation to finance 
building of a public line has been 
blocked. The Bureau hopes that the 
mew 81st Congress will provide the 
necessary funds. 

Irrigation 1s not so far advanced 
as the power end, because it {nvyol_

ves the digging of two long, big 
ditches. 

To carry the project's water to 
farming areas where it ts needed 
two giant canals are required. The 
Friant-Kern Oanal will handle a 
literal river from Friant Dam to the 
neighbourhood of Bakersfield, a dis- 
tance of 153 miles. About 75 miles 
are completed, contracts have been 
let this year, 

But full operation requires also a 
Delta-Mendota Canal, which will 
take Sacremento River water 120 
miles up the San Joaquin Valley to 
Mendota Pool. This {s only 20 per 
cent completed. Of 51 miles under 
contract only 23 are almost ready, 
and contracts for 69 miles still have 
to be let, 


New construction records are be- 
ing made in he effort to get this 
concreté - lined ditch completed. 
Some completely new machinery 
has been designed for the purpose. 
One type - of which several are in 
use on the two canals - digs a ditch 
the size of a river bed, grades and 
slopes it, levels the banks, mixes and 
runs the concrete Mining all in a 
single operation. 


The vital Tracy Pumping Station 
is only 12 per cent completed. It is 
designed to be the second biggest 
in the world, exceeded only by that 
which will lift Columbia River wat- 
er from Grand Coulee reservoir in 
Washington to. water a million 
thirsty acres of farming land.

Him Have His Say

Newark, N. J. —(NEA)—One of 
these days Bruce Thompson's par- 
ents are going to hear their eight- 
month-old son make a lot of nolse, 
and even if {t wakes them up in the 
middle of the night, theyll be as 
pleased as any parents can be. 

The noise will be the first sound 
they've heard from Bruce since he 
Was born, and {t will mean Mr. and 
Mrs. Alton Thompson, of Imlays- 


town, N. J., can stop worrying that, 


Bruce will grow up without a voice 
in his own life. 

What made it possible was the 
surgical skill that rebuilt Bruce's 
backward tongue 

When he was born, it was dis- 
covered the baby had a malformed 
jaw and a cleft palate; the tongue 
lapsed backward, shutting off nor- 
mal breathing through the wind- 
pipe. 

An immediate life-saving maneu- 


ver was performed so that Bruce 
could breathe through a silver tube 
with a butterfly valve in his neck. 

But to correct nature’s strange 
mistake, the New Jersey Crippled 
Children's Commission and St. Bar- 
nabas Hospital in Newark got to- 
gether. Four lower front teeth were 
extracted before they ever saw the 
light of day. Then the tongue was 
brought forward and re-hinged. 

A few days ago, when the stit- 
ches were tled off, the surgeon and 
nurses heard the gurgling sound of 
almost normal breathing. Soon af- 
ter that, Bruce began getting his 
meals through his mouth — with a 
medicine dropper at first, but no 
longer through a tube in his neck. 

There's still one more operation 
to come—surgery to correct the 
palate. That won't be done for an- 
other year, but by then the Thomp- 
sons will already have heard Bruce 
break his efght-month silence.

What Europe Wants: Not Charity, 
Propaganda, But a ‘Cultural Swap’ 


To Promote 


Friendship 


French farmers, hard at work to make their harvest rebuild France, know that Marshall Plan aid comes 
from America, but few of them realize American farmers and workers pay for it.

New York —(NEA)—The town of 
Morgansville, Ka., sent script of a 
two-hour pageant to the village of 
Keves, in France. The script told 
Morgansville's history — a tale of 
Indian fighting, dust storms, torna- 
does, grasshopper plagues, among 

other things. 

“when I got to Feves one after- 
noon I found it completely desert- 
ed,” sald Charles L. Todd, execu- 
tive secretary of Operation Democ- 
racy. “Everybody was at the school- 
house, The children had been 
there for hours rehearsing songs in 
honor of the visit of a plain Ameri- 
can citizen who represented to them 
American friendliness and helpful- 
ness. 

“After they had sung to me, the 
mayor made a speech in which he 
referred to the hardships that Mor- 
gansville had gone through and 
he asked me to take back a message 
of sympathy. 

“T tell this simple little story be- 
qause it symbolizes something very 
yorthwhile that is coming out of 
the post-war affillation between 
American and European communi- 
tles—a real, lass understanding. 

“Out of that paraant script the 
people of a French town learned 
that not all Americans are rich, 
that American money doesn't come 
easily, that the Americans who are 
helping. them are just ordinary, 
hard-working people who them- 
selves often have a tough time get- 
ting along—but, just the same, want 
to help somebody who Is playing in 
even harder luck.” 


'Todd has recently returned from 
a two-month visit to some 30 war- 
devastated towns in France, Hol- 
land and Luxembourg, convinced 
that the time has come for Amert- 
can sister towns to begin sending 
gifts that will promote international 
understanding, instead of casual 
grab-bag charity. 

“These people get most of their 
ideas from the movies, which most 
often do not portray day-by-day 
normal American living habits. 
Where I was, almost nobody heard 
the Voice of America. Everybody 
listened to the Army radio at Stut- 
tgart, which broadcast popular mu- 
sic but doesn’t tell them how Am- 
ericans live and work. 


“J discovered that the average 
French farmer doesn’t eyen realize 
that Marshall Plan ald is supported 
by taxes paid by American farmers 
and workers, The thought that 
American government aid actually 
comes out of the pockets of men and 
‘women was new and a bit startling 
ot. them.” 

Chanute, Kans,, hag a town-to- 
fown arrangement with Zevenber- 
gen, Holland. The people of Cha- 
nute, like those of many other A- 
merican towns, were disturbed a- 
bout the Indonesian situation. 

But in additi¢m to sending con- 
crete gifts, Chanute has developed 
@ pen-pal program with its Dutch 
protege, and more than a score of 
persons in each of the cities have 
been corresponding back and forth. 
So the Chanute folks asked their 
Dutch friends, frankly, what was 


going on, and the Dutchmen, just 
as frankly, wrote back how it lookea 
to them. 

“The thing that is needed in 
western Europe today,” says Todd, 
“is something that individuals and 
communities can do—and are do- 


ing—in intelligently operated town 
-to-town programs. It isn’t char- 
ity, and it isn't propaganda. It is 
exchange of simple, understand- 
able knowledge and facts. 


“Government propaganda can’t 
reach them. They’ye grown to dis- 
trust government propaganda, They 
know that a great struggle is going 


on between Russia and the United 
States, but they don't really know 
what it 1s all about. 


“Their great desire is to know the 
truth about the United States. 
They want things that explain our 
countrymen to them more than 
they want food or old clothes we 
could send. They want scientific 
Magazines — the popular kind — 
and women’s magazines, and mag- 
azines* with pictures. They want 


movies that show how Americans 
live and work — not Hollywood ver- 


sions. They want specimens of our : 


art and music, pictures of the men 


and women we respect and honor, } 


gadgets, examples of American {n- 
genulty and know-how. 

“That is the sort of thing that 
will make the people of western 


Europe lasting friends of the Untt- 
ed States — not charity. Charity” 
never makes real friendship.”

12-Year Strawherry Battle Preserves Shortcake 


USDA Scientist Bred a

‘Washington — (NEA) — For 12 
years an epic battle has been fought 
in the laboratory to save America’s 

strawberry crop, 

Only s handful of people have 
known the story of this fight, which 
if lost, could haye meant the end 
of strawberry ice cream, strawberry 
prhortcake in the U. S.. At best, if 
it had been lost, strawberries today 
would be a rare delicacy which only 
the rich could afford, 

The battle wes on tro fronts; ag- 
ainst a mystérious disease which 
was first discovered in this country 
in Illinois in 1936, and since has 
spread to cover the entire eastern 
half of the United States; and ag- 
ainst the competition of other fruits 
that threatened to take the profit 
out of strawberry raising. 

Red Stele is the disease. It at- 
tacks the roots of the plant. Re- 
cently it was identified as an un- 
{que fungus which lies dormant in 
the ground during most of the year 
and comes to life in the early 
spring. Scientists still arent sure 
whether it is a plant or animal 

owth. And they haven't discov- 
ered a way to get it out of soll once 
the ground is infected. 

Dr, George M. Darrow, a scientist 
{n the Department of Agriculture 
has been the key man in directing 
the successful fight. Fortunately he 
got off to the right start in 1936 
or the whole effort might have been 
too late. In the slow business of 
agricultural research it sometimes 
takes three or four years to discover 
that you are heading up a blind 
street. Even a year’s delay might 
have licked him. 

He had a hunch that it was futile 
to try killing the disease. So he set 
about developing a strawberry plant 
that would be impervious to Red 
Stele. 

First he discovered that the hardy 
Aberdeen berry resisted the dis- 
Bease. But it was of no commercial 
value because it was soft and flav- 
arless. To remedy this he crossed 
& Fairfax plant — which produced 
firm, tasty berry —with an Ab- 
erdeen. The seeds that resulted from 
this crossing he planted in infected 
soll. Only a pitiful few survived 
and produced berries in the first. 
test. 

But he painstakingly gathered 
more seeds from plants that surviy- 
ed in Red Stele_soil and nurtured 
them until he finally produced two 
@ompletely new varieties which he 
@amed Mairland and Temple. They 
were tmaffected by the disease and

produced juicy, flavorful and firm 
berries. 

By the time these seeds were 
made available to the farmers, 
thousands of strawberry growers in 
the east had already started plant- 
ing something else on their ground. 
But it wasn’t too late to revive that 
part of the industry that had been 
threatened by the Red Stele. The 
changeover to the use of these two 
varieties is still taking place among 
the farmers. 

While the fight against Red Stele 
Was going on, thousands of straw- 
berry growers began losing money 
because of the competition of other 
fruits. Better methods of packag- 
ing, distributing and selling citrus 
fruits, apples, peaches, and better 
canning methods were running the 
strawberry growers out of business. 

Two big troubles which kept the 
strawberry business a marginal 
proposition were the threat of a 
frost killing off most of the crop 
and the fact that in any one area 
all the strawberries ripened within 
the same short period. This latter 
difficulty dumped all the berries 
on the market at the same time 
and kept their price unprofitably 
low. 

Obviously the problem was to get 
berry varieties that would ripen at 
widely different periods of the sea-

son and that would resist frost. 
Dr. Darrow attacked the prob- 
lem of spreading out the ripening 


period by carefully selecting the 
seeds from those plants ‘which 
bloomed first. He’d plant these, 


and: get more seeds from the early 
bloomers. He gradually stretched 
the ripening period over several 
weeks by creating many new var- 
jeties. With these new varieties 
the farmers are gradually licking 
the problem of glutting the market 
at one time, guaranteeing them a 
better return for their crop and per- 
mitting them to expand production, 

Breeding strawberries to produce 
frost-resistant plants has had even 
more dramatic success. Co-workers 
of Dr. Darrow in Montana have just 
announced a berry plant which has 
resisted 40 degrees below zero. This 
means that in a few years straw- 
berries in the north central section 
of the United States will become 
much more plentiful and much 
cheaper. 

The newest efforts of Dr. Darrow 
are to try to create a new straw- 
berry with more vitamin C. Three 
berries of one variety which he has 
already developed contain as many 
units as one orange. He ~ hopes 
some day to get a strawberry, one 
of which will have as much vitam- 
in C as an orange. o

San Juan, P. R. - (NEA) That rum 

ou bought during the war - often 
fas the only way to get whisky - is 
being turned into permanent ‘jobs in 
Puerto Rico. Jobs that are bring- 
ing new hope to what used to be 
known as Uncle Sam's Caribbean 
Poorhouse. 

The making of rum creates little 
employment, A few men ina distil- 
lery can make more rum than all 
of Washington's cocktail parties 
could use. Moreover, the rum busi- 
ness is in the doldrums right now 
-here and everywhere else. An in- 
dustry that’ brought more than 
$71,000,000. into the insular treasury 
in 1943-44 was good for less than 
$10,600,000 Jast year. 

But instead of spending its big 
wartime take on passing fancies, 
r letting’ it line somebody's pockets, 
the regime bossed by Luis Munoz- 
Marin used its gusher millions, to 
finance a long-range development 
progam that now is really getting 
into full swing. 

As head of the dominant Popular 
Democratic Party and President of 
the Senate, Munoz fathered and 
nurtured the program over an 8- 
year period. Now, as the island's 
first elected governor, he {s in posit- 
fon to do even more than that. 

The most intriguing feature of 
the Munoz program, and the one 
whose effects are easiest to describe 
and measure, !s that for industrial 

evelopment. More than $50,000,000 
has been spent or pledged for this 
purpose, Such funds temporarily are 
exbausted. and Munor’s advisers are

By the end of this year, the in 
dustrial development program will 
have made jobs for about 7000 of 
Puert y Rico's 50,000 unemployed 
That makes only a big dent in the 
over-all problem, of course. It leaves 
well over 40,000 out of work at the 
height of cane harvesting, and 
maybe 65,000 at the low point. 
Meanwhile close to 20,000 job-seek- 
ers are added ty the rolls every 
year. 

The problem, Munoz explains, is 
to keep providing enough jobs for 
the 18-20,000 newcomers each year, 
and then to keep hammering away 
at the big backlog of unemploy- 
ment. 

Five government - operated fac- 
tories give jobs to almost 1000 work- 
ers. Fifteen new plants to which 
the government has given financial 
help should be employing almost 
5000 by the end of the year-many 
are operating already. Another 18, 
which the government has helped 
but has not financed at all, will be 
giving work to more than another 
1000. 

But this is only part of the pro- 
gram, Agriculture, traditionally, has 
been Puerto Rico's mainstay. Pro- 
duction of crops, particularly sugar 
cane, has been increased tremen_ 
dously, but because of technological 
advances, employment of farm 
workers has not increased 
An Agri ural Development Com- 
pany has been handed funds, with

long-range development plan for 
that makes new jobs like this 


the assignment of finding new crops, 
new uses for old crops, and building 
up agriculture in fields where man- 
power can be used to advantage. 

“We realize,” Munoz says, “that 
technological improvements have to 
come, and that through them pro- 
duction can be increased. But our 
job now is to make work for men. 
It is more important, temporarily 
to get a small income for everybody 
than to get big incomes for a few. 
Therefore we are concentrating on 
the use of human labor - and only 
after we have made enough jobs 
for all, if we are smart enough to 
do that, will we worry too much 
about the more efficient use of each 
man's labor.” 

In such a program money, and 
more money, always is needed. Aside 
from the increased government in- 
come that would come from ex- 
panded industrial and agricultural 
activity, Munoz is probing two 
sources of increased revenues. 

One is, again, rum. An appro- 
priation has been made by the De- 
velopment Co. of $750,000 to finance 
an ‘advertising and sales campaign 
in the States. 

“Our goal, for the moment, is 
to raise government revenue from 
rum by around $20,000,000 a year,” 
the company says. 

The other almost new source in 
mind is tourists. A far-reaching 
campaign s under way, not only to 
encourage tourists to visit Puerto 
Rico but also to provide faciltes to 
make their stay pleasant, so that 
they will come back and send their 
friends."

New York -(NEA)- Borculo is a 
little Dutch town, population 6,000 
near Arnhem, ,where allied para- 
troopers wrote glorious history. in 
1945. Borculo was wiped out by fire 
in the 14th century, destroyed by a 
tornado in 1925, badly damaged by 
the Nazis, 

When the good burghers of Bor- 
culo heard that Warren, Ark,, had 
been devastated recently by a hur- 
ricane, they cabled their sympathy 
to Mayor James Hurley. They ap- 
pointed a committee, which made a 
house-to-house caynass and raised 
money for new furniture for the 
Warren City Hall, which is to be 
made by the skilled workers of 
Borculo. 

“That”, says Charles L. Todd, 
executive director of Operation De- 
mocracy, “is just a dramatic illus- 
tration of a new spirit that I found 
all over France, Holland and Uux- 
embourg during a two-month visit 
in which I spent time in some 30 
communities affiliated with Ameri. 
can cities and towns in our move-, 
ment.” 

The people of these three coun- 
tries, Todd says, are getting fed up 
with being on the recelving end of 
charity. They have recovered en- 
ough so that, from now on, they 
want to make giving a two-way 
street. 

“I found both officlals and Red 
Cross very hostile to any form of 
relief that smacks of charity,” he 
said. “As long as Americans send 
old clothes, thoughtlessly = selected 
foodstuffs and the like, it will dis- 
tributed to the needy. But their 
pride is hurt by such things. They 
would prefer to have us send things 
that would help their people un- 
derstand the Un{ted States - and, 
in return, they want to send things 
back that will make Americans un- 
derstand the Dutch, the French and 
the Luxembourgians. 

Burgomaster 
Arnhem took half an hour to em- 
phasize that his people should not 
get more charity - that the time 
has come for them t, pull them- 
selves up by thelr own boot-straps. 

Wilkes-Barre, Pa., nas “adopted” 
Arnhem as a protege. Said Mat-

“Tf the people of Wilkes-Barre 
Teally want to help, won't they

Was Caught in 


There is a very good reason why 
Soviet Russia should maintain an 
Iron Curtain, according to Dr. 
Marion Heitzman, distinguished Po- 
lish philosopher, who is in Mont- 
real as the holder of a Lady Davis 
Foundation Fellowship. 

Dr. Heitzman, who prior to the 
Second World War was professor 
of philosophy at the ancient Uni- 
versity of Cracow, founded in 1364, 
was arrested by the Soviet author- 
itles in 1942 as a counter-revolu- 
tionary. 

Dr. Heitzman's “crime” was that 
he participated in the distribution 
of foodstuffs and clothing sent from 
America and England for the use of 
Polish deportees throughout Russia, 
who nimbered as high as 1,000,000. 

Hhere is what Dr. Heitzman has 


to say: 
“The condition of these Polish 
people was almost indescribable. 


Scattered in many parts of Russia, 
particularly in Siberia, their phys- 
ical misery was so great that 25 to 
30 per cent. of them did not sur- 
vive the first year. 

“Foodstuffs and clothing were 
sent into Russia through the efforts 
of the Polish Government and with 
the ald of America and England. 
The Communists in Russia had been 
telling their people for 20 years that 
people in capitalist countries were 
starving. The Russians, who were 
absolutely dumfounded by goods, 
some of which they never before 
had seen, began to suspect that 
thelr government was not telling 
the truth. 

“The Communists had to do 
something and do it quickly. They 
carried out the arrest of those who 
were conducting the distribution of 
clothing and foodstuffs. The dis- 
tribution, therefore, had to cease, 
and the Communists no longer had 
to fear the threat to thelr propa-

COMMUNISM: THE DESTROYER OF RELIGIONS 

The Toronto Telegram, commenting on the penalty 
imposed upon Cardinal Mindszenty, for his alleged 
crimes against the Communist-dominated state of 
Hungary, brings to the surface the real issue behind 
the trial of this representative of the Roman Catholic 
Church---the quarrel between Communism and Re- 
ligion. That the victim in this case happens to be the 
exponent of Catholicism does not alter the fact that 
an exponent of Protestantism would probably be dealt 
with just as ruthlessly. It is therefore important that 
people in Democratic countries recognize that all re- 
ligious sects are targets for elimination when the Com- 
munists take over. 

This is clearly indicated in the Telegram commen- 
tary which, after reviewing incidents relative to the 
trial of Cardinal Mindszenty, observes: 

“In the case of Cardinal Mindszenty, as in that of 
General Draja Mikhailovitch in Yugoslavia, the con- 
fession is partial The cardinal has stated that he 
traded illegally in foreign currency, but he has. denied 
that he plotted against the state or the people. Hyen 
if his confession represents the truth, his offense would 
not be the cause for the life sentence now imposed if 
the Communist government did not wish to make an 
example of a Roman Catholic prelate as part of its 
campaign against religion. War against religion, the 
binding force which unites the present with the past, 
is an invariable concomitant of a revolution which 
seeks to found a new order. It marked the early years 
of the French Revolution, it was seen in’Nazi Germany 
as in Communist Russia, and it was one of the con- 
tributing causes of the Civil War in Spain.” 

The extent to which Cardinal Mindszenty is guilty 
or innocent of the crimes he has been convicted of is 
not the real concern of the Communists. They are 
interested only in wiping out any active opposition to 
the state.

DAIRY FARMERS HAVE 
SOLUTION IN OWN HANDS 

The best solution of milk production and market- 
ing problems {is in the hands of the dairy farmers 
themselves. All of the controls and compulsory 
schemes must ultimately result in less-than-market- 
prices for milk and dairy products or they will be dis- 
carded by consumers who dominate the governing, 
bodies which give the schemes power, 

The basic problem of dairy producers is to find 


the means of stabilizing the daily milk supply, wheth- , 


er by removing surpluses of milk or by supplementing 
shortages. The processing of surplus milk into less 
perishable dairy products, particularly dried milk which 
can be used to augment fluid supply, or sold in other 
markets, should be undertaken co-operatively by dairy 
farmers wherever facilities do not now exist. This 
solution is supported by the findings of the royal com- 
missions and competent students of dairy problems. 

The dairy farmers who ship fluid milk are able col- 
lectively to provide adequate facilities for the proces- 
sing of surplus milk from each major milk market in 
Canada. The resulting supply of other dairy products 
such as butter, cheese, and ice cream, would keep the 
price of milk and all dairy products automatically in 
line with the effective demand for fluid milk and would 
maintain economic balance in dairy production and 
marketing. 

There is nothing of permanent value that a milk 
control board can do on behalf of either producers or 
consumers of milk products. Such boards inevitably 
add to the cost of production and distribution and pre- 
vent the free flow of milk into natural markets. Pro- 
duct channels, established by the choices of consumers, 
will keep supply at an economic level.

Dye and X-ray Examination of 
Gall Bladder 

Most physicians and surgeons are 
{n agreement that, while the medi- 
cal and diet treatment of gall blad- 
der inflammation and other distur- 
bances gives good results, there are 
cases where an operation must be 
performed to give relief and save 
life. 

Now that a dye and X-ray film of 
the gall bladder can be obtained 
before, during and after an operat- 
fon for its removal, Drs. S, Hughes, 
-J. R. Hannan, and B. E. Mulvey, 
Cleveland, report their experience 
in cholangiography (dye and X-ray 
examination) in 90 consecutive gall 
bladder patients. These patients 
underwent an operation in which 
the condition of the gall bladder-- 
stones, blocking of tubes was dis- 
covered. 

These surgeons therefore believe 
that: 1, Cholangiography is an ac- 
curate means of finding the pre- 
sence or absence of disease in the 
gall-bladder and tubes carrying bile 
to and away from the gall bladder. 
2. K-ray of the gall bladder 1s a 
simple ‘way of getting a correct), 
diagnosis. 3. More positive infor- 
mation can be obtained by cholan- 
giography than by surgical explor- 
ation of the bile ducts. 4. It is es- 
sential and advantageous to use 
cholangiography at the time of 
the operation to confirm the fact 
that no disease is present before 
the T tube is removed. 

What are the conditions or sym- 
ptoms present which make chol- 
angiography necessary? They are: 
1. If the patient 1s jaundiced at the 
time of operation or if there is a 
history of jaundice in the past. 2. 
If a number of small stones are 
found in the gall bladder at operat- 
jon. 3. If tubes (ducts) carrying 
bile are dilated or diseased, 4. If a 
stone in the gall bladder is suspect~ 
ed by feeling with the hand, 5. If 
a small hard gall bladder is dis_ 
covered. 6. If bile drawn from the 
tube or duct is muddy, Or 7. If the 
liver is cirrhotic (hardened), 

By use of this method, cholangio_ 
graphy -. used before and after 
operation - in none of these cases 
has a second operation been neces- 
sary. 

I am giving the above informat- 
ion to readers because more than 
half of the men and woman past. 
forty have gallstones. Fortunately, 
most of them are free of symptoms.

Cardinal 
Appealing 
Stiff Term 


(British United Press) 

The case of Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszenty is to be taken to a high- 
er court by both the defense and the 
prosecution. 


Mindszenty was found guilts Tues, 
of treason by a Hungarcan Peoples 
Court during a session that lasted 90 
minutes. He was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 


Counsel for the Hungarian Prim- 
ate immediately announced that the 
sentence would be appealed to the 
Supreme People’s Tribunal. Minds- 
zenty told the court that he ap- 
proved of the appeal. 


Mindszenty'’s six co-defendants 
all were found guilty and sentenced 
to prison terms ranging from three 
years to life imprisonment. Four 
of them also will appeal, and the 
prosecution also appealed by renew- 
ing its demand for a death sentence 
“tor the Hungarian Primate and 
higher sentence for the others. 

In the Vatican City, Pope Pius 
the Twelfth is reported profoundly 
grieved by Mindszenty’s conviction 
and sentence. Authoritative sour- 
ces say His Holiness today dropped 
all other work to study news dis- 
patches on the trial as soon as they 
arrived. The Pope is expected to 
make a statement on the trial 
shortly. 

The President of the court that 
convicted Mindszenty says the Hun- 
garian Primate escaped the death 
penalty because of what he called 
“extenuating circumstances.” 

The Bench said one of the reas- 
ons for the court's so-called “clem- 
ency” was the testimony that Am- 
erican Minister Sheldon Chapin en- 
couraged Mindszenty Sp his attempts 
to overthrow the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment.

Backfires

Old Home Week backfired twice 
at Lindsay Council's first February 
meeting. 

Backfire number one came in the 
form of a bill from the Peterboro 
Legion Pipe Band for $37.50. It was 
sent with an explanatory letter

any money as yet, 

Backfire number two was caused 
by a petition for rebate from Lloyd 
Graham who complained of unfair 
treatment on his auto bulding con- 
cession during the Old Home Week 
celebration: He sald he had been 
assured that there would be dances, 
bingo games, bands, etc., to cater 
to but that very little had materiali_ 
zed. He also asserted that he had 
paid a heavy deposit on his $225 
concession for the ten-day period 
and had only operated for a fract- 
fon of the time because there was 
nothing doing. Mr. Graham alleged 
that some concessionaires had not 
yet paid for their concessions and 
that he unedrstood they had no in- 
tention of doing so.. On the grounds 
that he had been dealt with unfairly 
he asked Council to absorb two- 
thirds of the loss on the concession. 
He stated that he was prepared to 
take a loss of one third of the orl- 
ginal contract price of the concess- 
jon. 

Reeye Kingsborough told Mr. 
Graham that all concessionaires 
took a chance and asked how much 
he had already been allowed off the 
concession price. Mr. Graham re- 
plied: “25 per cent” and added, 
“But why was it I had to pay on the 
line-and was charged the full rate 
while others were not charged any- 
thing, in fact two haven’t paid any- 
thing yet?” 

Mayor Moore said he felt Mr. 
Graham had grounds for complaint 
and promised that the matter 
would be given fair consideration 
which was all he was asking. .

Toronto Feb 3 (BUP) The Deputy 
Minister of Mines and Resources -- 
Hugh Keenleyside -- says Canada’s 
leadership in the post-war immi- 
gration scheme shows that she ts 
“on the verge of a period of vast 
development.” 

He told the Empire Club in Tor- 

onto today that Canada’s increas- 
ing population, through immigrat- 
fon, is “reducing the burden of our 
transportation system and our 
other facilities which,” he says, 
“Geographic and political factors 
have expanded and which sparsity 
‘of population has kept unecono- 
mic.” 
Keenleyside says Canada is admitt_ 
ing more DPs than all other non- 
European countries, including the 
United States. 

‘The Deputy Mines and Pesour- 
ces minister says “the Canadian 
government believes that any high- 
powered immigration recruiting 
campaign in the United Kingdom 
would be in bad taste at this time.” 
He says the British Government is 
not anxious to have its people leave, 
but makes no effort to stop those 
Who decide to go. He says Canada’s 
restraint in recruiting immigrants 
from Britain “has been the sub- 
ject of appreciative commment in 
Great Britain.” 

He says that 123_thousand im- 
migrants who entered Canada last 
year, displaced persons constituted 
18 per cent. 

Keenleyside says the movement 
of immigrants to Canada “will al- 
ways be conditioned by the state 
of International Relations.” And he 
says that if war comes, or inter- 
national trade continues “in {ts 
present state of chaos,” immigrar_ 
jon will be one of the first casual~ 
ties.

Ops Meets Lindsay Board 
But Doesn't Commit Self _ 


“THE POST” 


Basis Of 
Payment 
Explained 


How the yarious municipalities 
would pay their way under the pro- 
posed enlarged school area, was re- 
lated to a meeting of the Lindsay 
Board of Education last week. Also 
present at the meeting were mem- 
bers of Ops township council. 

Frank Weldon, treasurer of Vic- 
toria County, was the speaker and 
he told the meeting that there are 
three contributors to the present 
cost of operating the school, apart 
from the government grant. ‘The 
local school board,” he said, “pays 
100 per cent of the cost of the Lind_ 
say pupils based on the perfect ag- 
gregate attendance. Then there are 
the County pupils who live in the 
area which is not a high schoo) or 
continuation area, and _ thirdly, 
there are the other continuation 
school areas.” Mr. Weldon explain- 
ed that the cost of County pupils 
was borne by the County and by the 
municipalities concerned. “A list is 
sent to me of the pupils attending 
the school from the county.A bill 
fs sent for the equitable cost of 
those pupils and when the cost is 
figured we pay 80 per cent of capi- 
tal expenditures and 100 per cent 
of ordinary maintenance. If, for 
example, the bil is $10,000, it is 
split in two halves of $5,000 each. 
We then ascertain the number of 
days attendance of County pupils 
and the number of, say Ops pupils, 
That is the basis on which Ops’ 
share would be calculated. The 
other half is divided so that each 
municipality pays it's assessment 
share of other half, Example-in 1948 
total assessment of those parts of 
Victoria County not in the High 
School or continuation areas was 
over 13 million dollars. The Ops as- 
sessment was over 2 million dollars 
65 Ops paid one-sixth of the second 
half or 1-12th of whole. So you see.” 
continued Mr. Weldon, “Ops pays 
one-twelfth of the cost of all Coun- 
ty pupils attending wherever there 
are pupils, Ops only has pupils at- 
tending at Lindsay and Omemee 
In 1947, 44 pupils attending Lindsay 
and Omemee cost Ops $2154.36 and 
in 1948 it cost $2,700. for 45 pupils. 
Lindsay, however, pays on an as- 
sessment basis and that's just how 
the new plan would operate, Lind- 
say, at present, is paying 100 per 
cent of the cost of Lindsay pupils 
but is not paying for any others. 
Ops and other municipalities are 
paying a percentage of the cost 
for pupils other than their own. 
In addition, Ops children pay for 
their own transportation.” 

Mr. Reeds, reeve of Ops township, 
asked Mr. Weldon what route buses 


"| would take if the High School area 


Were accepted. Mr. Weldon replied 
that it had been recommended that 
the Journey be restricted to one 
hour. He remarked that Victoria 
Road children now leave their 
homes at 7 a.m. and he considered 
this gaye them too long a journey. 
Mr. J. Forman, chairman of the 
Board of Education, said “Under 
the new plan they would trayel in 
school buses, now they travel in 
buses but a school bus would be 
waiting right outside for them,” 

Walter Reeds asked what would 
happen if Ops came into the plan 
and Emily did not.

Grandfather's methods of sowing 
garden seeds in a box to grow in 
the kitchen window during the win- 
ter have been subjected by experi- 
ment stations to a series of rigid 
tests. Sometimes grandpa succeed- 
ed, and sometimes he failed; with- 
out knowing exactly why. 

Science demande first to know 
why, and then seeks a way to pre- 
vent failure. If all the protective 
measures which have been recom- 
mended in the last few years were 
applied to a single seed box (see 
illustration) here is what it would 


have, 

1—Automatic watering, by the 
wick method, to make sure the 
soil never dried out. 
2—A layer of sphagnum moss on 
top of the soil, in which the seeds 
were sown, to prevent diseases, es- 
pecially ‘‘damping off,'’ which can- 
not develop in the anti-biotic moss. 
3—A lamp, preferably fluorescent, 
suspended a foot above the box, so 
it can be turned on to supplement 


the daylight, whenever light is 
needed. 
With this equipment, none of 


which is expensive, any amateur 
gardener ought to be able to sow 
seeds of flowers or vegetables ‘in 
an indoor box, and bring the seed- 
ling plants up to transplanting size 
without disaster.

is probably wick w&tering, which 
is as simple as an oil lamp. A 
wick, preferably of fibre glass, is 
passed through a hole centered in 
the bottom of the box. The top of 
the wick is imbedded in the soil, 
the bottom drops into a pan below 
the box, and as longeas there is 
water in the pan, the soil will be 
Kept moist. With a large enough 
pan you can leave the box for days 
without attention. 

Sphagnum moss will not allow 
plant fungi to develop. By spread- 
ing a layer of moss on top of the 
soil, sowing the seeds in it, and 
covering lightly with more moss, 
germination will be quick, and loss 
by disease nil. But the moss will 
not take up water from below, and 
if wick-watering is used, it must be 
watered from above until the seed- 
lings grow roots which reach the 
soil. 

Artificial lighting is not neces- 
sary, where a south window un- 
shaded by outside trees or building, 
is available. But where it is not, 
if a fluorescent lamp is hung over 
the box, as indicated by the di- 
agram, and kept lighted all night, 
the plants will get enough light. 
It will not be needed until they 
sprout. Mazda lights may be used, 
but they showld be hung higher, 
so that the night temperature of the 
box does not rise above 65 degrees. 


Ontario Kiydro Gets 15 Diesel, 


Why Didn’t Lindsay Get One? 


The Ontario Hydru-miectric Pow- 
Commission has purchased 15 steam 
and diesel-powered electric generat- 
ing plants with a total capacity of 
70,000 kilowatts to be installed in 
Southern Ontario. This has been 
announced by Mr: A, W. Manby, 
of Toronto, assistant general of 
administration for the HEPC, at 
the annual meeting of the Ontario 
Municipal Electric Association in 
St. Thomas. 

In making the announcement Mr. 
Manby said the province is still 
faced with a weekly shortage of 9,- 
395,000 kilowatt hours and that 
these plants would offset part of 


this when they go into operation. 
Some are nearing completion now, 
he stated. 


The plants which the HEPC are 
now installing are. the same types 
as the Post advocated for Lindsay 
to be installed by the Ontario Com- 
mission or by the Lindsay Commis- 
sion but which the local commission 
has claimed from time to time, were 
not practical, economically or oth- 
erwise. It is interesting to note 
that two of the plants the HEPO 
are installing are diesels of 1,000 kil- 
lowatt capacity — about the size 


which would be necessary to keep 


Lindsay out of future difficulties, 
These two plants are being instal- 
led at Hamilton, Mr. Manby stated. 


The largest plant, construction of 
which was previously announced, 
with a capacity of 120,000 kilowatts, 
will be at Windsor to supply domes- 
tic and industrial demand and ‘tie 
in with development at Detroit. 
This power will be obtained from 
two steam-driven 60,000 kilowatt 
capacity plants. 

Another steam unit will be con- 
structed at Chatham to provide 10,- 
000 kilowatts for industries there. 

Mr, Manby said there would be 


nine similar plants generating 5,000 
kilowatts each located as follows: 
four at Scarboro, feeding sections 
of Toronto; three at Thorold where 
steam is available from the paper 
mills; and two at Hamilton. 


Another 6,000 kilowatt plant will 
also be located in Hamilton to 
make 25-cycle power. 


Mr. Manby said these units should 
serve a twofold purpose, in supplying 
electricity above the basic needs 
for peak consumption periods and 
to be a source of 60-cycle power 
supply during the conversion period.

No Right Or Wrong Side 
Of The Road At Fenelon? 


A battle of words developed be- 
tween Colonel R. I, Moore and 
the Fenelon Falls Chief of Police, 
Mr. Gordon, at the Lindsay magis_ 
trate’s court Friday. 

Colonel Moore was defending a 
young lad, aged 17, of Fenelon 
Falls, who had been charged with 
careless driving. A question arose 
as to whether a car had been park- 
ed on the right or the wrong side 
of the road an Colonel Moore 
considered that {t was on the wrong 
side. Mr. Gordon said that, as far 
as Fenelon Falls is concerned, there 
is mo right or wrong sides. The 
Colonel took exception to this and, 
during the ensuing altercation, was 
told by Mr, Gordon, “You're al- 
ways learning, Mr. Moore.” How- 
ever, Col. Moore didn't seem to be 
convinced that there was no right 
or wrong side to park in Fenelon 
Falls, 

Evidence was given by Mr. Arm- 
strong, of Fenelon Falls, that he 
parked his car on the west side 
of Lindsay Street, (Fenelon Falls), 
facing North. A short while after- 
wards, 1t was brought to his no- 
tice that a car had run into it, 
‘When he went out, he found that 
considerable damage had been done 
to his car, a 1946 Monarch, and it 
had been estimated at $250.00. In 
answer to questions posed him by 
Crown Attorney, Lorne Jordan, Mr. 
Armstrong stated that the other 
car was a 1928 Chevrolet and that 
the condition of the road, at the 
time, was slippery. He also stated 
that the visibility was good though 
it was raining and freezing. 

When asked by Colonel Moore 
why the complaint had not been 
lodged for 9 days, Mr. Armstrong 
replied that he did not know, 

Chief Gordon, gave evidence that 
he had been called to the scene 
of the accident and that the wind- 
shield of the Chevrolet was cover- 
ed with ice, making it impossible 
to see out of the car. He had not 
tested the equipment himself, but 
he said that a provincial constable 
had done so, the foot brake was 
poor, there was no emergency 
brake, no defrosting equipment and 
no heat. 

Colonel Moore asked the Chief 
4f there had been any weather 
changes in the half-hour previous 
to his arrival and Mr. Gordon re_- 
plied that there-had not, This reply 
{nstituted argument for Mr. Gord- 
on had previously sald thot it was 
raining and freezing. Colonel 
Moore stated that if it 1s 
freezing then the weather is chang- 
ing. The point of the questions on 
the vislbility aiid frost on the wind- 
shield vas that the lad was allegea 
to have sald that he could not see. 


The lad, himself, stated that he 
hhad been travelling along when he 
saw another car coming in the op. 
posite direction, when about 20 feet 
from it, he saw the parked car 
which was tactng him. He applied 
the brakes but skidded right into 
it. He stated that his windshfeld 
wiper was working and that he had 
cleaned off the windshield in Fene- 
lon Falls,

Criticizes New Plan 


Students at Osgoode Hall Law 
School in Toronto are criticizing 
the new plan that would have them 
spend more time In practical train- 
ing rather than in law schools.

St. Laurent Would 
Cut British Ties 


(British United Press) 

The Prime Minister says he thinks 
it’s about time Canada is run lke 
the adult nation she is. 

Mr. St. Laurent indicated in a 
National Radio Broadcast Thursday 
that he will ask Britain for our 
complete Constitutional Independ- 
ence. He said he believes we 
should find some way to work out 
any Constitutional changes right 
here at home... and not have them 
made through the British Parlia- 
ment. 

He referred to the British North 
America Act, which he said is an 
important part of our Constitution 
but it also is included in British 
Parliament laws. 

As a result, if we want the Act 
changed the matter has to go thr- 
ough London. Mr. St. Laurent said 
and we'll use his words, “as a Can. 
adian I do not like to have to do 
that. What is more, I feel sure 
the United Kingdom Parliament 
does not like it either.” 

The P. M. said we want to make 
sure that the Constitution contains, 
and again we'll use his words, “ad- 
equate safeguards for Provincial 
rights, for the use of the TWO OF- 
FICIAL LANGUAGES, and for 


those other historic rights which | 


are the sacred trust of our Nation- 
al partnership.” 

Mr. St. Laurent mentioned the 
Government's plan to make the 
Supreme Court the country’s high- 
est tribunal by abolishing appeals to 
the Imperial Privy Council. He 
said we should assume the full res- 
ponsibilities of adult nationhood on 
the basis of our proud record in 
peace and war. 

But he added “We cannot really 
consider ourselves an adult nation 
So long as we leave our final decis- 
jons to the courts of another coun- 
try.”

Service Helps

A soil advisory service Is carried 
orf by the Agricultural College, at 
Guelph, and local farmers have 
been taking full advantage of it,

How Can 1? 


Q How can I separate leaves of 
lettuce without trouble? 

A. Cut the stalk out of head of 
lettuce and pour cold water force- 
fully into the opening for a few 
minutes. The leayes will separate 
easily. 

Q. How can I soften hard but- 
ter on a cold morning? 

A. By rinsing a small dish in 
hot water and inverting it over the 
butter. Let it stand until the but- 
ter is soft enough to spread. 

Q. How can I remove dog hair 
and lint from woolen clothing? 

A. Wet a rubber sponge, squeeze 
almost dry, and rub over the cloth- 
ing. 

Q. What is a good substitute for 
mustard when making a plaster? 

A. It 1s claimed that ground 
ginger will not blister, and is very 
effective in drawing. 

Q. How can 1 easily 
stains from the hands? 

A. Most stains can be remoyed 
from the hands by rubbing with a 
7 slice of raw potato. 

Q. How can I prevent clothes- 
pins from freezing to the clothes 
when hanging ‘on a cold day? 

A. Warm the clothespins in the 
oven before hanging out the wash.

Q. What is the best way to ap- 
ply lip stick when the lips are chap- 
ped and dry? 

A. Try using a very greasy lp- 

y stick. Or, rub a little cold cream 
on the lips before using the stick.

A. By mixing equal parts of tur- 
pentine ,spirts of wine, vinegar, and 
linseed oil, Shake well, and do not 
use much at a time. 

Q. What is the best way to take 
care of paint brushes. 

A. Always clean the brushes tho- 
roughly before putting away. Hard- 
ened brushes may be soaked in raw 
Mnseed of! for 24 hours and then 
placed in a pot of benzine. Work 
the bristles until they are separat- 
ed, when the paint will soften so 
that it will wash out, 

Q. How can I remove grease 
spots from over-stuffed furniture? 

A. To remove them from furni- 
ture or rugs rub baking soda lber- 
ally into the spots. Allow to dry. 
Then remove the baking soda with 
the yacuum cleaner or a carpet 
sweeper.

Washing Leather Gloves 
Many gloves of suede, doeskin, 
capeskin, pigskin can be washed and 
are labeled accordingly on the in- 
side, They should be done care- 
fully, using a mild soapsuds and 
lukewarm water. An easy way to do 
it is to put the gloves on and lather 
the entire surface, using a soft 
brush on especially soiled places. 
Pull gloves off carefully because 
leather is weak when wet. Rinse by 
running lukewarm water into each 
glove to push it gently into shape. 
Never ring or scrub gloves because 
tihs stretches and many tear the 
wet leather. To keep pigskin gloves 
soft, rinse in water to which a 
couple of drops of glycerine have 
been added. Fold the wet gloves in 
a Turkish towel and gently press. 
Then lay gloves flat on a dry towel 
or hang oyer a towel on a line. 
When almost dry, gently work the 
gloves to make the leather soft and 
pliable. Dry slowly at room temper- 
ature,

why not make a Ilnyer cake and 
after putting the layers together, 
cut a heart out of cardboard and 
place on top of cake, cutting it 
carefully to match, When iced with 
pink icing it will be a real valen- 
tine cake.

Ice with pink 
icing and top with a red candy 
heart. Another favorite is to make 
small Marguerites and scoop out and 
fill with whipped cream sweetened 
with red jelly. Just make it pink 
enough to look palatable. If one has 
frozen strawberries, there can be 
used instead of the jelly and it 
really is lush, Valentine parties will 
likely begin Friday and continue 
until half way through the next 
week.

Uses For Stale Fruit Cake 


Try steaming some of that stale 
fruit cake and serving with sauce 
for dessert. You'd think it was fruit 
pudding and after all, they are 
made just about the same.

CLEANING UP OUR DIRTY WATERS 

Condemnation of the Ontario Government, voiced 
by the Ontario Federation of Anglers and Hunters at 
its annual meting in Toronto recently, for its failure 
to take action to prevent pollution of the province’s 
rivers and lakes, focusses attention on the fact that 
Lindsay, like most other Ontario towns, has been a 
party to this practice. 

While agreeing that the matter of polluting On- 
tario’s rivers and lakes with industrial and domestic 
waste calls for remedial action, it is impossible to con- 
cur in the suggestion that the Ontario Government 
be made solely responsible for bringing about the clean- 
up. In fact, in the light of interesting disclosures 
made in an article appearing in Collier’s magazine, it 
might be highly profitable for each individual town to 
solve the problem in the light of its specific circum- 
stances. Of course, it would be essential that ade- 
quate provincial legislation be passed ensuring that if 
one town on a given stream or lake took action to do 
away with water pollution, others along the same 
stream would not be permitted to continue to pol- 
Jute it. This would leave the method of the clean-up 
entirely in the hands of the offending towns and would 
give them the right to deal with it in th» light of 
their own requirements and to conform with their ec- 
onomic ability. 

Cleaning up our rivers and lakes need not neces- 
sarily be accomplished at a loss as witness the follow- 
ing interesting observations by the writer of the article 
referred to above. 

“People are beginning to realize,” the writer states, 
“that money can be saved on pollution contro]. Wheel- 
ing W. Va., currently spends a small fortune in super- 
chlorinating, de-chlorinating, double-coagulating and 
double sedimenting its drinking water. When the Ohio 
River is cleaned up, much of this money can be saved. 
In 1938, an engineer in Springfield, Il., discovered 
that methane gas produced by the bacteria in. sewage 
treament plants could be burned as fuel. Today, the 
treatment plants in dozens of municipalities are run 
on sewage gas alone, and Cedar Rapids, lowa, gen- 
erates so much electricity from its sewage-gas engines 
that it sells the power.” 

These and other factual examples of the advan- 
tages which can accrue from river and lake anti-pollu- 
tion measures are evidence that Lindsay, along with 
hundreds of other Ontario towns, might find it more 
profitable to tackle their water pollution problem than 
to continue to neglect it. 

No one will deny that Lindsay is ideally situated 
from a scenic point of view on the Scugog River but 
no one can enjoy the scenery along the banks, or 
even on the water, of a polluted river. By the same 
token, no amount of landscaping will add one whit to 
the attraction of a dirty waterway. 

The situation in Lindsay calls for, a realistic and 
not an artistic approach. It need not be extravagant- 
ly carried out and it is entirely probable that careful 
investigation of the specific problem would disclose an 
economically feasible plan for solying the water pol- 
lution problem locally. 


HOW MUCH DOES THE RED CROSS KNOW? 

Is: Canada facing a national disaster in the form of 
war which may come unexpectedly soon? 

That is the question which is uppermost in the 
minds of a good many Canadians who are caught in 
the cross-fire of debate oyer the merits or otherwise of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society’s plan to “nationalize” 
a blood bank service. On the one hand the Red Cross 
Society is going ahead full tilt to organize’ blood banks 
across the country, and on the other many leading 
Canadian medical authorities are openly opposing the 
plan on the grounds that it is unnecessary at the pre- 
sent time and under normal conditions, as they claim 
to have ample blood reserves 

On the surface there seems to be much dissension 
over the whole plan, which, if it persists, will probably 
seriously hamper the scheme as undertaken by the 
Red Cross. This, if in fact there does exist a very real 
possibility of a national disaster, could’ easily lead: to 
a major catastrophe. On the other hand it would seem 
unlikely, if such an emergency looms, that opposition 
would be received from the medical profession. This 
in view of their co-operation during the last World 
War. 

It therefore remains for the Canadian Red Cross 
Society to place all its cards on the table and make 
the public fully acquainted with the facts. As it now 


stands the people of Canada do not know whether the , 


need really exists for its proposed service, or whether 
it is an unnecessary undertaking. 

A frank statement by the authorities would be 
welcomed. 


LINDSAY SHOULD HAVE BEEN THE FIRST 
TO HAVE HAD AUXILIARY POWER 

It is not surprising, although it is gratifying, to 
note that the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commis- 
sion has endorsed in principle the theory of auxiliary 
power by either diesel or steam, advocated by the Lind- 
say Post for many years. It is rather disappointing, 
however, to note that one of the first of these auxiliary 
power plants has not been allocated to Lindsay which 
suffered and still is suffering the effects of a power 
shortage which may endure for some years. 

Believing that the people of Lindsay would be in-

HEADS WE WIN, TAILS YOU LOSE 
Removal of the ceiling price on butter and resric- 
tions on the export of dairy products was asked by the 
Dairy Farmers of Canada at their annual convention in 
Wdmonton. There can be no reasonable objection to 
those two requests, 
There is no justification whatever to continuance of 
those wartime wornout restrictions; This is a free coun- 
try and dairymen and everybody else are entitled to free 
markets and free prices. 
But the dairymen at Hdmonton were not content with 
that reasonable demand. They would go further, much 
further. They demanded a system that would give them 


like Lindsay, customers of the parent commission. 

Lindsay’s requirements at the peak of the crisis 
were estimated to call for installation of about a 1,000 
kilowatt generating unit and at least two plants of 
this capacity have been installed at Hamilton, Ontario, 
by the Ontario Hydro-Hlectric Power Commission. 

The question everyone is asking now is: “Why 
didn’t Lindsay get one of these plants since it was one 
of the first towns to advance the suggestion?’ The 
answer to this can, of course, only be revealed by 
making public the correspondence betwen the local 
and the parent commissions. 


HOW MUCH DO YOU KNOW ABOUT RATS? 


The disclosure made at a recent meeting of Town 
Council to the effect that rats were migrating to ad- 
joining farms from the Town dump, makes an article 
in February’s Reader's Digest of special interest 
locally. 


Captioned “Don’t Underrate Brother Rat,” the ar- 
ticle discloses that “there are two main species of rats: 
Rattus Norvegicus (the Norway) a burrowing rat; 
and Rattus rattus, a climbing rat. The Norway is 
the more aggressive. Attack a climbing rat and he 
runs, Poke at a Norway with a broom or rake, and 
quick as a flash he’s climbed the handle and bitten 
you,” 

Just how serious a menace rats constitute and 
how difficult they are to deal with is evident in the 
following excerpts from the article. 

“How many rats are there around your place? 
Harold Gunderson, rat specialist at Iowa State College. 
has worked out the following rule of thumb for farmers. 

“If you never seen a rat but do occasionally notice 
droppings or signs of rat damage, there are from one 
to 100. If you see them occasionally at night but 
never in daytime, there are from 100 to 500. If you 
see numbers of rats at night and several during the 
day there are probably from 1,000 to 5,000—not un- 
usual on a farm.” 

“It has been estimated that rats annually eat or 
spoil as much food as 265,000 average U.S. farms can 
produce” and that very few building materials can be 
considered absolutely ratproof—Rats have been known 
to bore through a four-inch concrete floor and a rat's 
tooth is nearly as hard as carborundum.” 

Tests have shown that rats can gnaw through foam- 
glass two inches thick in eight nights and all but one 
of the tne alloys, some harder than structural steel, 

used in tests failed to resist their invasion. 

According to the author cleanup campaigns are at 
best but temporarily effective and even experts, work- 
ing under conditions, expect no more than about 95 
per cent kill, “The only kind of effective campaign,” 
he writes “is the kind that never stops.” 

Thus it becomes apparent that Lindsay’s rat prob- 
Jem is greater than we may have thought and their 
destruction a’ huge undertaking.

THE CARDINAL’S ARREST 


The arrest of Cardinal Mindszenty by the Hunpar 

_ ian government has been greeted by a wave of indig- 
nation that seems to be world-wide, and in Roman 
Catholic circles it looks as though the prelate will soon 
become a martyr. While not attempting to defend 
this breach of human freedom by the Communists in 
Europe, many Protestants will be struck by the great 
difference between the excitement created by the ar- 
rest of the Cardinal and the lack of it when Bishop 
Ordass, The Lutheran Primate to Hungary, and other 
Lutheran leaders were also arrested in Hungary. True 
there were protests from Lutheran and other Protes- 


tant church bodies, but there was no eagerness on the 
part of state departments and political leaders all over 
the world to come charging to Bishop Ordass’ assis- 
tance, And the world’s press let the Lutheran Prim- 
ate go to his cell without making much fuss over a 
blow to religious freedom. 

While the difference between the attention given 
to the Mindszenty and Ordass arrests may not have 
been unexpected, it nevertheless underlines the tre- 
mendous hold the Roman church has succeeded in 
gaining even in so-called Protestant countries. The 
Cardinal, of course, as Primate of a church which 
claims at least nominal allegiance from sixty per cent 
of the Hungarian people, would demand some atten- 
tion, But more than that, he is a “prince” of a church 
with a world-wide organization and unparalleled ma- 
chinery for publicity ,and propaganda that commands 
instant attention from press and radio. Immediately 
he was arrested the influence of the Roman church 
saw to it that every means of communication blared 
out the news and played upon public opinion. In short, 
the contrast it made to the silence which greeted the 
Lutheran Primate’s arrest represented the extent to 
which Roman Catholicism has gained power in a large 
part of the world. There is much in this situation to 
make all lovers of freedom to pause and think.

Whatever effect it may 
have on millions of Russians, little of the light gets in- 
to the Kremlin. Let the free peoples use February's 
renewed surge of spirit to bring themselves closer to- 
gether in the purpose of peace with an end to bicker- 
ing and a great leap forward in mutual accord. Then 
they will be too strong to lose the world, and some 
future February's light may begin to filter even into 
the Kremlin.—Printed Word. 


RIGHT OF REVOLUTION 


The town of Pembroke on the Ottawa River prom- 
ises to be the scene of a cause celebre unless the gov- 
ernment or a local merchant lose their nerve. 

George Simpson, local jeweller, oe a new 
store, announced in placards in his windows ‘ 25% 
luxury tax on these goods.’”’ It wasn’t a first Dee 
He had been accused and found guilty of a previous 
omission of making returns and paying the tax.‘ And 
he had paid the fine imposed. In speaking in his own 
defence, however, he had said: “I object to being a tax 
collector for the federal government . . . I question 
the constitutionality of htis law that says I must work 
for nothing. Iam going to take this to a higher court. 
The department is acting contrary to the Bible. I- 
have broken no law which is in harmony with our 
constitution.” 


Whether Mr. Simpson can sustain his challenge re- 
mains to be seen. His right of challenge cannot be 
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questioned. One may wonder, perhaps, whether the 
particular instance is worth an outright defiance of 
the law, or whether equal results desired might not be 
achieved by less radical means, But, where a man is 
ready to accept the consequences of failure, his right 
remains to defy a law with which his conscience can- 
not agree. 

~ “All men,” said Thoreau, “recognize the right of 
revolution; that is, the right to refuse allegiance to, 
and to resist the government, when its tyranny or in- 
efficiency are great and unendurable.” : 

The Barons at Runnymede established that right 
and built it into Magna Carta, Simon De Montfort 
challenged the existing law and created the first parlia- 
mentary government. John Hampdon defied the King. 
The American colonists defended, by revolution, the 
right of men to be parties to their own taxation. 

But ‘there is’ another phase of this issue that, 
friendly as we might be to Mr: Simpson's general thesis, 
we think is equally important. The government has 
passed a law. The law has been defied. The obliga- 
tion rests upon the government to defend its law, if 
it is defensible or, if it is not, to abrogate the law. To 
do less than that, to let even one man challenge the 
justice of a law, and not to account to that challenge, 
is to bring all law into disrepute. Bad laws should be 
repealed, not defied—Joseph Lister Rutledge. 

BEST HOPE FOR PEACE 

In the proposed North Atlantic pact lies our great- 
est and most realistic hope for maintaining Peace, or 
at least staving off war. 7 

Had the Kaiser known definitely that the U.S. 
would come against him, he would hardly have had 
war in 1914. Had Hitler counted the U.S. among his 
enemies, the 1939 war would not have been when or 
what it was. 

It isn’t just in the military sense that the North 
Atlantic pact is so crucial for the future of the wes- 
tern world.

Meat (Protein) For Breakfast Pre- 
yents Fatigue 

In a Jarge airplane factory during 
World War IJ, it was found that 
many employees had to have some 
food between 10 and lla.m. or they 
were unable to do a full morning's 
work until noon. It was found in 
practically every case of collapse or 
weakness that the employee had 
eaten only a light breakfast and 
little or no animal protein -- meat, 
eggs, or fish. Where meat, eggs or 
fish. were added to the breakfast 
the employee was able to continue 
work until noon. 

While many may smile at the 
idea of white collar men and house- 
wives eating meat for breakfast, a 
carefu) 10-year study of 308 persons 
ranging in age from 4 to 82 years 
has proved that protein for break- 
fast gives and maintains health and 
strength. This study, made by Dr. 
H, V. Soper, is recorded in “Arizona 
Medicine,” Phoenix. — 4 
In this not eating meat or other 
proteins for breakfast, there was 
loss of appetite, a need for 8 to 12 
hours of sleep, a drowsiness from 
arising until coffee or a cold shower 
had been taken, They hurried to 
work and felt well until 9:30 or 10 
o'clock when a letdown occurred 
and a snack was needed, Lunch eat- 
en in a hurry maintained strength 
until 2 p, m., when again a letdown 
occurred, 

Dr. Soper insists on a large pro- 
tein serving for breakfast. It was 
found that any kind of lean meat 
(not just choice cuts), fish or fowl, 
ham, pork chops, mutton, chicken, 
fish rabbit, turkey, liver’ or ground 
meats, roasts or cold meats, if eaten 
in large enough amounts, will fur- 
mish the needed protein. “The use 
of large quantities of meat protein, 
a serving of about one-quarter 
pound, especially for breakfast, can 
do far more for the general health 
and strength of. these patients than 
prolonged treatment with vitamins, 
iron, liver, minerals and such.” 

Where heayy work is being done; 
meat or other protein should be 
eaten not less than twice a day. In 
fact, hard physical workers really 
require twice as much food of all 
kinds - -proteins, starches and fats 
--as do white collar workers and 
housewives. 

The idea of meat for breakfast 
may not appeal to some but a 10 
year's study of the strength-giving 
effects of meat at breakfast time 
on all ages and sexes tells its own’ 
story. 


FIRST TEETH ARE IMPORTANT 
TO HEALTH AND APPEARANCE 

As youngsters, wnen a front tooth 
was knocked out accidently or in- 
tentionally, nothing much was 
thought about it. In fact, as losing 
one or more front teeth was not un- 
common, the distance we could ex- 
pectorate (spit) through the open 
space was very important. 

In those days, there was little 
thought, about the matter given by 
parents because these first or baby 
teeth would be replaced by per- 
manent teeth, There was no thought 
of having these teeth replaced if 
they could be found. 

Today dentists warn parents that 
if these front or other baby teeth 
that are knocked out are washed off 
with green soap and water, then 
placed in a salt solution (half 
teapoon of salt to a glass of water), 
and taken to the family dentist, 
they can be put back in their places 
in the mouth and will take root or 
hold again, By putting them back in 
the mouth, they occupy their pro- 
per position and keep the proper 
room for the permanent teeth when 
they sink or rise into their places 
in the upper and lower jaws. 

In the “Journal of the American 
Dental Association,” Dr. Joseph T. 
Hartsook, Arm Arbor, Mich,, states 
that fortunately for the dentists 
many parents are so concerned a- 
bout the importance of the front 
teeth that children who have had 
accidents are taken immediately to 
the dentist's office. This is a great 
help to patient and dentist as de- 
lay In treatment makes for a much 
less favorable outcome than prompt 
treatment, 

Tn cases of broken or loosened 
teeth, an X-ray is made of the ad- 
joining teeth on either side as there 
may be a fracture beneath the 
gums. 

When young, front teeth are 
knocked completely out of their 
sockets, the teeth are replanted if 
possible before blood clots and film 
over roots form, as this formation 
interferes with the fragments of 
fibrin taking a good grip on the re- 
planted tooth, 

Dr, Hartsook states further that 
first teeth driven into the roots 
up into the gums may come through 
the gums again if left alone. 

Remember, first teeth are valu- 
able and should be preserved if 
possible. They mp’ > room for the 
permanent teeth when they come 
which helps health and appear- 
dance,

In some cases, where the lining 
surface has some pockets or small 
ulcers in the colon or large intestine 
the barium spreads a coating over 
the small depressions -- ulcers or 
pockets, They gradually heal be- 
cause poisonous wastes do not get 
into them. ;

which does not irritate or

Yesterday I was happy to 
announce discontinuance of allo- 
cation of power on a quota basis 
to Southern Ontario municipalities 
following notification from one of 
our suppliers that deliveries would 
be substantially increased. 6 i 


While we are still short to 
the extent of some 10,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours a week in deliveries from. 
suppliers and, therefore, not by any 
means out of the woods so far as 
the present shortage is concerned, 
it is heartening to note the im- 
provement in the situation in re- 
cent week. The Commission, as you 
know, was faced with an extremely 
critical problem, particularly dur- 
ing last Octoober and part of No- 
vember when lack of rain in the 
right places caused a serious drop 
in available storage water and a 
resultant decrease in the output of 
power plants in both Ontario and 
Quebec, Then came an almost mir- 
aculous change in the situation. 
Rain fell ... on the right places. 
Consequently, water supply condit- 
ions improved and the output of 
power plants increased. 

However, there were other 
factors which have contributed to 
the improvement in evidence, One 
to which I would like to 
make special reference, is the mag_ 
niflclent co-operation which Hy- 
dro has been and fs receiving from 
both weekly and daily newspapers. 
‘The support of the press has giveh 
tremendous impetus to the splen- 
did voluntary power saying effort 
on the part of labour and industry, 
commercial firms, housewives and 
farmers. By maintaining this ef- 
fort along with present restrict- 
fons affecting certain uses of elec- 
tricity, I believe we can get through 
the winter without further cut-offs. 
Meanwhile, Hydro ts going 
ahead at a highly accelerated pace 
with its tremendous $400,000,000 
construction program and, already, 
four new and important sources ot 
Supply are in service and work 1 
proceeding rapidly on six other 
projects. At the same time, pre- 
liminary survey work is well und- 
er-way in connection with the 
$200,000,000 frequenoy change-over 
program In the 25-cyoye areas of 
Southern Ontarlo, 

In closing let me express 
sincere appreciation for the all- 
important public service which is 
being rendered by the press in 
helping clarify difficult, problems | 
faced by Hydro and the way in 
which these problems are being 
met. |

Congress is being asked to ap- 
propriate $50 million so that ans- 
wers can be found to these quest- 
jons—and hundreds of others that 
are just as challenging. 

There's little doubt that Congress 
will appropriate this sum. What's 
more, {t may prove to be the smart- 

* est money that body spends. 

That's the cost of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's research 
program for the coming year. Con- 
gressmen, whether they represent 
farm or city districts, long ago, 
learned the great dividends which 
this country has earned as a result 
of this work. Trying to answer 
questions like these 1s one of the big 
factors behind America's huge food 
production. 

Philip V. Carden, head of the 
Agricultural Research Administra- 
tion, directs the job of dreaming up 
and solving these screwy-sounding 
projects. He is alded by 3000 fed- 
eral scientists who probably are the 
best men in the world in the field 
of agricultural research. They work 
in 200 laboratories, and on test 
farms scattered around the coun- 
try. They cooperate with farmers 
and state agricultural researchers in 
all of the 48 states and territories. 

Although the work of Carden and 
his helpers is aimed at helping the 


The problem was to find out whe- 
ther flying vegetables to market by 
airplane harmed them, Using a 
decompression chamber, which sim- 
ulated the air pressure and temp- 
eratures of a typical flight, {t was 
discovered that Brussels sprouts and 
other vegetables are not harmed 
by flight so long as temperature and 
humidity have to be watched. The 
tests told the aircraft manufact- 
urers, who are interested in making 
planes for the transportation of 
fresh fruits and vegetables, that 
they didn't need pressurized cabins 
for this purpose. 

Trying to find out why peanut 
butter sticks to the roof of the 
mouth is par® of a project to im- 
prove the whole peanut industry. 


Peanut butter uses about half of all. 


the peanuts consumed as food. If 
peanut butter could be made that 
would not stick to the roof of the 
mouth, it {s belleved it would double 
or triple the demand for peanuts 
and be worth millions of dollars to 
their growers, 

Psychroenergetics {s the study of 
how heat, cold, humidity, ventila- 
tion and other conditions affect the 
production of milk, meat and other 
animal products. A typical problem 
is to find why cows glve less milk 
during a winter cold snap, and then 
to find how farm buildings can be 
modified to keep up the milk flow. 
This work is being conducted at 
Columbia, Mo. ‘ 

Trying to find out if a farmer tis 
walking too far to his separator is 
all part of the job of designing 


old farmhouses. 

A year ago, Department of Agri- 
culture scientists discovered that 
subjecting unmated queen bees to 
a carbon dioxide gas anethetic caus- 
ed them to lay eggs which later hat- 
ch into drone bees. This makes 
possible a rapid speeding up of pro- 
duction of strains of hybrid bees 
in which parentage is absolutely 
controlled. This information is of 
great value to the honey industry. 

Tests conducted by the Depart~- 
ment showed that the proteins 
found in ham and eggs supplement. 
each other so well that the two, 
when eaten together, supply more 
nourishment than when they are 
eaten separately. These tests mere- 
ly confirmed that an old dietary hab 
it of Americans has a sound nutrit- 
jonal basis. But they ‘have led to 
other discoveries about the value 
of protein to humans which event- 
ually will mean better balanced 
diets. 

Thus, questions which may sound 
silly at first glance can mean mill- 
fons of dollars to the farmer and 
better food for all. And the ones 
mentioned here don't scratch the 
surface of what is being done in 
the vital field of agricultural re- 
search, Other articles will tell such

Red Circus Gets Gavel 


Judge Medina Cracks Whip as Commies Try 
To Make a Carnival Out of Conspiracy Trial

New York, — (NEA) — The na- 
tion's 11 top Communists scoured 
the United States to get lawyers 
who are clever at making public 
circuses out of criminal trials. That 
array of eminent barristers set out, 
with all their skill to break up the 
tria] of their clients in Federal Dis- 
trict, Court. 

But both lay and legal observers 
have a feeling that the Reds’ coun- 
se) has met its match in a dapper, 
jovial chap named Harold R. Med- 
ina—newest judge on the Federal 
bench in the New York district. Pre- 
sumably by the luck of the draw, 
he is presiding over what may prove 
to be one of the most famous trials 
in court history—the “conspiracy to 
overthrow” case against the big- 
wigs of U.S. Communism. 

Judges of American courts seldom 
impress their personalities perman- 
ently on public consciousness. May- 
be Harold Medina will be forgotten 
soon. But his friends think that 
already he has demonstrated a 
courtroom personality that will pro- 
ject itself even above the vitupera- 
tive uproar that defense counse) 
are creating.

“That's the most absurd thing 1 
have ever heard of,” he told Glad- 
stein after one argument. 

“IT don’t like that crack,” he re- 
marked colloquially on another oc- 
casion. “I'm going to decide these 
motions as best I can with the light. 
God gave me.” 

And once, when he felt that the 
Reds’ counsel was going too far, 
Judge Medina's checks paled and 
he said sharply: 

“Don't you think {t might be well 
to defer to the court's wishes in 
this matter? I don't want to be un- 
pleasant.” : 

To the amazement of those fam- 
ilar with the lawyers he addressed, 
they shut up.

Of ‘Meat of Tomorrow; 
USDA Scientists Make It 
Tenderer --and Cheap

on —(NEA) — Sharpen 
carving knife and let's cut a 
lice of the “meat-of-morrow.” 

It'll be tender, tasty, juicy and 
cheap. 

Experimenting with pigs, chick- 

ens, cattle, turkeys and sheep, De- 
partment of Agriculture scientists 
have improved old breeds,and de- 
veloped new ones that promise to 
give the whole meat industry a tre- 
mendous boost during the next 
couple of years. 
Most sensational results have 
e from research on hogs. They've 
ally stretched the-pig, giving it 
more pork chops — bigger, leaner 
roasts—more lean bacon—fuicier, ta- 
stier, hams—less fat. 

The story behind this develop- 
ment goes back to the days when 
Americans started to use vegeta- 
ble ofls for cooking. Until then, hogs 
had been the only source of 
shortenings and frying fats. When 
the demand for hog fats began to 
ease up, farmers realized that they 
needed more meat and less fat on 
their pigs if they were going to con- 
tinue making a profit on hog-rats- 
ing. 

The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture came to their ald. Danish 
pigs which had most of the meat 
characteristics which the farm 
wented were imported. The prob- 
lem was to strengthen the Danish 
breeds so that they could survive 
the U. S. climate. 

That was in 1935. After tireless 
work, two “perfect pigs” now are 
ready for Arferican farmers. Much 
of the work was done in cooperation 
with the state of Minnesota and 
one of the new breeds ‘s called the 
Minnesota Number One. It {s al- 
redy being raised by the farmers in 
that state. The other new breed 
which resulted from crossings with 
ths original Danjsh hogs is called 
the Hamprace. It is just beginning 
to be supplied to the farmers. Both 
breeds are long, have very little fat 
and produce a much higher percent- 
age of choice cuts of meat than any 
other American breeds. 

Millions of Americans have al- 
ready tasted what has been done 
to the turkey during the past couple 
of years. Breeding and improved 
methods of feeding have put several 
pounds more meat on the average 
holiday bird. It makes turkey rais- 
ing more profitable for -the farm- 
er and gives the consumer more 
meat and less bone for the money. 
‘The modern turkey also tastes much 
better and {s less dry after being 
cooked, 

‘The same work {s now being done 
on the chicken, A. & P, Food Stor- 
es {n cooperation with the U.S. De-

partment of Agriculture are work- 
{ng on a program in an attempt to 
find the “Chicken-of-Tomorrow.” 
A. & P. sponsored a contest, design- 
ed to encourage chicken breeders to 
try to develop a better broiler. It 
produced f cross-breed which has 
one-third more meat than any pre- 
viously known American breed. A 
second contest, which will last three 
years, to try to get an even better 
brojler, now 1s under way. Some 
breeders predict that the chicken 
of the day after_tomorrow will have 
twice as much meat as the chicken 
of tomorrow. 

Experimental breeding to improve 
lamb has had to solve a very unus- 
ual problem. Researchers discov- 
ered that some of the theoretically 
best meat producing sheep weren't 
producing good meat because wool 
grew over their eyes, blinding them 
and keeping them from finding en- 
ough food. Breeding finally got 
the wool out of their eyes, This 
accomplishment has been a trem- 
endous boon to sheep raisers. 


The efforts ofthe researchers to 
get better steaks and roast beef 
through experimental cattle breed- 
ing are pretty well known. The 
work is continuing all the time, and 
latest results have been less spec- 
tacular than those produced by the 
work on pork. 

All kinds of curious combina- 
tions of breeds have been tried. The 
most successful of the latest tests 
fs an animal which is five-eights 
Hereford, one-quarter Angus and 
one eighth Shorthorn. Its growth 
characteristics are best and the 
meat is of exceptionally high grade. 
It will take years, however, to dev- 
elop an established breed from this 
combination. 

It {s the hope of the sclentists 
who are working on these projects 
that their efforts will help to sat- 
isfy the tremendously increased de- 
mand for meat in the U. 5. At the 
same time they hope to give the 
people better grades at cheaper 
prices, 

‘They are even working to put more 
and better meat on rabbits, too.

Shanghai —(NEA) — As the dis- 
tant rumble of Chinese Communist 
armies gets louder in Shanghai's 
ears, this great commercial metrop- 
olis no longer is asking: Will the 
Communists take Shanghai?

While it waits for the answer, 
Shanghal remains a huge merchan- 
dise mart, but its six million buyers 
and sellers are doing business in 
frenzied desperation 

The new currency is depreciating 
so rapidly that monthly interest on 
loans recently hit 300 per cent. 

As s0on as a man acquires Chin- 
ese dollars he rushes out to buy 
something—a hag of rice, a pad of 
paper, almost anything—so that he 
will not lose by holding depreciating 
money. The next day he may sell 
his rice or paper to acquire funds 
to pay his rent or buy a meal. The 
feverish transactions are never-en- 
ding. 

Walking along Shanghai's down- 
town sidewalks is like reaching a 
World Series gate. Throngs overflow 
into the streets, which already are 
Deowaed with carts, rickshaws, ped- 
icabs, street cars and automobiles. 
In front of the Central Bank of 
China, where the government sells 
gold, a pedestrian must inch his 
way through queues of hundreds 
of persons. 

Shanghai's population, which now 
makes it the feurth largest clty in 
the world, has doubled in the last 
10 years. 

During this time Shanghai has 
had four rulers.

When the Communists move in, 
all of “Old Shanghai” will go, the 
Old China Hands predict. 

Princeton-educated Mayor K, ©. 
Wu, calling for resistance, has talk- 
ed of constructing defense works 
and organizing a Special Defense 
Brigade, The underworld boss, 
Tu Yu-sen, whom the censored press 
describes as a “civic leader,” has 
organized a Self-Help and National 
Salvation Association. 

But they are getting only half- 
hearted response. 

Beneath its hectic pursuit of 
money and goods, Shanghai is a 
city of tension: Its inhabitants 
have had enough of war. Few hide 
their hope: Peace at any price. 

Among these are the refugees. 
Tens of thousands of them—form- 
er landlords and gentry — eat and 
sleep on Shanghai's streets. Wel- 
fare Workers report that 4727 ref- 


ugees died of cold. and strvation in 
two recent months. 

A few weeks ago American busi- 
nessmen were talking about clearing 
out, Now they think that they can 
do business with the Communists. 
Reports of gentle treatment of for- 
elgners in recently-captured cities 
have changed their minds, Many 
have sent their families home, but 
enough children remain to keep the 
American School open, 

The greatest fear of Chinese and 
foreigners alike is what will hap- 
pen while the Reds take over. Nat- 
jonalist soldiers, refugees and gangs 
may loot and eyen kill, many resid- 
ents believe. 

Shanghai's labor {s restive be- 
cause with the fantastic inflation, 
pay checks often do not meet bills. 
Despite a ban on strikes, workers, 
are walking out. Meanwhile, they|’ 
have exerted enough’ pressure to pre- 
vent industrialists from remoying 
factories to Formosa, Canton and 
other safer sites. 

Americans and many Chinese 
welcomed the coming of 650 Ameri- 
can Marines. These are to protect 
the lives of Americans and other 
foreigners and protect the power 
plant oil installations and ships 
unloading. Economic Cooperation 
Administration supplies. 

The Communist Radio has ignor- 
ed the Marines’ arrival. Ordinarily 
the Communists would have been 
quick to denounce it as “imper- 
jalist” action. Many observers in- 
terpret Communist silence as tactic 
approval. Communist propaganda 
has reiterated that the Reds want 
to take the city intact.

Navy employees, keeping bathing 
beaches in Florida from washing a- 
way, producing fertilizer, operating 
telephone systems in Alaska, stor-

That's just the start, 

Some of the types of civilian wor- 
kers which the Army its trying to 
hire for overseas work is a tip-off 
on the complexity of the occupation 
job. The list includes soil engin- 


eers, librarians, fire-fighters, phar- 
macists, payroll clerks, architetcs, 
ministers, historians, newspaper 
reporters, carpenters, refrigeration 
experts, Jaundry engineers, veterin- 
arfans, motion picture photograph- 
ers, storage consultants and, of 
course, stenographers and clerks. 

What the Army engineers do in 
the way of flood control, the build- 
ing of dams and the supervision of 
navigable waters in the U. S. is an 
old story. Since the war these activ- 
ities have been greatly increased. 

The Army’s job overseas doesn't 
end with occupation, It is helping 
to supervise 13 foreign aid pro- 
grams end missions, including those 
in Turkey and Greece. It is in 
charge of returning all’ of America’s 
war dead. 

Inside the U. S., the. Army su- 
pervises most disaster relief. It 
maintains special forces to keep or- 
der during strikes. It keeps skele- 
ton crews in training for running 
the nation's railroads in case of 
strike. 

In addition, the Army must fur- 
nish any help needed at any time 
by any other federal agency. It is 
aiding the Department of Agricul- 
ture in the fight against hoof and 
mouth disease in Mexico. It is 
responsible for the transportation 
of all congressmen when they go on 
foreign junkets. It supplies guards 
and transportation for most of the 
United Nations operations. 

Today's U. S. Army numbers 658,- 
000 military personnel and 269,016 
civilians, Never in its history has 
there been that high a proportion 
of civilians in that organization. 
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And it's considered a conservative 
estimate that about one-quarter of

Less Horses, More Food in Denmark 


Danes Discover Tractors; It’s One Example 
Of What Marshall Plan Is Doing in Europe 


Clemens Jensen and tractor driver: 
die-hard Danish farmers with the

Copenhagen, Denmark — (NEA) — 
Young Clemens Jensen finally sold 
old Hans Sorensen on a newfangl- 
ed idea. The result: Horses are 
“disappearing from Danish farms 
and Denmark's food production is 
soaring, 

It’s just one typical example of 
what the Marshall Plan is doing !n 
Europe. 

Jensen is a young farmer on the 
island of Zealand, just north of 
Copenhagen. He heard about an 
idea that was working successfully 
in Sweden, a farm machinery pool, 
and decided to try to set one up in 
his country. He went to the Ec- 
onomic Cooperation Administration 
representative from the U. 8. with 
a story something like this: 

“You want us to increase our food 
production. We can't because we 
don't have enough farm machinery. 
And most of the farmers can't af- 
ford to buy expensive tractors and 
the like because their farms are 
to small to support such a big in- 
vestment. Will you help me set up 


He sold a newfangled idea to some 
ECA's help, 


a farm machinery rental agency 
that will furnish equipment to all 
of the farmers, big and small, at 
low rates?” 

He stated {t as simply as that. 

The ECA's answer was an enthus- 
jastic “yes.” 

His next job was to try to sell the 
idea to the conservative Danish 

farmers. Hans Sorensen, 175, of 
Breininge, had two and one half 
acres and was one of the most con- 
servative of all, Jensen tackled him 
first. 

After considerable persuasion, 
Sorensen decided to give the thing 
a try. To his amazement he dis- 
covered that he could get all his 
ploughing done with rented equip- 
ment in two hours. His cost: $12. 

That night he sat down at his 
dining room table and figured out 
that is cost him $5 a day the year 
round to keep a team of horses; 
when he used them for ploughing, {t 
took four das to do the job. 

Next day Hans frankly admitted. 

“T was a stoblehand most of my. 
youth and came to love horses. If

gave in, the horses went out, 


tractor: He 


I could afford it, I would keep a 


horse — just to have him in the 


stable and be able to talk with him 
once in a while. But I wouldn't’ 
use him in the field anymore. The 
tractor has outclassed him.” \ 

After selling Sorensen and the 
other older farmers, Jensen’s plan 
found swift success. The {dea is 
now working all over Denmark with 
more than 300 machinery centers 
in a country boasting less than 11,- 
000,000 acres. And more than equ- 
ipment {s on the way from America 
to expand the program. 

Danish farmers today have avail- 
able to them 450 tractors and 2000 
pieces of other equipment including 
harvesting machines, haycutters 
and thrashers, Each. center sery- 
es farmers within a radius of about 
35 miles. The rental is the same for 
all: $3 to $3.50 an hour for a 30 to 
40 horsepower tractor. That price 
includes the drivér, Continuous use 
of all equipment by a large group of 


farmers keeps operating costs down |, 


and fees low.

The forecast of a slightly higher 
mill rate is the result of anticipated 
heayier expenditures in at least two 
departments with no indication of 
cut-backs in others to offset them: 


Recreation, for example, had a 
total budget of only $2.500 in 1948- 
this year, if all requests are met, 
the budget will have to provide for 
$6,614 plus sufficient to take care 
of this year's debenture debt pay_ 
ment on the artificial ice plant. It 
is estimated that this will use up in 
the neighborhood of about two mills 
as against last year’s less than half 
a mill. 


It is reported that the Board of 
Education will ask for more money 
this year and this may also be an 
influencing factor in hoisting the 
general rate. The Library Board 
has indicated that it will probably 
use up most of the mill it is entitled 
to-- it is usually below the mill 
line. Garbage collection may cost 
the town another third of a mill 
this year if a requested increase is 
ganted, There are unconfirmed 
rumours abroad that the Police 
Dept. is going to ask for a higher 
budget on salaries in 1949 and the 
chances are that Fire Dept. per- 
sonnel will be increased in number 
with the result that Town Property 
will need a heavier budget, 

These things, coupled with the 
fact that the town must pay its way 
this year if its reserve fund {s to be 
held intact, indicate that tax cuts 
are improbable to say the least this 
year. 

Brightest spot on the municipal 
scene at the moment seems to lie 
in the future prospects of the Board 
of Works. There are signs that this 
department may function efficlently 
at a lower cost this year than it has 
for many years past,

THESE ARE DIFFICULT 
DAYS FOR HOSPITALS 

The year-end financial statement of the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital clearly shows that these are days of 
difficult operational problems for such institutions. 
‘This institution lost over two-thousand dollars in 1948 
even after all grants had been absorbed. 

For some years now Lindsay's population has been 
growing as has that of the surrounding district and 
this has been putting an added strain on the facilities 
of the hospital serving the area, There is evidence 
to indicate that the resources of the Ross Memorial 
Hospital, financial and otherwise, have reached the 
saturation point. 

What then of the future? Will the hospital, through 
lack of adequate funds, be forced to confine its scope 
to its present limits? If so, what is to become of the 
overflow of patients requiring hospital treatment and 
if not, where will the money come from to encourage 
expansion? 

It seems that these are things which must be con- 
sidered by eyery district resident and, if possible, a 
satisfactory arrangement arrived whereby the needs 
of the hospital will be met. 

Vast sums of public money are being expended an- 
nually in Lindsay and district on schemes which are 
virtually non-essential. Isn’t it about time that more 
thought be given to assisting an institution which 
plays such a vital role in the life of this community?

TALKING TRAFFIC SIGNAL 

The British are often regarded as being a slow 
people, in the adoption of modern ideas, but occasion- 
ally they do move out in front of the rest of the 
world: One of the latest British traffic safety develop- 
ments, first of its kind in the world, we are told, is a 
talking traffic signal which was demonstrated recently. 

This new invention is an automatic device, opera- 
ting independently or in conjunction with traffic lights, 
which gives spoken warnings to pedestrians at road 
crossings. One typical message given by the machine 
at the demonstration was ‘Before crossing look right, 
look left, look right again. Thank you.” The apparatus 
used for this warning, weighing about 30 pounds, was 
contained in a box fastened to the top of the signal 
post. It can operate alone, with a timing device, or 
synchronized with a normal traffic signal. It is pointed 
out that the new-signal does not shout its instructions, 
It quietly coaxes people across the road or warns them 
of the need for looking left and right before stepping 
off the curb. 

This sounds like an excellent idea, and one which 
is worthy of being given a thorough trial on this con- 
tinent as well as in the British Isles. We can well im- 
agine that the warning voice could be heard when the 
pedestrian is not thinking of looking at the traffic 
signal. The British engineers who developed this idea 
may have invented’ something which might have a 
salutory effect on the number of accidents to pedes- 
trians at street crossings.—Oshawa Times-Gazette,

ADDING VITAMINS TO MILK 


While the discovery of vilamins 
was one of’ the most important ad- 
vances in our knowledge of foods 
and nutrition, our research work. 
ers in this branch of health are 


‘ pointing out that while “enough” 


vitamins should be ayailable in our 
daily diet, vitamins are being add_- 
ed sometimes where they are not 
needed. 


As milk is one of our foods most, 
needed by everybody, the Food and 
Nutrition Board, National Research 
Council, found it necessary some 
months ago to make a statement 
regarding fortifying or strengthen- 
ing milk by vitamins, Acccording 
to the Board, it does not favor for-,

Another point stressed by the 
Board is that where extra vitamins, 
minerals or other substances are 
added to milk, that milk must nec- 
essarily cost more. The Board states 
that the use of more milk is highly 
desirable from the standpoint of 
public health and it is particularly

He was appointed medical exam- 
iner by, the Dominion Government 
in World War 1, and in 1916 went 
overseas as a Captain, however, he 
had to return to Canada in 1917, 
following an appendix operation. It 
was in 1917 that he defeated the 
late Bob Atkin (Liberal candidate) 
in the Dominion Government elec- 


Atkin had defeated him by a couple 
of hundred votes in the regular el- 
ection in the riding. 

Possibly his closest friend was 
the late R. R. Brett, who also came 
to Essex in 1895, and who was as 
staunch a Liberal as the doctor was 
a Conservative. 

On November 24th, 1937, the 
towns people of Essex tendered a 
testimonial banquet in his honour, 
on his 73rd. birthday, 

During his reply, after receiving a 
gift as a remembrance of the oc- 
casion, he reminisced of his early 
days in Essex, mentioning the fam- 
tly names of the Mines, Robinsons, 
Naylors, Whitneys, the two Hicks 
families, Brickers, Greens, Lairds, 
Bretts, Shaws, Raines, Beaman, Ri- 
chardsons, Laings, Barbers and 
many others. 

The name of Brien will be a name 
long remembered here, as the local 
Legion, some years ago, on re-org- 
anization, chose the name of Capt.

OBITUARY 


ALFRED DRIVER x 

The fuieral service of Mr. Al- 
fred Driver, veteran of two wars, 
was held on Wednesday from his 
late residence {n charge of his 
Pastor, Rey. W. Crandall, of the 
United Church. His death occurred 
on Sunday January 30th, following 
a brief Sliness. Many friends gath- 
ered to pay their last tribute of re- 
spect to one who had justly earn- 
ed the high esteem of all the 
neighborhood, 

Mr. Driver, who last month cele~ 
brated his 80th birthday was born 
in Norwood, Surrey, England, and 
for a number of years was em- 
ployed with the publishing firm of 
Hodder and Stoughton in London. 
Together with his wife and family 
he came to Canada in 1908 and 
settled in Bethany, taking up farm- 
ing from which he retired in 1925. 
He volunteered in the South Afri- 
can Campaign, serving with the 
Second Battalion of the Bast Sur- 
rey Regiment, and was decorated 
with the Queen Victoria Medal and 
five bars.

In 1918 he join- 
ed the Royal Canadian Nayal Vol_ 
unteer Reserve with the rank of 
Chief Petty Officer, being stationed 
at Halifax and Esquimault. At the 
close of the war he came back to 
Bethany, busy in various commun- 
ity activities, including offices: in 
the Loyal Orange Lodge, as Master 
and First Lecturer. His musical 
ability was outstanding and he was 
the local Bandmaster and Leader 
of the United Church Choir for 
many years. He was remarkably 
active despite his adyancing years, 
always taking part in the Veterans 
Day, at the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition and, this summer marched 
with the Orangemen at their July 
12 celebration, 

In July, 1948, among their family 

and friends, Mr. and Mrs. Driver 
had celebrated their 56th wedding 
anniversary, The Bearers of the 
Flag draped casket were Thomas 
Staples, Walter Price, William Row- 
an, George Waddell, Offa Staples 
and L, H. Staples. Bearing the many 
beautiful floral tributes were Verne 
Mulligan, ‘Maurice Driver, Robert 
Driver, Douglas Bruce, of Bethany, 
and Gordon Driver and Donald 
Driver of New Toronto.

O) enol of Scheme Probable If 
Wasteful or Unnecessary Expenses 
Are Wiped Out 


Ops Township Council has dealt 
with the proposal to establish an 
enlarged school arpa in Victoria 
County south with headquarters 
at Lindsay. The matter was taken 
up at the Council's February meet 
ing and discussed in the light of 
information councillors had re- 
ceived at a joint meeting earlier 
with the Lindsay Board of Edu- 
cation, 

The finding of the Council as re- 
ported in its minutes are as foll- 
ows: 

“The collegiate extension quest- 
ion was given consideration and the 
councillors seemed inclined to ap- 
prove of the scheme provided the 
tax situation was given due con- 
sideration. They belieye in giving 
girls and boys the best possible 
facilities for securing a splendid 
education, but to go into an extra- 
vagant expenditure such as dis- 
carding the present collegiate stru- 
cture and site completely and build- 
ing something costing over a mil- 
lion dollars, would in itself be a bad 
lesson in financing for our child- 
ren, Taxes under such a scheme, 
added to the present high taxes 
and cost of living, would certainly 
mean that some, both of town and 
township ratepayers would find it 
hard to meet such high demands.” 

“Our council is of the opinion 
that the present site is much bet- 
ter than any other site that is 
available, and the present location 
more’ accessiblé and’ ‘entraly 
that the best solution from the rate- 
payers! point of view would be to 
retain the present structure, putting 
in new stairways and building ne. 
cessary additions,” 

“Tf three-quarters of a million 
dollars of the initial cost could thus 
be cut off it would make the pro_ 
spect of being able to meet the cost 
of maintenance that much better.” 

“Expert builders state that the 
walls of the present structure are 
better than could be built today 
because of the inferior quality of 
brick and mortar now available.” 


CLAIM PENSIONS 
ARE INADEQUATE 


Toronto, Feb. 15, (BUP) — The 
Toronto Welfaye Council has told 
Ontario's Prime Minister Thomas 
L, Kennedy that the present old 
age pensions in Ontario are inade- 
quate. 

The Council claims that the pres- 
ent 30-dollar monthly pension is not, 
sufficient as the minimum living 
cost for the aged is now almost 50- 
dollars per month, 

While the Provincial Government, 
pays a ten-dollar bonus where spec- 
jal need is proved, the council says: 
“We are disappointed that so few 
recelve the bonus.” 

The welfare council says that the 
absolute minimum living expenses 
are 48-dollars and 33-cents per 
month. And this doesn’t include 
any provision for recreation, carfare 
or newspapers,

Power Crisis May Recur, 
Careful Usage Is Urged 


Toronto, Feb. 15 (BUP) — While 
the Ontario Hydro Commission has 
eased another of the restrictions on 
the use of electric power in Suo- 
thern Ontario, there is no indication 
that the power problem is perman- 
ently solved. 

The exceptionally mild weather 
and light snowfall this winter may 
affect the power situation late next 
summer, but Hydro officials say 
thsi cannot be estimated at present. 

A Hydro spokesman says condit- 
fons next summer and fall depend 
on the amount of snow coverage and 
the accumulation In drainage areas 
between now and the perlod of the 
spring freshet. Weather conditions 
will also play an important part.

And preliminary reports indicate 
the depth of snow coverage is bel- 
ow Normal. But this condition may 
improve in the next six months. 

The spokesman says there’ an- 
other difficulty in making an accur- 
ate prediction. While heavy snow 
coverage generally indicates a high 
spring, run-off may be expected, 
this ig not always so, Experience 
has shown that it is possible to 
have heavy snow coverage and a 
light spring run-off. This is due to 
evaporation of a large part of the 
water In the snow. 

So the Hydro Commission urges 
all power users to continue to ex= 


ercise discretion in the use of elec= 
tricity.

The report said the Communist 
spy ring made the esplonage net- 
work ‘in Canada’ look like an am- 
ateur show. The U-S army noted 
that fhere were points of similarity 
between ‘the Canadian and Japan- 
First— 
they both reported to the Russian 
army, and secondly -- they were 


seeking similar information. 


It was headed by a German Com- 
munist Richard, Sorge (Sor’- 
geh) -. who posed as a Nazi jour- 
nalist. and hoodwinked both Ger- 
man.and Japanese officials. He was 
hanged in 1944 when his organiz_ 
ation was-broken by the Japanese 
police. 

‘Also among its members, says the 
army, was an American woman -- 
Agnes. Smedley, a Missouri-born 
writer and lecturer, who spent 12 
years in China and was a_ special 
wartime correspondent for the Bri- 
fish newspaper, the Manchester 
Guardian. 

Miss Smedley, however, denies 
that, ‘she was ever a Soyiet spy. She 
‘alls the ermy charge a despicable 
le, and demands a retraction. 
Through her attorney, O, Jonn 
Rogge, Miss Smedley charges that 
the army report is based on infor- 
mation obtained by General Mac- 
Arthur from files of what she calls 
the discredited Japanese Secret 
Police. She says she was labelled 
by the Japanese many years ago 
as a*Russian agent -- but, she adds, 
50 Was everybody who sympathized 
with the Chinese,

Toronto, Feb. 10 (BUP) — The 
Ontario Government will seek leg- 
islation to make it clear to the 
consumer whether he is buying 
Oleomargarine or butter, 

This was announced in the Throne 
speech, delivered today at the op- 
ening of the Ontatio Legislature, 

The Throne speech—a statement 
of Government legislative intentions 
—said a measure would he {ntroduc- 
ed which—and we quote — “will 
provide for clear distinguishment 
in all forms of sale to the consumer, 
between butter and Oleomargarine.” 

The Margarine bill was one of 
high specific pieces of legislation 


| mentioned in the throfie speech, 


read to the chamber by Suieutenant- 
Governor Ray Lawson. In addi- 
tion, the speech made reference to 
a number of other government pro- 
posals, 

The speech said legislation would 
be introduced ‘to rationalize fur- 
ther the relationships between mu- 
nicipalities and the province.” It 
said also there would be legisjation 
to enable the courts in divorce ac- 
tions to deal “adequately” with the 
custody and welfare of children un- 
der 16. 

Other legislation mentioned in 

the Throne speech included —a bill 
to assist municipalities in maint- 
aining and training police ane fire 
departments—a bill to improve sup- 
erannuation benefits for teachers 
and school inspectors.— A bill to 
provide greater assistance to com- 
munity halls, skating rinks, and 
playing fields — a bill regarding 
land drainage and a bill assisting 
hospitals and county homes for the 
aged. 
The Throne speech gaye no det- 
ails of the nature of the leg!slation 
in many cases, It merely mention- 
ed that such-and-such a bill would 
be introduced. 

The Throne Speech dealt with 
Dominion-Provincial relations. It 
said the Ontario Government reg- 
retted that little progress had been 
made in reaching a Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Taxation agreement. And 
it blamed the breakdown on what 
it called “the intransigent attitude 
of the Dominion Government.” 
‘However, the Throne Speech said, 
the Ontario Government has re- 
peatedly stated it was willing to 
meet with the Dominion and other 
provincial governments. The speech 
said the Government “feels it is 
most unfortunate” these offers have 
been “rebuffed.” But, said the 
speech, the Ontario Government 
will continue to hold itself open for 
further Dominion-Provincial meet- 
ings, “with the feeling” and we 
quote—‘That a satisfactory settle- 
ment of outstanding problems will 
be achieved ultimately.” 

The speech made reference to 
“Progressive and sympathetic law 
enforcement,” and said that “par- 
ticular firmness’ would be had in 
the supression of subversive elem- 
ents, so as to guarantee. the right 
of the people to go about their law- 
ful business. 

The Throne speech said that Ont- 

ario was*enjoying a period of un-, 
precedented prosperity, But-add- 
ed that the Government was keep- 
ing a careful watch on develop- 
ments which might tend toward a 
recession. The Government will 
make “proposals” during the ses- 
sion to consolidate Ontario's posit- 
jon economically. 

On the subject of housing, the 
speech recalled that last session the 
Government passed a bill to assist 
in the building of over five thousand 
new homes in the province. The 
speech said that during the coming 
year, this program would be “grent- 
ly expanded.”

Butter Sales 


Off 50x: 


Margarine Demand Heavy 


Butter sales have fallen off shar- 
ply in Lindsay and Peterboro since 
the introduction of margarine a 
few days ago. Some estimates place 
the cut-back in sales at as high as 
50 percent. 

A spokesman for a Lindsay firm 
said he didn’t expect that the re- 
verses suffered in the first few days 
would continue at as high a rate. 
He gave, the reasons for this con- 
tention: (1) the supplies of mar- 
garine are not adequate to meet im- 
mediate demands, and (2) much of 
the heavy buying of margarine has 
so far been an experimental nature 
and may not continue. 

Some creamery routemen in the 
Lindsay-Peterboro district say they 
are being asked by farmers from 
whom they gather cream for mar- 
garine. It is usually the custom for 
the farmer who sells his cream to 
Buy butter from his cream route- 
man byt now it seems, in some cases, 
farmers feel it is more economical 
to buy margarine rather than the 
more expensive butter. 

Housewives in Lindsay, who have 
purchased margarine, are of dlvid- 
ed opinion as to its merits. Some 
like it and others say they don't. 
They nearly all say it is not hard 
to tell butter from margarine if 
ones examines the texture of the 
two products. The margarine, they 
say, resembles shortening in tex_ 
ture. There is another faction which 
claims they can tell by the “smell” 
they say they can positively tell 
the difference by “sniffing” the two. 
Still other womenfolk say they do 


not like margarine on toast or used 
in baking and so it goes.

Ontario Liquor 
Revenues Gain 
$3,000,000 


During the last two months of the 
fiscal year ending March 3lst, 1948, | 
the Ontario Liquor Control Board 
poured an extra three-million dol- 
lars into the Provincial Treasury, |

lic Accounts, tabled in the Ontario 
Legislature last week. 

When the Budget was brought | 
dewn a year ago, revenue from this | 
suuirce on a basis of ten months de- | 
finite and two months estimated, 
was placed at 34-million dollars. 

After the books were closed this 
year, it was discovered the total 
was 37-milllon qellars. In addition, 
the government picked up another | 
one million 290 thousand dollars in | 
transfer fees collected by the Liqu- | 
or License Board. (BUP).

A herole group of men braved 
fee, cold and avalanches Saturday 
ing to rescue {Wo skiers trapped in 
the mountains near Reno, Nevada, 

The near-fatal expedition began 
Friday when three University of 
Nevada skiers went into the moun- 
tains to plot ski tralls for a com- 
ing winter carnival, As the skiers 
moved down the mountainside, tra- 
gedy, in the form of an avalanche, 
struck. 

Down on the trio came ice, snow 
and rock, pushing them down into a 
ravine and trapping them. Two 
of them were injured and unable to 
move. But the third, Norman Ols- 
en, decided that they had one 
chance for survival. 

Despite his injuries, Olsen started 
out through six foot snow drifts, 
down the mountain, to ask for help. 
The trip took four hours. He had no 
skis, he rolled through deep drifts, 
walked the rest of the way, most of 
i¢ in darkness. 

He won his fight. Then he started 
back, a rescue party at his heels. 
Barly Saturday, they reached 
the accident scene. There, still alive 
desplte the frigid weather, they 
found the other two, accident vic- 
tims, Jerry Wetzel and Glen Menu, 

Then down the mountain—the two 
injured men on toboggans. Wetzel 
is in hospital, his leg broken —

This week the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne has been 
set aside to give the confederation 
of Newfoundland precedence in de- 
bates in Committee of the Whole, 
as this must be dealt with immedi- 
ately as all business pertaining to 
this Province must be in order be~ 
fore March 31st. And what popular 
people these Newfoundlanders are- 
every Party in the Commons tried 
to outdo the other in the warmth 
of welcomd extended to this new 
10th Province and it wasn’t just so 
much oratory either. It was genu- 
ine and, whats more, it was deser- 
ved. Canada will be a bigger and 
better nation as a result of this nat- 
ural union. 

To the seasoned political observer 
here in Ottawa, the Opposition wins 
in Digby - Annapolis (Nova Scotia) 
and Nicolet-Yamaska (Quebec), 
together with the large majority 
for Mr. Drew in Carleton, came as 
a surprise. The Progressive Conser- 
vative Party has scored victories 
in the last three by-elections, This 
indicates that the tide of public 
opinion is unpredictable, 

The largest petition ever receiv- 
ed by Parliament since Confeder- 
ation was tabled on February 10th, 
It contained 625,000 signatures for 
a Canadian bill of rights (practi- 
cally the same bill as John Diefen- 
baker has been fighting to have 
accomplished for three years.)

He proyed him- 
self a capable, versatile and able 
debater, and won the plaudits of 
the House. Dr, Drew concluded his 
lengthy address by moving a 
stralght want of confidence motion 
in the administration, claiming 
that they had lost the confidence of 
Parliament and that Liberals 
throughout the land no longer en- 
dorsed an administration which 
had departed from the tenets of 
Liberalism. He claimed that the 
people wanted and demanded a re- 
turn to responsible Government, 
that they were opposed to Govern. 
ment by Order in Council, of which 
the present administration has been 
grossly guilty, inasmuch as they 
had passed over 100,000 Orders in 
Council in the past few years. Like- 
wise, he complained that the bur- 
den of taxation wa sstifling pro- 
gress, hampering production and 
resulting in an air of confusion a- 
mong labour which business men 
are unable to cope with. This re_ 
ference to burdens of taxation 
struck a responsive chord even a- 
mongst Government supporters, as 
Mr. Drew bitterly complained that 
the Government had taken from 
the Canadian people more than 
$600,000,000. during the present fis- 
cal year, which they had indicated 
was necessary because the Canad- 
jan people were incapable of “spen- 
ding their own money”. Dr. Drew 
also dealt with Dominion ~ Pro- 
vinclal relations extensively, stat- 
ing emphatically that the Pro- 
vinces created the Dominion, not 
the Dominion creating the Pro_ 
vinces, and that the constitution 


must be respected if we were to

Farm Products Act Meets Resist- 
ance: 

Parliament has started talking 
about whether or not to extend the 
terms-of the agricultural products 
act for another 12 months. 

The resolution was put before the 
Commons by Agriculture Minister 
James G. Gardiner shortly after the 
Newfoundland Confederation Bill 
won its third and final reading yes- 


terday. But the house broke up for | 


the weekend at 
night’ -_-and the farm item is still 
on the books as yet to be passed. 
The act covers the marketing of 
all farm products except wheat, 
which is handled by the wheat 
board. But its application 1s limited 
to only those farm products for 
which Canada has agreements with 
other countries. At the moment, the 
only such agreements actually in 


) effect are those with Britain for 


bacon, eggs and cheese. 

The sale of cheese, under the 
agreements, is carried out by a 
section of the agriculture depart- 
ment called the dairy products 
board. And bacon comes under the 
meat board. Extension of the act 
is necessary so the boards will be 
able to continue their work for the 
next year -- for as long as the An- 
glo - Canadian Food Agréements 
run. 

As soon as-it appeared on the 
government's commons order pap- 
er, members knew the extension 
“would draw something in the way 
of heated debate and some fire 
from the opposition benches.

Soll Losses From Water Erosion 

Measurement of soil losses from 
water erosion has been studied ex- 
perimentally by the Field Husban- 
dry Division, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, since 1944, says Wm. 
Cordukes, Assistant in Soil Studies. 
The influence of such factors as 
precipitation, degree of slope, con- 
tour and strip ~ cropping, cover and 
use of barnyard manure on soll, and 
water losses is included in this ex- 


periment. In 1946,, 94.8 tons of soil | 


per acre were lost from a corn plot 
with rows running up and down 
a 10 per cent slope. Under alfalfa 
cover, the corresponding loss was 
only .20 ton per acre. 

It Is not the total annual rainfall 
which {influences the losses of soil 
through water erosion, but rather 
the distribution and intensity of in- 
dividual storms. During (he grow- 
ing season of 1947 at Ottawa, a loss 


of 28.7 tons of soil per acre occurred | 


on a corn plot on a 10 per cent slope, 
while during the same period ein 
1948 the loss from the same plot was 
only 2.3 tons per acre, despite the 
fact that the total rainfall in hoth 
cases was almost Identical.

That'll help 
root up egg-pods. 

_ Then. secondly, don’t seed your 
grain in stubble Jand unless it has 
had that treatment. 

When you're working the sum- 
merfallow, combine the use of 
guard strips, trap trips, or bait or 
chemical treatment. 

Item number four, ‘according to 
the Department, suggests close con- 
trol of hopper infestation in the 
sod along roadsides, field margens 
and sloughs, by proper use of bait 
or spray and duse chemicals. 

The fifth suggestion from Gal- 
ary says you might be able to kill 
hoppers in grain fields by batting 
or using the newly-developed chlor- 
inated hydrocarbons in the form of 
spray or dust, 

Then, of course, there's the sug- 
gestion we made on one of ——'s 
farro broadcasts a month or so 
back. We're speaking of that new 
chemical 2-4-D. Tt's been used with 
telling effect in the States where 
they've been having their own 
troubles, With the pesty hoppers.

LESSONS ON DRIVING 

Maybe we should be addressing 
the next few hundred words to the 
men, not the ladies. 

How many times, gentlemen, 
have you felt married life was 
wonderful, full of bliss-and honey 
and sugar, Until - the little woman 
sneaks up on you and asks that In_ 
evitable Invitation to trouble: 

“Darling, tench me how to drive.’” 

Most men regard this question 
equivalent te a Siberian exile. They 
immediately start thinking of strip- 
ped gears, mashed fenders, worn- 
out, clutches and lost tempers, 

I's never been estimated how 
many husbands are faced with the 
problem of teaching wifey how to 
drive, A lot of them duck the issue. 
They have a friend do the teaching 
or they pay driving schools for the 


ae 


job. But for those husbands who 
Want or have to take the responsl_ 
bility themselves, here's advice from 
an expert. 

A stocky, friendly gentleman 
named Joseph Lisowski has been 
teaching people how to drive for 
twelve years. And speaking for all 
his teaching colleagues, his first 
message to anyone teaching any- 
body how to drive is just this: 

“Be patient. Don't try to push. 
Remember driving 1s physical, not 
| mental, and physical co-ordination 
often is hard to acquire.” 

Lisowski says if the teacher knows 
the pupil too well, he’s apt to be too 
Punpatient, too intolerant, A‘ hus- 
band, he points out, is likely to 
expect too much from ihs wife. 


Acording to this veteran teacher, 
driving is mainly a matter of mus_ 
le co-ordination. He figures a good 
dancer, a good swimmer or a bas- 
ketball player will learn faster than 
someone who isn’t used to physical 
activity. For example, Lisowski 
says instructors believe a house- 
wife is easier to teach than, say, 
a girl who's been a stenographer. 

Our instructor also warns would- 
be teachers to give the student 
plenty of advance warning. If you 
want her to turn left, don’t walt 
until you're right on_top of the in- 
tersection before telling her to turn, 
Lisowski reminds you that in ef- 
fect, the student is doing every- 
thing with the instructor’s brain, 
Her muscles react to the teacher's 
mind, not her own. 

We haven't the time, of course, to 
give you many detailed tips on how 
to drive -- or how to teach driving. 
But Lisowski and his fellow teach- 
ers have some generalized obser- 
vations to make on the subject. 
They say the hardest thing to teach 
is starting on an incline with the 
emergency brake on. That, Lisow+ 
ski explains, takes the greatest co- 
ordination because {t requires all 
four limbs, The left foot is on the 
clutch. The right food is on the gas. 
The left hand is holding the em- 
ergency brake. The right hand is 
steering. To start up a hill from a 
dead stop, smoothly ‘and without 
slipping back an inch, requires 
synchronization of all four limbs, 

The instructor also adyises you 
td take plenty of time with parking, 
Lisowsk! says two thirds of the 
already licensed drivers really don't. 
know how to park, 

“Most of them,” he says, “Gel in- 
to a parking space by blind luck. 
When you pat yourself on the back 
for a parking job, chances are yon 
really don't know how to. If you did, 
you'd realize that good parking 
should be easy and completely 
routine,” 

Another tip: Don't try to teach 
too much in one lesson, Make each 
one about an hour long - -most 
beginners can’t absorb much more 
than an hour of instruction and 
retain what they've been taught. 


Most people can be taught to 
drive in about 8 hours. Lisowskt 
Says his toughest pupil took 52 


hours of instruction before he got 
the hang of it. 

Lisowsk! won't say whether men 
are better drivers than women or 
vice versa, He does think men an- 
Uclpate a situation better than 
women -- they're more apt to look 


ahead and foresee a traffic situat- 
jon and act to avoid it. He believes 
men get into fewer traffic jams 
than women for this reason. 

On the other hand, most in- 
structors say women react quicker 
and usually get out of jams faster. 

Would Lisowski teach his own 
wife how to drive? 

“Nope,” grins our man Joe. “I'll 
let. one of our other instructors 
handle her.” (BUP) 

ICED FUDGE SQUARES 

Chocolate is always a favorite 
and those luscious little chocolate 
squares are fine for snacks or party 
fare, Here is an iced cake which is

Sugar, 2 l-ounce squares of un- 
Sweetened chocolate, 1 teaspoon of 
vanilla, evaporated milk. Mix but- 
ter, sugar, melted chocolate and 
vanilla ,adding enough milk to make 
@ spreading consistency. Cut into 
squares. 
PEPPERMINT TOPPING

{ced with a peppermint frosting 
made with confectioners’ sugar, hot 
water, peppermint flavoring. Top 
the white icing with a coating of 
semi-sweet or bitter chocolate melt- 
ed over hot water. The peppermint 
Is a favorite topping and you'll like 
it with the chocolate,

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Editorials 


THE SNOW REMOVAL SITUATION IMPROVES 

Praise where praise is merited applies to the fol- 
lowing observations on the snow removal and sanding 
operations being carried out in Lindsay of late. 

There is no doubt that citizens generally are im- 
pressed with the efficiency and thoroughness which 
has marked the carrying out of this work in recent 
weeks. It is a pleasant privilege, therefore, to con- 
gratulate the Board of Works on this improvement. 

It might be well to point out, however, that if this 
improved state of affairs is to continue, the Works 
Dept. will have to receive a high degree of co-opera- 
tion from -motorists. In speaking with the superin- 
tendent of snow removal operations, it is learned that 
cars and trucks which are parked on thoroughfares 
while this work is in progress are the greatest ob- 
stacles to efficiency. 

Doubtless, then, since every motorist enjoys the 
streets thoroughly cleaned of heavy snow, they will 
make it their business to see that they are in no way 
responsible for making the task more difficult. 


NOT A PRIZE FIGHT 

” Blection year or not, the Canadian public is expec- 
ting something more than a sparring bout from Parlia- 
ment this session asserts the Finantial Post. That 
sort of thing may provide entertainment on the sports 
pages, but it will not solve some graye and funda- 
mental problems facing this country, problems which 
must be faced immediately if we are to escape serious 
and painful consequences. 

Foremost of these will certainly be the future of 
international trade and what is to be our specific con- 
tribution to North Atlantic defense. Every citizen and 
industry are vitally concerned. There can be little 
planning without taking these matters into consider- 
tion. 

Yet Parliament so far has given little notice that 
the importance of these problems will be recognized. 
There is little or no enlightenment in the Speech from 
the Throne nor in the debate that has followed. 

On the contrary the emphasis has been on domes- 
tic issues some of which, relatively speaking, are of 
insignificant importance and obyiously raised solely 
for partisan purposes. 


THE LEVEL OF PRICES 

“The great generating forces behind the rise in 
prices have been losing strength”, say the Monthly 
Review of the Bank of Nova Scotia. “The backlogs of 
demand from the consuming public and from business 
have been increasingly filled by large production and 
pared down by rising prices. External demands have 
lessened. And much of the excess money supply has 
been utilized and further expansion limited by anti- 
inflation fiscal policies’. 

“ The scale of defence expenditures is the largest 
unknown in the outlook. So tar, the increase in US. 
defence outlays has not been sufficient to cause a re- 
newal of the postwar inflation and the balance be- 
tween the upward and downward forces in the U.S. 
economy appears to be a close one with the scales 
tipping a little downward. Unless defence prepara- 
tions are again substantially increased, or other gov- 
ernment expenditures notably enlarged, there is reason 
to believe that the long-sustained rise in prices may 
have run its course. 

In discussing the doubling of the wholesale price 
level since pre-war, the Review points out that some 
prices have risen a good deal more than others. Prices 
for the products of the great primary industries have 
risen substantially more as compared with the period 
between the two wars than the general average of 
wholesale prices. So, too, have building materials. 
though such a comparison is not conclusive evidence 
of an unbalanced price structure, “it is a fact that 
marked changes in the price structure of Canada and 
the United States have occurred in a comparatively 
short period -- changes of a character very like those 
of past booms’. 

Behind the apparent lack of balance in the price 
structure lie the extraordinary and partly temporary 
demands of the early postwar period. The durable- 
goods industries already stimulated by the war were 
further stimulated by the requirements of business and 
consumers, accumulated as a result of the war and the 
long period of depression before it. The demand for 
basic materials and foodstuffs increased rather than 
declined when the war was over, in part because of 
the concentration on North America of the urgent de- 
mands of war-ravaged countries. ; 

Now, says the Review, this pattern of demand is 
beginning to change. Three years of high production 
and rising prices have whittled down the backlogs of 
demand. There are no longer excessive demands for 
consumer goods, and even the backlogs of demand for 
automobiles and housing have been considerably re- 
duced. Inventories have been replenished and built 

* up. Notable progress has also been made in expan- 
ding and modernizing the capital equipment of indus- 
try and agriculture, though much still remains to be 
done particularly in adding to electric power capacity, 
in developing natural resources and in improving 
transportation and educational facilities. 

Meanwhile, export demands have been declining 
despite the advent of the European Recovery Program. 
Recovering production abroad has reduced the ur- 
gency of demands on North America. “Though ERP 
helps to sustain Europe's ability to import, there can 
be no doubt that her purchases will be carefully limi- 
ted for some time to come. Nor, from a Canadian 
standpoint can too much reliance be placed on off- 
shore purchases with ERP funds since they may be 
restricted as U.S. supplies become more plentiful’. 

The Review also suggests that there is no longer a 
great surplus of money searching for an outlet. In 
1946 and 1947, there can be little doubt that the money 
supply was excessive in relation to the supply of goods 

‘ ayailable at existing prices. By the end of last year, 
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however, prices had risen very substantially and the 
supply of money, which had been rising much less 
rapidly, appeared to be in cloxer balance with the sup- 
ply of goods at current prices. 

~ There has been increasing direct evidence that the 
supply of money is become less plentiful The war- 
time savings of businesses and individuals have been 
heavily drawn upon. Consumer credit and mortgage 
borrowing have expanded substantially. Bond finan- 
cing has also increased notably, as has bank lending. 
Restraints on the continued expansion of borrowing 
have been coming increasingly into play, natural re- 
straints resulting from the relationships between debt 
and income and between debt and equity capital, from 
high break-even points and high inventory valuations, 
and from less favourable profit expectations in a more 
and more competitive market. 

The Review points out that Canadian prices have 
been steadily moving upward toward U.S. levels and 
that the process of adjustment now appears to be 
approaching completion. “It is, therefore, of special 
interest to note that the upward course of prices in 
the United States has been checked and followed by 
a slight decline in the past year”. The official weekly 
index of wholesale prices in the United States is now. 
4 per cent lower than a year earlier. Prices of farm 
products are down about 15 per cent and foods are 
off 10 per cent. On the other hand, building materials 
and fuel are higher than a year ago. And metals and 
metal products are considerably higher. Recently, 
however, some of the “strong” commodities have 
shown signs of weakening in U.S. markets, including 
lumber, some*kinds of paper, pulp, oil and steel scrap. 


A WORD OF CAUTION: 
“A serious health hazard has developed due to the 


increasing use of fluorescent lighting in industry”. 


So states the January bulletin of Industrial Health _ 


which then goes on to explain the hazard in detail 
and the suggested methods of overcoming it. Even 
though this article has been given widespread news 
column publicity, 
attached to the use of this type of lighting would seem 
to warrant special attention being drawn to it - 

Since fluorescent lighting is coming into wide- 


spread use in Lindsay and district, the observations — 


contained in the bulletin will haye special meaning 
and may serve the purpose of averting serious mis- 
adventure. 

Here then are the facts as presented by mune 
Health: 

“Fluorescent tubes are coated on the inside with a 
powder containing the element beryllium. If particles 
of glass carrying this powder get under the skin the 
material may delay the healing of wounds and lead to 
chronic inflaramation and tumor-like growths.” 

“Fluoreseent tubes are made of thin glass which 
shatters into fine, penetrating particles when the tubes 
are broken. It is urged that all maintenance men, 
factory operators, janitors and salvage employees be 
made aware of the hazards of breaking fuorescent 
tubes. Anyone accidentally breaking a fluorescent 
bulb should receive medical attention immediately to 
discover whether he has been cut by the beryllium- 
contaminated glass.” 

“Great care should be taken in disposing of burned 
out tubes. No attempt should ever be made to sal- 
vage or reclaim the powder from the lamps as inhala- 
tion ‘of the powder can lead to serious lung damage. 
At home used tubes should not be put in the house- 
hold incinerator or placed within reach of children. 
in disposing of used tubes in industry full protective 
goggles should be worn and the operations carried out 
fn such fashion as to prevent the possibility of injury 
When a small number of fluores- 
cent lamps are broken the following precautions are 


to be taken: 


(2) Break all tubes out-of-doors in 2 waste disposal area or 
in a waste container. 

Avoid breathing dust and vapors that may be evolved. 
The following rules should be followed when dis- 


posing of large numbers of fluorescent lamps: 

(a) Break lamps out-of_doors in a waste area or in 
a ventilated hood. To avoid unnecessary dust the breakage 
is best done within the waste container. 

The operator should be supplied with and required to wear 
a Tespirator approved ior toxic dusts. 

Ultimate disposal of the broken lamps should be such that 
the public and others will not be unduly exposed to powders. 
In situations where it is necessary to break lamps within 
buildings it should be done #9 an {solated room and in a 
hood so as to minimize escape of dust. Sufficient exhaust 
ventilation should be supplied-to the hood to provide an air 
intake of at least 125 linear feet per minute at the breathing 
level.” 


HOW ABOUT A “NIGHT STRIPE” 

ON FREIGHT CARS 

The other night out at Mariposa station four people 
in a car met with disaster when the vehicle plowed 
into a freight train spanning a level crossing. Three 
of them were hurt badly, and the car was wrecked. 

This is not the first time such an accident has oc- 
curred at this crossing and it is not rare to hear of 
such accidents in other parts of Canada. The thought 
arises: “How could such accidents be avoided at a 
minimum of expense to the railways?” 

We recall having read an article inan American mag- 
azine a while ago describing the use of a special re- 
flective type of material, made in tape and other forms, 
which is employed extensively in the United States 
for highway and industrial safety markings. The low 
installation cost of this material, as cited in the ar- 
ticle, might make it pracical for striping freight cars 
and, if it were so, this in turn would serve as an eye- 
catcher for the unwary motorist approaching a cross- 
ing at night. Then, again, if such an undertaking 
were too costly, perhaps this luminous material could 
be used to advantage at the approaches to crossings. 

There are probably many other economically feas- 
ible ways in which level crossings could be protected 
against night accidents if the problem is tackled—the 
important thing being that it is. 

It seems unfair that users of the highways are 
ealled upon to employ numerous protective devices on 
their vehicles and at the same time be exposed unduly 
to dangers at level railway crossings which might be

In such cases the Mayor or other head of a mune : 
cipality have heavy responsibilities for the ‘Inainten- 
ance of peace. Section 91 of the Code states that 
every sheriff, deputy sheriff, mayor or other head of- 
ficer, and justice, of any county, city or town, who has 
notice that there are within his jurisdiction twelve or 
More persons riotously and tumultuously assembled 
together to the disturbance of the peace shall read the 
Riot Act. This is a proclamation in the name of the 
King, commanding all persons so assembled to disperse 
or face a very serious charge which, following convic- 
tion, provides punishment as severe as life imprison- 
ment. 

The Code also provides that where a Mayor or other 
municipal officer, having notice that there is a riot 
within his jurisdiction, ‘without reasonable excuse 
omits to do his duty in suppressing such riot, is guilty 
of an indictable offense and liable to two years’ im- 
prisonment.” 

It may not be amiss for labour leaders to remem- 
ber that a mob of strikers and sympathizers marching 
on the home of a municipal officer or apy other citi- 
zen, can be defined as a riot and, therefore, a very 
serious breach of the peace. Mayors and other officers 
concerned with the peace ought also to bear in mind 
the responsibilities which the law lays on them for 
its maintenance.—Toronto Telegram. 


WHAT SIZE ARE FISH? 


As was expected, the December hearings before the 
U.S. Senate-House joint committee investigating busi- 
profits brought out labour testimony that profits were 
too high and evidence from industrialists that they 
were not. 

The argument of the industrialists came under four 
main headings. 

First, profits as currently reported include a sub- 
Stantial element of inventory gains, which are illusory 
and non-recurrent. Second, profits as computed un- 
der the usual accounting procedure are overstated, 
because reserves charged for depreciation of fixed as- 
sets are inadequate to replace such facilities at pre- 
Sent costs of construction and equipment. Third, fig- 
ures show that the increase since the days before the 
war are not now in most cases the result of wider 
profit margins, but of tremendous expansion in volume 
of sales. Fourth, corporate profits expressed in curent 
dollars have much less purchasing power than if in pear eae have some

The Treatment Of Alcoholism 
Until recently, alcoholism was 
simply regarded as a bad or demor- 
alizing habit which not only was 
the cause of many broken homes. 
It was felt that if a man or woman 
really loyed his or her parents or 
children, he or she could break 
the habit. 

Today, the medical profession re- 
gards alcoholism as a disease which 
has its causes, symptoms and meth- 
ods of treatment, as have other dis- 
eases. In “Industrial Medicine,” Dr. 
R. V. Seliger states that alcoholism 
frequently is the result of poor and 
unsatisfactory emotional and other 
life habits, He stresses the fact 
that the symptoms of alcoholism 
are directly caused by emotional 
disturbances and sometimes by 
actual changes in the structure of 
the brain tissue (organic disease). 
Thus, in order to treat the al_- 
coholic patient, it is necessary to 
know about his personality make 
up, the presence of any mild or 
severe mental illness, and his ac- 
tual life setting and circumstances. | 
The examiner must carefully ex- 
amine and question the patient to 
learn just what type of alcoholism 
is present, how much damage has 
occurred to mind and body, how ser- 
ious is the extent of the drinking, 
and what are the patient’s motives 
for drinking. Then he must try to 
work out the best plan to cure him

When the 
urge to eat is dependent on tense- 
ness of mind and body, {t is diffi_ 
cult for the patient to cut down on 
his food intake. 

Some of these unconscious drives 
to eat are so powerful that even if 
the patient knows that overweight 
{s a forerunner of heart disease 
and strokes of apoplexy, he or she 
will continue to overeat, Not un- 
commonly a patient will say, “IT 
would rather die than starve." This 


-\erally, in the great majority of 


at rest, working or _ exercising, 
whether pain increases with ex- 
ercises or whether it increases 
when the patlent {s at rest.

cases, if pain increases when at 
rest, infection is present from the 
teeth, tonsils, gums, sinuses, - gall 
tladder or large intestine. If pain is 
increased. by exercise or standing 
on the feet, it is caused by injury 
or faulty standing or sitting, which 
causes pressure on the nerves of the 
spine. 

While the salicylate drugs are 
used to allay pain and relax mus- 
cles, whether the pain is due to in- 
fection (rheumatism, arthritis) or 
to injury, Dr. Frank R. Ober, the 
noted orthopedic specialist, Boston, 
states that physical methods -heat 
-massage, electricity -- are import- 
ant helps in treatment . 

“The acutely lame back requires 
bed rest and quieting drugs. The 
bed must be firm and the mattress 
flat. If the mattress sags, a board 
20 inches ‘shorter than the spring 
should be placed under the mat- 
tress. A board under the mattress 
may cause more pain, and in such 
cases it should not be used.” Some-

Pope Pius 
Condemns 
Trial 


(British United Press) 

Pope Pius has condemned the 
treason trial of Cardinal Mindszenty 
as an attempt by the Communist 
Hungarian Regime to cripple the 
Catholic Church in Hungary. 


The Pontiff told a secret meeting 
of the College Cardinals that Mind- 
szenty had been forced to confess 
to general charges of treason, spy- 
ing and black marketing. 


His Holiness told the 16 Cardin- 
als assembled that the trial was in 
effect, a frameup—or as he put it— 
“artificial and captious.” 


The Pope, in his message to the 
Princes of the Church, praised the 
Hungarian people. He said that, 
despite the fact they find them- 
selves in very grave difficulties, they 
do their utmost to defend their re- 
ligion and renew the glorious tradi- 
tions of their forefathers, 


The Pope said that the trial in 
Budapest used Cardinal Mindszenty 
as a means of attacking the Vatic- 
an by charging !t with directing the 
Hungarians to oppose the Commun- 
is government. 


The Pope said that those who dare 
to crush the liberty of the church 
and the rights of human conscience 
must finally understand that with- 
out religion no civil society can ever 
exist. 


The Pope's message to the Card- 
inals lasted 21 minutes and dealt 
entirely with the case of Cardinal 
Mindszenty. Vatican authorities said 
that this was the first time in more 
than a century that such an extra- 
ordinary consistory has been held. 


The Pope denounced the trial of 
Cardinal Mindszenty. The physical 
condition of the Cardinal during 
the trial, sald the Pope, was inex- 
plainable without unspeakable influ 
ences. He sald that normally the 
Primate was a man of exceptional 
energy.

The tragic story of how a young 
Montreal family of seven was wiped 
out when their plane crashed and 
exploded has been told by eye- 
witnesses.

Provincial police officlals in Tor- 
onto were silent on the double 
shooting. They say that an officer 
has gone to Montreal to help in 
the investigation. But they make 
no comment on whether or not the 
.38 calibre revolver found in the 
compartment was Kelly’s Service 
pistol. 

Mrs. Kelly was a nursing gradu- 
ate from St. Thomas Hospital and 
had been married to the inspector 
for about ten years. They haye one 
child, Brenda Lou, who is six years 
old. 

Fauman has been a member of 
the Ontario bar since 1935 and saw 
overseas service in the Second 
World War. He was married and 
had a five-year old son called 
Bruce and a daughter, Jill, who is 
three. 

The bodies were found in the 
compartment after the train had 
arrived in Montreal this morning. 
The porter had tried to awaken the 
couple and when he couldn’t dp so 
he called railway police who forced 
their way into the compartment.

Eyen the smallest garden can 
profit from a hot-bed in which 
plants can be started weeks earlier 
than seeds can be sown outdoors, 
The plants you grow cost a fraction 
of those purchased in the market. 

Most economical in space, cost 
and upkeep, is a hot-bed built 
around a window opening from a 
heated basement, preferably a 
south window, In front of the win- 
dow make a shallow excavation, 
about a foot deep. The size must 
be figured carefully, so that a 
frame set in this excavation can be 
covered by window or hot-bed sash, 
As in the case of other hot-beds, 
a glass substitute may be used on 
the sash, if desired, 

Build a frame to fit in the exca- 
vation, The sides must slant sharp- 
ly from a point above the window, 
almost to the ground. Fit the sash 
on this frame, using hinges at the 
top so the sash may easily be 
raised for ventilation. Earth may 
be banked around the frame to 
keep out the cold; and the sides 
should be as tight as possible to 
keep out the wind.

May Tip Secret 
Of How Nature 
Produces Food

And science is one step closer to 
one of the greatest unsolved mys- 
teries of all times—how some plants 
can take elements from the soil and 
turn them into food for man. 

Radically new methods of using 
fertilizer is the first practical re- 
sult of agricultural research with 
isotopes, a by-product of A-bomb 
manufacturing.

Common phosphorus, made into 
a radioactive isotope, is the rescar- 
ch tool which has been used for 
tracing the effects of fertilizer on 
crops. The tracer technique is best 
described by F. W. Parker, Dep- 
artment of Agriculture scientist: 

“We can fertilize a soil with ra- 
dio-superphosphate, grow clover, 
feed the clover fo a cow and feed 
the calf on the cow's milk. After 
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being on such a diet for a month, 
the calf’s bones can be analyzed to 
determine how much radioactive 
phosphorus they’ contain.” 

Up until now farmers have ob- 
tained only 20 per cent of the val- 
ue of the phosporus they used. 
They have never been sure that they 
have been using {it properly. Should 
it be placed over, around, or under 
the seeds? Should {it be spread or 
placed in rows? Should it be put in 
the ground before planting, during 
the growing season or when? How 
much should be used? 

Some of these questions can now 
be answered exactly and the sci- 
entists are on the right track for 
answering all of them. Here are a 
few of the answers. 

Most efficient use of a fertilizer 
varies in all aspects according to 
crop and soil. Potatoes use fertil- 
izer added any time during the 
growing season, Corn uses very 
little fertilizer added to the ground 
after the first stages of growing. 

It is obvious what this informa- 
tion means to the farmer. For. 

) corn he must keep his soil built up. 
all of the time. For potatoes, to get 
increased yield, he must apply it 
in concentrated doses. Farmers in 
some parts of the country haye 
been doing just the opposite of this, 

Phosphorus added to soil already 
containing a certain amount of 
phosporus doesn't increase the yleld 
of corn. This applies in a lesser 
degree to al] other plants, For 
the first time it is proved that 
there 1s a pretty low point of dim- 
inishing returns on the use of phos- 
phorus. 

In the matter of placement, phos- 
phorus placed in contact with the 
potato seed contributed much less to 
its growth than placing {t in a two- 
inch band next to the row of seeds. 
The opposite {s true of cotton.

Scientists working on the proj- 
ect will discuss only a few of their 
preliminary findings, only enough 
to show the tremendous Significance 
of this work. It is hinted, how- 
ever, that the farmer may get some 
detailed instruction on the use of 
fertilizer this year on the basis of 
this study. Some general reports, 
such as the following, have already 
been released,: 

“We have found that rye grass 
grown on a particular soil type 
gets most of its phosphates from the 
soil, even though phosphate fertil- 
izer 1s added. It is obviously a 
mistake to make heavy applica- 
tions of phosphates on land that js 
ably to supply most of the needs of 
a crop from its own reserves. It 
is equally uneconomic to withhold 
phosphates from soil that is able 
to supply only a fourth or a third 
of what a crop needs,” 

One of the most interesting re- 
sults of the tracer study has come 
from a two-year project on pecan 
trees. It was dicoyered that when 
fertilizer was placed on only one 
side of the tree, just the nuts on 
that side of the tree, benefited a 
year later. This single fact is im- 
portant to farmers in the highly 
competitative pecan growing busi- 
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ness, It means that care has to be 
taken to spread fertilizer all around 
each tree. 

Phosphorus has proved to be an 
excellent material for this work 
because of the long time.it remains 
radioactive after being made into 
isotope form. Extreme care must 
be used in its handling, but once it 
is put into the ground it is no long- 
er very dangerous. 

Geiger counters, which detect. 
radioactivity, and sensitive electro- 
scopes are used to detect and mea- 
sure the amounts of radioactive fer- 
tilizer being absorbed by plants at 
various slages of growth. Some~ 
times tiny particles of the plant are 
cut off and sometimcs the Geiger 
counter is used in the field, 

The Immediate fruits of this work 
will be the savings of millions of 
dollars by farmers and the produc- 
tion of better crops. It will mean’ 
lower food prices. 

Long-range possibilities of furth- 
er research on farming methods 
with the {sotope tool are almost l- 
“mitless. If it eventually unlocks 
nature’s secret of how food is pro- 
duced from the ground, as scientists 
are hopeful that it will, starvation 
will become a thing of the past {n 
this world.

Cleveland Plan Gives Hike to Landlords Who Rent to Larger Families

Cleveland, O. — (NEA) — Cleve- 
Jand thinks it has the answer to 
the rent control squeeze that is 
driving thousands of landlords into 

nationwide mass evictions. 

A new formula, designed to “make 
better utilization of existing facili- 
ties,” according to Area Rent Dir- 
ector Karl Duldner, has already 
succeeded in putting many “held-of- 
the-market” apartments back in 
circulation. 

In voting {its approval of the plan, 
the Apartment House Owners As- 
sociation here also voted to oppose 
mass eviction measures whic 
spread to many cities after they 
had been started in Tulsa, Okla. 

Reduced to its simplest form, it 
gives landlords increased rents when 
they rent an apartment to an in- 
creased number of tenants. It thus 
encourages renting to large famil- 
jes, who have hitherto been the 
most hard-pressed of all. Best of 
all is that children are now wel- 
come, 

It works like this: If the new 
tenants exceed what the Rent Of- 
fice calls normal occupancy —that 
is, two thirds of a person per room — 
and if an apartment was at or un- 
der normal occupancy on the day 
that rents were frozen — July 1, 
1941 — the landlord is eligible for 
an increase {n rent. 

He can get 15 per cent more for 
the first additional person over nor- 
mal, and five per cent for each per- 
son after the first. 

Suppose a landlord has a three- 
room apartment, rented to a fam- 
fly of two for $60 a month, under 
the present rent ceilings. At two- 
thirds of a person per room room, 
that’s exactly normal. 

The tenants move out, and a 
family of three moves in. The 
Jandlord petitions the rental office 
for an increase. Under Duldner’s 
table, he’s entitled to a 15 per cent 
boost. It'll take only about 30 days 
for the approval to reach the land- 
lord, who will now get $69 a month. 

The same space now means shel- 
ter to three people instead of two, 
and it means $108 a year more to 
the landlord. Which is what Mr. 
Duldner means by “Better utiliza- 
tion of exisiting facilities.” 

If the present tenants acquire a 
baby, thus raising the occupancy

above the norm, no increase. will 
be granted, however. An entirely, 
new set of tenants must move in 
for a petition to be approved. 

Under the rental rules, there has 
always been the authority for Jand- 
lords to petition for an increased 
rent if “the new tenants exceed the 
normal occupancy.” 

But landlords have generally ig- 
nored that loophole. They tradit- 
jonally prefer renting to smaller 
families, which will usually do less 
damage, consume less water, light 
and heat. 

Under the Cleveland Plan, the 
landlord will get what amounts to 
a bonus if he does rent to more 
people. He'll have to wait for a 
vacancy, however, since there can 
be no evictions to take advantage of 
the plan. 

Although the formula, as set up 
here, applies only to the Cleveland 
Defense Rental Area, other area 
directors can establish similar plans 
in their sections according to local 
conditions and practices. 

Already, many Cleveland apart- 
ments and two-familiy houses are 
being rented under this plan, Ed- 
ward ©. Dudley, owner of several 
aparetment buildings, has refused 
to rent 22 four-and-five-room sult- 
es since August, 1948. 

Now, however, Dudley 1s recelv- 
ing applications for the apart- 
ments. He says he'll redecorate and

USDA Tills Farms for Wonder Drug Crop 


Scientists Finding Richest Source of New Medicines

Washington —(NEA)—American 
farms are becoming the richest 
source of the new wonder drugs. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture 
scientists experimenting with farm 
products have led the field if dis- 
covering new medicines that give 
promise of curing everything from 
athlete's foot to radiation burns. In 
most cases, farm waste materials 
and the by-products of processed 
foods are producing the clues to 
these amazing discoveries. 

Newest of these drugs is toma- 
tine, a substance derived from a 
special variety of tomato plants. 
In laboratory tests {t has shown ex- 
cellent promise of becoming one of 
the best remedies yet discovered for 
athlete's foot, ringworm and other 
functional diseases. Duke Univer- 
sity is now conducting extensive 
clinical tests on it. 

Tomatine was discovered accid- 
entally during a research project 
aimed at finding a tomato plant 
to resist a wilt disease which was 
ravaging tomato crops in the U. S. 
It was discovered that a new subst- 
ance, later named tomatine, was 
found in all of the plants that res- 
isted the disease, but wasn't pres- 
ent in the plants that didn’t. Just: 
on a hunch one of the researchers 
tried tomatine {n a test-tube with 
a human fungus culture and found 
that the tomatine killed it. 

It isn’t on the market yet, but St 
is relatively cheap to produce and 
will 4e quickly supplied to drug 


stores once the Duke tests are com- 
pleted. 

Polymyxin, recently discovered 
in a USDA laboratory, is a product 
of a mold, like penicillin, and-has 
possibilities of becoming just as sen- 
sational an antibiotic as penicillin. 
Tests have shown it to be effective 
in killing germs of whooping cough, 
certain types of pneumonia, undul- 
ant fever and infant diarrhea. It 
also holds great promise as the 
most effective drug for combating 
brucellosis, the dread cattle killer. 

A new drug which might be help- 
ful in case of atomic warfare, js ru- 
tin, produced from green buckwheat 
plants. It was first put on the 
market two years ago after doctors, 
in cooperation with the USDA, dis- 
covered that it was helpful in cur- 
ing a wide variety of hemorrhagic 
conditions. Extensive tests show- 
ed that*it restored weakened capil- 
lary walls to normal in 85 per cent. 
of the cases. 

After it became popular among 
doctors for this purpose, {t was dis- 
covered that rutin was an excellent 
treatment for the prevention of 
some gangrene, Still later its pos- 
sible value as a medicine for radia- 
tion burns was discovered. The 
first tests showed that dogs that 
had been burned by X-rays recoy- 
ered completely when given rutin. 
It repaired the damaged cells. Cell 
damage is one deadly feature of at- 
omic radiation. The tests now be- 
ing conducted with rutin as an at- 
omic burn remedy are top secret. 
But government scientists are op- 


first discovered the medicinal yalue 


timistic about {ts possibilities for 
this purpose. 

At first rutin was extracted from 
tobacco plants. When the demand 
for {t rose a search began for a 
cheaper source, ‘The plant finally 
selected was green buckwheat. It 
ig much cheaper than tobacco but 
contains up to 12 times as much ru- 
tin. In 1948 the value of the produc- 
tion of rutin was estimated at $150 
million. 

Another drug discovered in the 
Department of Agriculture labora- 
tories—and made from waste aspa- 
ragus butts—is subtilin. The first 
research with its possibilities has 
shown it to be effective against tu- 
berculosis and tropical ulcers, It, 
too, could become an antibiotic on 
a par with penicillin. 

Although penicillin was discover- 
ed in England and its amazing germ 
killing properties first noted there, 
it was the Department of Agricult- 
ure laboratory in Peoria, Il., which 
discovered a method of producing 
it in large enough quantities to per- 
mit its widespread use. 

The first important discovery at 
Peoria was that the production of 
penicillin mold strain was acciden- 
when the mold was fed with corn 
steep liquor, a by-product of corn- 
starch manufacture, and milk sug- 
ar. Next, the highest producing 
penicillan mold strain was acciden- 
tally discovered on a cantaloupe in 
a Peoria market. A scitntist who 
bought the melon to take home saw 
the mold and tested it later in the 
lab just on a hunc?. 
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Medical Success In Prolonging Life 


Creates Boom In ‘Middle-Age’ Ills

The Medical Profession has work- 
2d itself into an embarrassing sit- 
jation, 

Its huge success in preventing and 
suring disease—in prolonging hum~- 
an life—has created a new high in 
often-fatal diseases that, a general- 
ion or so ago, were not particularly 
important. 

In the past half century, because 
of the progress of medical science, 
25 years has been added to the life- 
time of an average American, That 
means that the proportion of mid- 
dle-aged and elderly is much grea- 
ter. And this, in turn, is the rea- 
son so): many more Americans suf- 
fer—maybe die—from heart dis- 
ease, cancer, arthritis, nephritis 
diabetes and such things. 

These are diseases of “degenera- 
tion"—diseases that come when the 
body begins to get old and tired— 
diseases of middle and advanced 
age. 

When the approximately 360 doc- 
tors of the Association of Life In- 
surance Medical Directors met two 
years ago they had been worried a- 
bout after-effects of the war. 

They compared notes, from the 
medical histories of 75 million life 
insurance owners in their files, and 
comzluded that they could stop 
worrying about that. 

They decided that with few qual- 
ifications, veterans Were, as good 
medical risks as persons who had 
not faced shells and undergone the 
hardships of front lines. 

They concluded that the wave of 
tropical diseases, which many ex- 
pected the Gl’s to bring home, had 
not appeared and probably would 
not. Neither had there been such’a 
scourge as the influenza epademic 
in World War I. 

This, they felt, was due to modern 
preventive measures against typhus 
malaria and other traditional war 
time killers. It was due, also, to the 
wonders of such new drugs as pen- 
icillin, the sulfas, streptomyosin. 

Even filariasis, which had scared 
the daylights out of doctors and lay- 
men alike when its first victims ar- 
rived from the Pacific, seemed in a 
temperate climate to cure itself in 
a year or tWo instead of taking the 
eight or 10 years expected. 

Against his optimism, the medic- 
al directors, after comparing notes, 
concluded that more Americans are 
suffering from stomach ulcers than 
‘before the war. 

And—of this they were positive 
_—heart disease, number one killer 
of Americans, is more lethal than 
ever. Number two killer, cancer, is 
sJaying more victims every year, 

At their most recent meeting the 
medical directcrs reviewed those 
conclusions and found that every 
one of them stood up—including the 
fact (hat heart disease and can-

Nobody has to worry 
much about them today. 


Now the emphasis is on the heart. 
Research already has shown that 
prover diet can relieve some circul- 
atory tensions. Tetraethyl ammon- 
ium, a drug resembling the tetra- 
ethyl lead that takes the knock out 
of automobile engines, seems also 
to take the “knock” out of some 
heart conditions, It also relieves 
neuralgia, shock and shingles. Sci- 
ence has learned a little more about 
how to treat rheumatic fever, and 
much about its after-effect on the 
heart. 


The medical directors brought 
out that treatment for epilepsy. has 
progressed so that almost any vic- 
tim, properly treated, can work and 
play like a normal person. 

They discussed great advances in 
treatment for gall bladder disease, 
ulcers and bone infections; {n con- 
trolling tuberculosis; in repairing 
the damages of amputations, crip- 
pled limbs, various forms of paraly- 
SIs.

Still more heartening to the 2,- 
500,000 victims of orthopedic condl- 
tions, and to the 16,000,000 victims 
of heart diseases, rheumatism and 
arthritis, is the story of medical re- 
habiliation technique for their ben- 
efit. 

In one veterans’ hospital 130 chro- 
nic neurologic patients, many of 
whom had not been out of bed in 
10 years, were given nine months of 
medical rehabilitation. At the end 
of that period 25 had left the hospit- 
al and were employed! 40 others 
had been discharged to their hom- 
es capable of light work, and of 
those remaining, 30 were ambulat- 
ory and undergoing advanced reha- 
bilitation and 25 were capable of 
some self care. All but 10 of the 
group had shown permanent im- 
provement, 

The experience of the Federal 
Office of Vocational Rehabilitation 
has also shown how rehabilitation 
pays off economically, During 1944, 
43,997 persons underwent rehabili- 
tation under the joint federal-state 
vocational rehabilitation programs. 

Of this group, 22 per cent had 
never held jobs, and 90 per cent 
were not employed at the time they 
started thelr rehabilitation. Their 
average annual wage after rehabil- 
itation was $1768, as compared with 


$148 before. Many had been on pub- 


lic assistance at a cost of $300 to 
$500 annually, but the cost of thelr 
rehabilitation was but $203 per 
case, re

about the Marines’ coming, The 

} Chinese press about them. The Am- 
erican - published Shanghai Even- 
ing Post and Mercury sald: 

“If all hell busts loose around our 
ears the American Marines are go- 
ing to be awfully valuable - make 
no mistake about it.” 

But the 695 Marines haye made 
no landing. As Vice Admiral Oscar 
C. Badger had promised, they are 
living aboard ship. 

They drill occas{ohally on U, S. 
Navy property along the Whangpoo 
River. Liberty parties bargain for 
jade curios in Chinese shops and 
quaff beer at water-front bars, 

For shop keepers, bar owners and 
managers of dance palaces, which 
are liberally supplied. with petite 
tax! dancers, the Marines are pro- 

J viding the anticipated business 
boom. American greenbacks are flll- 
ing the tills. 

But, there are no public parades 
nor armed Leathernecks patrolling 
the streets as in pre-war days. 

The new contingent was brought 
here to protect the lives of Amerl- 
cans and other foreigners, and to 
protect such properly, acording to 
Badger, as the power plant, ofl in- 
stallations and ships unloading 
Economic Cooperation Administrat- 
jon goods. 

The Marines may not be used at 
all, Badger said. If there is no 
trouble, there would be no point to

It Spells Use 

Of Chemistry to 
Broaden Scope 
Of Farm Products 


Washington - (NEA) - “Chemurgy” 
is a word that may become very 
popular in the next few years, 

Coined by scientists of the U. 
S, Department of Agriculture, it 
means the use of chemistry to find 
greater uses for ‘arm products, 
chemurgical projects under way in 
the giant soy bean industry, with 
all of its by-products, to name just 
one benefit. It helps the farmer and 
makes life more comfortable for 
everybody. 

One of the most significant 
chemurgical projects unedr way in 
USDA laboratories might help to 
relieve the growing drain on U. S. 
petroleum reserves, It’s a brand 
new approach to that old idea of 
using alcohol, made from waste 
farm products, as automobile fuel. 
The farmers and oil companies 
have been kicking that one around 
for years. Up until now it has never 
been found practical to use alcohol 
as a motor fuel, or mixed with gas- 
oline, because the @loohol has been 
too expensive, 

The new approach of USDA 
scientists is a method of injecting 
alcoho] into the cylinders of a car 
when it is going up a hill, starting, 
or in other need of emergency pow- 
er. This would eliminate the need 
for high test of premium gasoline, 
they say. It would save petroleum, 
because in the refining process you 
get more regular gasoline from a 
barrel of crude petroleum than you

get when refining it for high test 
gas. 

Widespread use of the alcohol in- 
jection method would permit the 
big refining companies to reduce 
drastically their production of high 
octane gas, and thereby give them 
an estimated 10 per cent more gas. 
oline from their crude petroleum, 

Previously some big ofl companies. 
either turned up their noses at the 
idea of using alcohol with gasoline 
or fought it, But with diminishing 
petroleum reseryes and new high 
compression motors, now they are 
suddenly interested. One automo- 
bile maker {s following the tests 
closely, with teh thought of making 
alcohol injection a part of standard 
equipment, A large taxl company 
in Chicago plans to try it on a fleet, 
of cabs, and there are devices on 
the market which enable you to a- 
dapt the idea to any car engine. 

Making engines that use alcohol 
injections is relatively simple, the 
scientists say, And only a small tank 
for the alcohol is necessary be- 
cause very little {s used. The injec~ 
tion into the cylinders is automa- 
tie when the pull on the engine in- 
creases or for starting. The driver 
has to do nothing with it except 
occasionally fill the tank. 

Experts working on the project 
believe that it would be very ef- 
fective on the higher compression 
engines now being held back by. 
shortage of high octane fuels, 

Tests indicate that alcohol in- 
Jection {s practical and economical, 
Excellent results re reported by 
private persons who are using it on 
their cars. A grade of alcohol pro- 
duced from waste corn cobs and 
other farm products js used,

Although the sale of frozen food 
has increased enormously since be- 
fore the war, the industry is limited 
by the high cost of transportation. 
It} requires refrigerated trains, 
trucks, storage places and display 
counters. This is obviously very 
expensive and limits its ability to 
complete with non frozen foods. 

Chemurgy is attempting to dis- 
cover how much water can be tak- 
en out of food before freezing, with- 
out affecting taste, in an attempt 
to cut down the high cost of trans- 
portation and storage. First results 
have been excellent, It has been” 
discovered, for instance, that 50 
per cent of the water can be taken 
out of peas, and when followed by 
quick freezing they lost none of 
their flavor. Tests on other vege- 
tables have shown similar results, 
Ordinary cooking restores the wat- 
er. 

The list of chemurgical discover- 
jes is long. A continyous process of 
manufacturing turpentine and re- 
sin has been developed to supplant 
the old batch method and will re_ 
vitalize the whole industry in the 
south, 

Sensational work has been done 
in developing certain cotton plants 
that produce excellent fibre for 
tire fabrics. The goal is to have 
every cotton farmer raise a specific 
type of cotton for a specific in. 
dustry. 

A new pectin made from citrus 
wastes has been discovered that 
will jell almost anything without 
the need for sugar, It promises to 
become an excellent food and candy 
covering.

Claim that there is practically no 
limit to the improvements that can 
be made in modern living through 
chemistry.

Hydro Plans 
Heavy Rural 
Expansion 


Ontario Hydro plans to spend 
$10,323,000 on improving electricity 
services in rural parts of the pro- 
vince this year. Hydro Commission 
Chairman Robert H. Saunders said 
yesterday. He told the Ontario As- 
sociation of Rural Municipalities 
that the commission took on 26,036 
new rural consumers last year, and 
lald 3,479 miles of circuit, 

Last year folks in different muni- 
cipalities, including some of my 
former colleagues on the city coun- 
cil, thought Hydro should cancel 
its rural program,” he said.

Under Soviet

Dennis Says Dad’s 
Arrest Forced Him |

at White Plains, New York, says

Premier Kennedy, speaking on 
the bill, pledged there would be no 
red tape. “We want to help these 
municipalities build thefr halls for 
all the boys and girls of the pro- 
vince,” he said. 

The bill includes a clause making 
it retroactive to May 1, 1948, and 
any community that has commenc- 
ed work on a community hall or 
arena since that date will be eligible. 

Mr. Kennedy read a partial list 
of municipalities that would so 
benefit. They are: New Toronto, 
Weston, Kincardine, Walkerton, 
Hawkesbury, Blind River, Bowman- 
ville, Chesley, Dryden, Strathroy, 
Parry Sound, Sioux Lookout, For- 
est, New Liskeard, Aylmer, Mount 
Forest, Wallaceburg and Dresden. 
All these are building memorial 
halls, the Premier sald. 

Applications for provincial grants 
which were previously turned down 
because the - existing legislation 
makes only villages eligible, ,will 
now be recognized if, as is expected, 
the bill passes the legislature. 

Municipalities mentioned by the 
Premier in that category were 
Thessalon, Newcastle, Plattsville, 
Minden, Stayner and Lakefield. 

Opposition Leader Jolliffe and A. 
A. MacLeod (LPP, Bellwoods), ask- 
ed that swimming pools be specifi- 
cally included Premier Kennedy ex- 
plained that the term “athletic 
field,” which 4s listed in the bill can 
take in swimming pools as well. He 
assured the House that requests 
for swimming poo) grants would be 
honored just as those for commun- 
ity halls and arenas. 

Communities including swimm- 
ing pools on their athletic fields 
are: Hawkesbury, Otterville, Dres- 
den, Aylmer and Emo. Another 
amendment added to the bill yes- 


terday includes outdoor skating 
rinks as eligible for proyincial 
grants. 


The bill states that where a com. 
munity hall is built to include an 
arena, the amount of the grant can 
be doubled, making the total grant 
up to $10,000 or 25 per cent of the 
cost.

Since then 12 citizens of the town 
led by a woman lawyer have laid 
charges of wilful neglect of duty

Today only two members are left 
on the Revision Court, and it will 
not be able to proceed until the 
town council has appointed three 
new members.

meeting in the town hall Monday 
pm.

man, told of the pleasure she had 
felt in serving during 1948 excepting 
the two weeks following the time 
she was knocked down by a bicycle 
in’ Victoria Park. 

Mr, Price referred to the wonder- 


ful work which had been done by 
Miss Greaves and to the problems 
to be faced in 1949. He said that 
he was pleased to note that the 
council were going to take up the 
question of a cement pler with the 
Dominion Government and he said 
that he thought the pler should ex- 
tend along the banks to Peel Street.

“During the year a tractor mower 
with attachments was purchased, 
in addition to some smaller pieces 
of equipment for use in the care of 
the parks. The Tourist Camp re- 
ceived considerable attention under 
the supervision of Mr. T. Price and 
Mr. C, Brown, and a successful ef- 
fort was made to make it more in- 
viting. Cinders were placed on the 
driveway, trees were trimmed and 
some old shrubs removed, and bet- 
ter supervision provided. It is plan- 
ned to improve the grounds next 
year and part of the front lawn was 
ploughed and seeded last Fall. 
Benches were placed near ; 
Lindsay Street sidewalk for the 
convenience of visitors and pedest- 
trians, and some picnic tables were — 
added.” 

“In Kawartha Park some of the 
large flower beds were removed as 
the Board agreed that the planting 
could be used in a location where 
more people would enjoy it.

And 50 
it goes, just as Mark Twain said: 
“everybody talks about the weather 
but nobody does anything about tt.” 


However, there's a restaurant 
manager in Bast St. Lois who was 
particularly worrled about the wea- 
ther, Not that the weather was 
bad, because the St. Louis area had 
luckily missed all the blizzards and 
ice storms around it. It was just 
that the weather forecaster there— 
one Harry Wahlgren, a veteran of 
42 years at the business’ — was of- 
ten predicting bad weather that nevy- 
er came. , 

Well, the restaurant man—young 
Stuart Tomber — got to thinking 
ruefully about it while pouring an- 
other cauldron of unused hot soup 
down the drain, It seemed he was. 
forever preparing food that would 
hit the spot during the cold, stormy 
weather Mr. Wahlgren had predict- 


ed, only to find Bast St. Louis bask-" 


ing under a spring-like sun at the 
appointed time. — 

Tomber was hearing complaints 
from other merchants, too. One 
man who runs an auto supply store 
said he had spent a lot of money 


advertising skid chains and ice 
scrapers. They didn't sell very 
well. 


So Tomber got himself appointed 
head of a downtown retailers’ As- 
sociation committee to take the 
matter up with the weatherman. 
‘He let Wahlgren have it, too, 

In a letter Tomber said he was 
considerate of the pitfalls of the 
forecaster’s profession. But he ac- 
cused Wahlgren of predicting any- 
thing that came into his mind, if it 
would make good copy for the 
newsmen, In Tomber’s words — 


“Wahlgren’s apparent fun {s cost-_ 


ing the St. Louis area thousands of 


dollars in waste’—such as unnec- j 


essary advertising and spoiled soup. 

Wahlgren was impressed— but 
only”so far as to describe the mer- 
chants’ complaint as “vicious.” As 
he put it — “weather forecasters 
throughout the nation expect a cer_ 
tain amount of ribbing when their 
predictions fail. However, I call it 
vicious in this case. Usually people 
are thankful that they miss storms.” 

Wahlgren explained that — nine 
times out of ten—his predictions a- 
greed to.a “T” with those made at 
Chicago and Kansas City. 

The only thing that struck Wahl- 
gren funny was Tomber's threat to 
bare his errors and the damage 
they'd caused to his superiors in 
Washington. 

“J don’t claim to be perfect or 
even 95 per cent right,” was Wahl- 
gren’s answer, “If I was, I wouldn't 
be working for my present salary, 
anyway. I'd be in great demand 
elsewhere.” 

The auto supply man benefitted 
from the publicity given the go- 
around, a Kansas dealer who was 
short on skid chains and long on 
snow ordered a shipment of chains 
from the East St. Louls merchant. 

And finally Wahlgren got back 
at the restaurant man. Last week

ule. . .the worst in 25 years for the 
St. Louis area. Then Wahlgren 
caught a cold and went to bed — 
sicle but happy: 

Such wasn’t the case for Tomb- 
er.

Lindsay 
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oman Loses Life 


As Clothing, Couch Ignite 


Coroner Says 
No Inquest 
Necessary 


Alone while her attendant was 
shopping, a Lindsay woman was 
burned to death at her home on 
Queen Street Thursday. 

She was Mrs. Mary Jane Walden, 
an invalid, aged 73, of 20 Queen 
Street, Lindsay. Police Chiéf Ar- 
thur Webster says she was appar- 
ently reclining on a couch in her 
dining room and lighting a stove. 
It appears that her clothing and the 
couch caught fire and, unable to 
summon assistance, she perished in 
the flames. 

Her attendant, Mrs. F. Wickett, 
who was shopping at the time, re- 
turned and found that she could 
not enter. She called on a passer- 
by, Mr. Percy G. Silver, of 33 St. 
Paul, who broke into the back door 
and found the house on fire. Mr. 
Silver summoned assistance from 
a neighbour, Mr. Lamb, and the 
fire department was notified. 

Mrs. Walden has a sister-in-law, 
Mrs. H. Tompkins, who lives at 16 
Queen Street and who is no'jiying 
other relatives including a sister at 
Peterboro and another elght miles 
out in the country. 

Chief of Police, Arthur Webster, 
stated this afternoon, that Dr. 
Crowe, town coroner, was called in. 
He says that there will be no in- 
quest as the cause of death was 
epparently accidental. 

A woman called the Post shortly 
after noon to-day and asserted 
that it was impossible to say how 
the woman's clothing caught fire 
and suggested that this part of the 
story be omitted from !o-night’s pa- 
per. She did not disclose her iden- 
tity. She was full of praise for Mrs. 
Wickett and said she wouldn't want 
the incident to reflect on her in any 
way because “she had heen better 
than a sister to her.” The unknown 
informant said Mrs, Walden had 
told doctors she didn’t wish anyone 
to be with her other than Mrs. 
‘Wickett and as a result doctors had 
advised Mrs. Wickett to ieave her 
alone when she had to go out. Mrs. 
Walden had suffered a severe 
stroke some months ago but had 
made a partial recovery and only 
recently had attended a church 
function, the telephone caller stat- 
ed. 

Referring to the conclusion drawn 
by police that Mrs. Walden had been 
attempting to light a fire when the 
tragedy occurred, the informant 
stated that Mrs. Wickett had decid- 
ed against lighting the dining room 
stove before going out but that she 
had a fire going in the kitchen.

Oliver Launches 


Scathing Attack 


On Government 


Premier T. L, Kennedy's Ontario 
Government now is facing two op- 
position non confidence motions. 
One of these was put before the 
house at Tuesday’s sitting of the 
legislature by C-C_F opposition 
leader E. B, Jolliffe. At Wednesday's 
meeting, Liberal Leader Farquhar 
Oliver submitted the second non- 
confidence motion. 


Oliver bases his motion of cen- 
sure on what he claims {s the gov- 
ernment’s failure to consult with 
the legislature before withdrawing 
the provincial subsidy on high qual_ 
{ty hogs. He also criticizes the gov- 
ernment for tardiness in bringing 
in the report of the royal commiss- 
ion on education, which was ap- 
pointed in March of 1945 -- and still 
hasn't completed its work. Then too, 
Oliver says the government should 
have a broad policy of conservation 
for the province. 

Scored On Hydro Issue 

The Liberal Party's censure mot. 
jon went before the legislature Wed_ 
nesday after Oliver flayed the goy- 
ernment’s policies particularly 
its method of dealing with the hy- 
dro shortage. 

Oliver demanded a statement from 


the government on the exact status 
of the present Ontario ~ Quebec 
agreement on hydro developments in 
the Upper Ottawa Valley. Oliver 
| says that his understanding of the 
situation is that Quebec has the 
right to take over half of the de_- 
velopment - by paying Ontario 
half the cost. And he urged the 
government to make clear whether 
-it is planning on the basis that 
someday, the Quebec government 
may pay half this cost -- and de- 
mand half the power developed, 
Demands Clarification 

Liberal leader Oliver also de. 
mands that the government clarify 
the situation which caused the de- 
lay in buliding the huge power 
plant at Des Joachims. Hydro Com- 
missioner Challies told the house 
that a shortage of supplies during 
the war years was the reason. But 
Oliver asked pointedly whether the 
Ontario Government had ever ap- 
plied for a priority -- and had 
been refused one. He said it was 
given to understand by Trade Min- 
ister . D. Howe -- who was then 
Federal Minister of Reconstruction 
and Supply -- that a priority would 
be made available for the Des Joa- 
chims project. (BUP)

SAYS RUSSIA STILL DOESN'T 
POSSESS AN ATOMIC BOMB 


An American Army engineer says 
Russia still does not possess an a- 
tomic bomb, 

Major General OC. R. Robinson, 
say intelligence reports indicate 
moreover that 1t will be several 
years before Russia can produce 
atomic bombs in quantity. 

And even if she had such a bomb, 
say Robinson, the Soviets do not 
have any better means of deliver- 
ing it than the United States has, 
and probably not as good. 

General Robinson, writing in the 
technical publication “Military En- 
gineer”, says that means continental 
United States does not face any 
sustained bombing, atomic or other- 
wise, In any immediate war. 

However, he emphasizes that the 
situation is temporary and it would 
be folly to assume that Russia Is 
not trying as hard as she can to 
make atomic bombs, 

General Robinson does not re- 
veal what Intelligence methods were 


used or how the reports were ac- 
cumulated to indicate that Russia 
still does not possess an a-bomb 
But it 1s known that the U-S army 
for some time has been doing re- 
search {nto detection of atomic ex- 
ploslons by means of seismic in- 
struments and other instruments 
which measure atomic radiation ov_

But Detective Lieutenant Mau- 
rice Kelly, who is helping District 
Attorney George Fanelli with the 
questioning said that when they re- 
fresh Dennis’ memory, he admits 
he did each job. ~ 


Authorities say Dennis will be 
charged with two hundred thou- 
sand dollars worth of burglaries 
during 1946 and 1947 in Westchest- 
er County alone. 


Montreal police think he's re- 
sponsible for the theft of one hun 
dred and fifty thousand dollars 
worth of jewels. And Richmond, 
Virginia, police want to see him 
about the largest jewelery store 
robbery in a decade -- some 481- 
thousand dollars worth stolen in 
Virginia's capital city last week- 
end, 


United States city pollce from 
coast to coast want him on charges 
each of which accuse him of thefts 
in the hundred thousand dollar 


class. 

Last night, a young Toronto 
schooi teacher was arrested in 
Dennis’ Beverley Hills, California 


apartment. Betty Ritchie was held 
on suspicion of receiving stolen 
goods. In the apartment was 120- 
thousand dollars worth of jewels, 
some six mink coats and an expen_ 
sive karakul. 

Police call Dennis one of the 
greatest jewel thieves that eve= op- 
‘rated. He commuted by plane from 
his alleged jobs in swank society re- 
sorts across the continent. Dennis 
is said to have always worn a black 
silk hood oyer his face, and he car- 
ried a gun. 

Police knew him in Montreal as 
Jerry Langstaff, and as Jerry Mac- 
Kay in Beverley Hills. 

After the police in the United 
States are satisfied, there'll be an- 
other matter for Dennls to face, On- 
tario wants to see him about es_ 
caping from the Burwash Prison 
farm.

POLLUTED RIVER, 
RAT-INFESTED 
DUMP CONDEMNED 


A lively discussion on sewage dis- 
posal at the Board of Health meet- 
Ing Thursday night, led to the 
Mayor, Colonel R. I. Moore, saying 
“We'll have somebody come down on 
us like a ton of bricks, one day, I 
agree that the dump should be 
cleaned up. It was alright when 
we were a village but it's not now 
that there's so much talk about our 
becoming a city.” 

It was moved by Mr. L. T. Braun- 
ton that a copy of a previous resolu- 
tion, Including the matter of an 
Incinerator and a sewage disposal 
plant be sent to the town council. 

The whole question arose when 
the town clerk, Mr. W. R. Allely, 
referred the Board to a letter which 
had been sent the government ask- 
ing for the Scugog River to be dred- 
ged. Mr. Braunton remarked that 
that would only stir it up and sald 


that it might just as well be left | 


the way it ls. The town clerk sald 
that in another town, there had 
been considerable opposition where- 
ever the people concerned had at- 
tempted to locate a sewage disposal 
plant. Dr. R. E. Lawrence sald that 
many people don’t know what a 
modern sewage disposal plant looks 
like. “Most people think they are 
evil smelling places with great smoke 
stacks,” he said, “whereas they're 
really modern well planned and 
exceedingly clean.” A discussion fol- 
lowed on various sites for sewage 
disposal in Lindsay and Colonel 
Moore sald that he thought the East 
side should be considered. Said 
Mr. Braunton, ‘The present thing is 
an eyesore and something should 
be done about {t. The pump hasn't 
worked for about ‘wo years, it was 
the wrong kind of pump, anyhow.” 
“I think,” he added, “that we should 
again ask the council to do some- 
thing about sewage disposal.” To 
this opinion the Board generally, 
expressed assent. 

Mr. Braunton referred to the 
pollution of the river, saying “It 
will mean the loss of thousands of 
dollars to this community, sooner 
or later. We depend a lot on the 
fishing and the tourist industries 
and at times that river doesn't flow 
@ quarter of an inch a day. I 
cruised along the river in a hoat, 
once,” he continued, “and I had to 
take a deep breath and make it 
last from the old iron bridge to the 
locks.” 

TOWN DUMP RAT PROBLEM 
CONDEMNED BY ™. O. H. 

Dr. Gleeson asked what the cost of 
an incinerator weuld be and was 
told that the last estimate, about 
three years ago, was for $30,000. 
The Doctor continued, “that would 
be better than dumping the stuff 
up at the dump. The rats, the burn- 
ing paper blowing all over, and the 
smells are making the problem a- 
cute. I know a low tax rate is a 
good thing to have, but a low death 
rate {s useful, too.” The Medical Of- 
ficer of Health was asked what the 
disease danger was from the dump 
and he replied, “Rats carrying dis- 
ease are the main problem.” Later 
he added that flies were a danger 
too.

“The fee,’ he said, “would 
be $15.00 a morning, the local board 
paying 80 per cent and the govern- 
ment 20 per cent.” In his supporting 
statements Dr. Lyons sated 20 per 
cent. of Canadian men applying for 
service in the last were were class|- 
fied as dental cripples. He said 
that dentists had no axe to grind 
in this matter. 

Public Health Officer, Dr. H. J. 

Gleeson, asked what the service 
comprised and was told by Dr. 
Lyons that (here would be regular 
inspections, the parents {nformed of 
the findings and treatment given 
which would include fillings and 
extractions, 
Colonel R. I, Moore asked if fold 
fillings would be supplied where 
needed and wag told that such de- 
tails would have to be gone into, In 
answer to a question as to wheth- 
er or not the parents’ assistance 
would be required.” Dr, Gleeson was 
told, that it would. The Public 
Wealth Officer asked who the ser- 
vice would include and was told by 
Dr. Lyons that people who earn oy- 
er $3,000 a year and who don’t re- 
celve baby bonus, would still be 
entitled to fee dental treatment. 

Dr. D. L, Curtis, told the Board 
that the child should have an op- 
portunity of attending the familly 
dentist, if desired, “One dentist 
couldn't handle all the children in 
the schools, “he sald, “I think {t is 
bad to break up the relatfon be- 
tween a family and it's dentist.” 

Mr. L. T, Braunton asked how the 
dentists proposed to be, paid for 
their services and what a morning 
would comprise, Dv. Curtis informed 
him that the morning would last 
from 9 a.m. until noon and that the 
dentist would have to do the best 
he could during that time. Dr. 
Lyons sald that it was thought that 
one child could be dealt with every 
half hour and Mr, Braunton rem- 
arked that, at that rate, 600 chil- 
dren would take 100 days, Chairm- 
an of the Board of Health, Mr. W. 
BE. Baker asked if the dentists would 
have to neglect their own patients 
quring the school mornings and 
was told that they would, Mr. 
Braunton referred back to the prob- 
lem of the family dentist, “How 
would you get over the family doc- 
tor problem?” he asked, “If you 
have two or three children among 


those inspected and they have a 


family dentist what will you do?’ 
Dr. Lyons replied that the children 
would be inspected, their reports 
sent to the parents and the par- 
ents would have to send them to 
the family dentist if they wished 
him to do the treatment, 

Dr. Lyons’ explained how it was 
done in Peterboro. He said that 
there they have a full time dent 
ist and assistant. A card is given to 
the child, or rather the parents, and 
they have to make a request to a 
board if they require’ free dental 
treatment for the child. The board 
comprises the dental inspector, the 
nurse and truant officer and. they 
decidg whether the parent's finan- 
cial status warrants free treatment 
for the child. Here Colonel Moore 
broke in with “A sort of means test.” 
Dr. Gleeson enlarged on the mayor's 
theme with, “That would be hot to 
handle in a small town like this 
where everybody knows everybody 
else.” Mr. Jos. Davies said that he 
thought that treatment for every- 
body up to the fourth grade would 
be best for Lindsay. Mr. Braunton 
remarked that perhaps the parents 
should pay a part of the cost so that 
all the children could be included in 
the scheme. Colonel Moore sug- 
gested that the scheme be tried in 
one school, or a portion of all the 
schools so that information could be 
obtained from a sort of survey. 
WANTS DENTAL TREATMENT 
TO BE COMPULSORY: 

Continuing on the subject of par- 
ents, Colonel Moore said “If it's 
going to be free, why not make the 
treatment compulsory? Do it with 
or without the parents’ consent. 
Some of the parents know that the 
child needs dental treatment and 
don't do a thing”about it.’ Mr, 
Braunton asked the mayor where 
the money would come from and 
was told that if the scheme were 
adopted, the taxpayer would have 
to pay the 80 per cent. Mr. Jos. 
Davies remarked that if the tax- 
payer had to foot ,the bill then 
\treatment should be made com- 
pulsory, Several of the members of 
the Board expressed their opinions 
that the service could not be made 
compulsory and Dr. Gleeson, in 
accord with this view, stated that, 
as far as certain medical treat- 
ments are concerned 90 per cent of 
parents, or about that figure give 
permission for their children to be 
{rented and he said that he did 
not think that the dental service 
would*run into a lot of difficulty 
in that direction. Dr. R. EB, Law- 
rence said that, in his opinion, let- 
ting the children be taXen to where.

Hydro took the spotlight in the 
Ontario Legislature again Thurs- 
day. And G. H. Challic3 -- govern- 
ment representative on hydro --- 
told members of the house that 
materials and labor were the chief 
draw - backs in hydro construct- 
fon during the war years. 

He said the National Selective 
Service controlled all manpower af_ 
ter 1942, while materlals of all es- 
sential aescriptions were directed 
into war production. 

Challies said the shortage of mat- 
erjals is still hindering hydro pro- 
gress in Ontario, afd he listed over 
a dozen items still impossible or 
difficult to get. 

Challies said that since the war 
“progress has been made by “the 
Hydro Commission in relation to 
current shortages’. He said “all es- 
sentlals power demands are being 
met”, and he said that due to the 
shortage of labor, and material -_ 
no greater progress could have been 
made.” 

The government Hydro represen- 
tative pointed out that Ontario is 
not alone jn its power troubles, He 
said other countries, and other pro-~ 
vinces are having difficulties, many 
of them more serious than those 
confronting Ontario. 

He said Ontario's trouble stem-_ 
med from unprecedented demand 
for power and the unprecedented 
Shortage of water. Since 1938, he 
sald, there has been a 138 per cent 
increase ir demand. 

Challies said that a part of the 
responsibility for the shortage lies 
with the consumers. He sald “there 
is entirely enough for all of Ont- 
arlo if we could get the public to 
conserye,” and he said that “no 
matter what government was in 
power, lack of rainfall would have 
made a power shortage inevitable. 

He said Hydro plans an expe-dit_ 
ure of len-million dollars a month 
during 1849, and he said special at- 
tention will again be given to rural 
Hydro needs. He said that during 
the past five years Hydro has been 
delivered t, 65 per cent of all rural 
consumers 

Challies sald the Hydro Commis- 
sion {s “very optimistic” about the 
prospects for the joint St, Lawrence 
River power development plan.

Q. How can I deodorize tea tow- 
els? 

A. Add a little borax to the wa- 
ter when washing tea towels. It 
will act as a disinfectant and will 
remoye dirt and grease.

TOURIST APPEAL 

This is an age wherein the tourist dollar is being 
avidly pursued by every country in the world outside 
of those sheliering behind the Iron Curtain.. Iv is in- 
teresting to note the wide variety of attractive litera- 
ture and tourist guidance information which is 
circulated to encourage the trade from the dollar 
countries, 

In the light of that tourist attraction material which 
has reached this office, it can be safely said that that 
which is sent out by Great Britain beads the list in 
point of general attractiveness and genuine tourist 
appeal. 

“Current Events”, a regularly issued tourist pub- 
lication originating in the United Kingdom, is a mas- 
terplece in tourist literature, It is an endeavor which 
might be studied to advantage by all other countries, 
or provinces of countries, secking to curry the favor 
of tourists. 

Attractively designed covers on each issue are per- 
haps the key to their appeal---ueually they are scenes 
of places which instantly arouse the desire to see, 
the first essential in any tourist appeal. However, 
this particular tourist attraction booklet does not lose 
its appeal with the fiipping over of the cover to exam- 
ine its contents. Every page is crammed with hand- 
somely prepared material---photographs and the prin- 
ted word---which effectively gives one the urge to 
travel, in this case to see the United Kingdom, 

Whatever success may befall other efforts of Bri- 
tain to encourage dollars into the land, its tourist drive 
would seem to be in a fair way to achieve its purpose. 
ON WATCHING THE OTHER FELLOW 

The story is told of a certain restaurant proprietor 
who owned a stand on a very choice corner of an 
American city. His restaurant prospered and he did 
remarkably well until opposition appeared on the scene. 
From then on he spent so much time worrying about 
what the other fellow was doing that he completely 
neglected his own business and shortly afterwards, 
failed. 

This incident, reportedly bated on fact, com 
mind when we think of the attention the dairy indus- 
try is focussing on the margarine industry since the 
sale of the latter product was declared legal in Canada 
recently. Everything possible is being done by those 
who claim to be guarding the best interests of the 
dairy industry to cripple the sale of margarine but 
absolutely no visible effort is being made to propa- 
gandize butter and promote its sale on a broader scale. 

Isn't it possible then, that the dairy industry stands 
to suffer serious reverses Unless it tends to its own 
knitting and lets margarine go ite way? 

It may even be that those who comprise the dairy 
industry have to free themselves of their avowed pro- 
tective agents and seek thelr own ways and means of 
keeping their product alive and to the front in a com- 
petitive market if they are not to meet with the fate 
of the covetous restaurant keeper. 


AN IMPORTANT ASSET TO ANY FARM 

Frequently in the past, The Post has emphasized the 
great importance of farm woodlote. It has contended 
that these patches of bushland on farms can be made 
to pay rea) dividends to farmers fortunate enough to 
possess them only if they are given proper attention 
and scientifically handled. 

It ig interesting, therefore, to note what Robson 
Black, Canadian Forestry Association president, 
cently had to say on this subject and we are grateful 
to the Bowmanville Statesman for bringing it to our 
attention, 

In his remarks Mr. Black pointed out that the 
more than 2,000,000 acres in Ontario covered by “the 
multitude of little forests” belonged to tree-crops and 
to nothing else in nature’s repertoire. They were what 
was left over when the farmer's plow turned ite last 
useful furrow. Bach individual forest contained the 
germ of a money-maker for the owner, and a grand 
endowment for the province at large—a grand en- 
dowment as a very great help in keeping sojl and 
water and trees in the right positions and proportions. 

“The pulse of these farm forest is 20 under normal 
with a general hardening of the arteries,” Mr. Black 
claimed.

On one of the many highways in a certain Ameri- 
can state, the motorist comes suddenly on the sight 
of a beautiful modern church surrounded by imposing 
brick buildings. One of these is a large Negro school, 
another Ie the only clinic for free treatment of We- 
groes in a large area. On the side of the huilding ap- 
pears a great stone slab, carved with the familiar 
words: 

"We hold these truths to be self-evident; that all 
men are created equal. Se 

On the face of the church is an 18-foot marble 
carving of the Crucifixion, 

“And that,” the Rey. Harold Purcell, who estab- 
ished this settlement to help pauper Negroes, will tell 
you, “is hung there so that wayfarers may understand 
that the brotherhood of man ie something worth dy- 
ing for.” « 

Yet there are a great many church-goers in that 
neighbourhood who see small use for such work. 

The most impudent contradictlon in the world is 
a prejudiced Christian. No one can take the great 
description to himeelf who shrinks from any other hum~- 
an being of whatever color or creed. The love of man 
for man, and the responsibility of man to man is at 
the core of Christian faith. 

People stand in the church and recite: “I believe 
in God the Father..... .” 

They close their eyes, and many kneel, as they re- 
peat that prayer of all prayers, which begins: “Our 
Pater. 6 p40" 

How can a child of that Father shrink from His 
other children? How can lips move on to the rest of 
eed or prayer if, Jurking in the soul, there is scorn 
for those who are fashioned a little unlike themselves? 
What Christian can cherish disdain for those whose 
faith Is a little different from his own since in our 
most clairvoyant moments we know that we are all 
of God's family? 

There is no theory that can stand before this awe- 
some fact, We are what we are, the offspring of the 
Lord; try to evade the responsibilities of that estate 
and we deny our Father in Heaven. 

Yet this wigked folly does persist. It is responsible 
for a great deal of the trouble in God's family on 
earth. Too many Northerners believe that God is a 
Rotarian and a Republican; too many Southerners 
worship him as a white Democrat. Knowing these 
to be absurdities, too many of us still have our own 
little private mental reservations about the brother- 
hood of man under the Fatherhood of God, None who 
feels so has the right to call himself by the sacred 
name of Christian. Prejudice is a denial of all that 
was taught by judges and prophets, all that was meant 
in the Sermon on the Mount; al) that was made for- 
ever clear on Calvary; all that was stated in three 
simple words: “Love one anether!”

MONEY ON TREES—DELUSION 


Windfalle do occur, As a matter of fact, it’s not 
long ago that a gentleman in an Ontario industrial 


‘centre received the pleasant news that he had won 


the tidy sum of $24,000 simply because he held a 
sweepstakes ticket on the winner of the Manchester 
Wandicap. But the best brains of thie and any age 
still persist that there is no substitute for hard work 
in the task of getting on in the world, while practical- 
ly every father has at some time or another come up 
with the none-too-original pronouncement to his chil- 
dren that money doesn't grow on trees. 

Unfortunately, there is more than a fair share of 
the globe's population suffering from the delusion 
that money does grow on trees. Witness the state of 
Oregon, which held an autumn referendum on a 
scheme to pay a pension of $50 a month to all men 
of 65 and over and the same amount to all women 
of 60 and over, even without the “means” test. The 
Oregonians not only approved the plan with whacking 
majority, but on the same ballot plumped for higher 
income tax exemptions. 

Came the dawn and a study of practical details. 
Somebody with a flair for mathemetics discovered, to 
his and the state governor's horror, that in 1949, 
there would be more than 175,000 male and female 
Oregonians eligible for the pension and that the cost 
to ihe state would be in excess of $100,000,000 a year! 

This astronomical figure turned out to be three 
times the state's budget for all purposes. Not only 
had the get-rich-quick voters ignored the fact that 
such a sum could not materialize except through ruin- 
ous taxes, but they had voted for tax reduction. All 
in all, the Oregon Legislature is in a pretty fair pickle. 
Whether or not the facts were pointed out to the 
votera before the referendum is beside,the point. The 
obvious moral is that the glitter of money growing 
on trees was far brighter than any glow cast by com- 
mon sense.—Stouffville Tribune

Our Council are of 
the opinion that the present site 4s 
much ‘better than any other site 
that is available, and the present 
location more accessible and cen- 
tral, and that the best solution from 
the ratepayers point of view would 
be to retain the present structure 
putting in new stairways, and build- 
ing necessary additions, 

If three quarters of a million dol- 
lars of the initial cost could thus 
be cut off it would make the pros 
pect of being able to meet the cost 
of maintainence, that much better. 
. Expert buliders state that the 
walls of the present structure are 
better than could be built to-day 
because of the inferior quality of 
brick and mortar now available.

ed, as it was felt that the large 
shrubs detracted from the dignity 
and beauty of the War Memorial. 
Both of these parks were under the 
joint supervision of Miss Ada Grea- 
ves and Mrs. W. J. Carlisle.” 

“The small park on Queen Street 
was supervised by Mrs. F. Reynolds 
and Mr. H. Debois. The shrubs were 
trimmed, the path improved, by an 
application of cinders, and loam 
was spread and seeded. It is hop- 
ped to restore the beauty of this 
little park, which was a gift to the 
Town, as quickly ag possible.” 

“A small plot on the river bank 
at the western approach to the 
“Rainbow Bridge” has been im_ 
proved and will provide a rest and 
recreation spot for that section 
when it is completed. Some sec- 
tions of the Town—such as this one 
—have been entirely overlooked up 
to the present in the matter of park 
areas. It is hoped to correct this.” 

“In carrying out the above pro- 
gram the Board was fortunate to 
hhaye obtained the services of Mr. 
R. L. Gruer as Parks Superintend- 
ent,” 

“During the year the Board re- 
quested that the Corporation of the 
Town of Lindsay turn several piec- 
es of Town property over to it. These 
requests were favourably received 
by the Council, and permission giv- 
en to develop these sites. This 
development will, of necessity be un- 
dertaken in the future, but in the 
meantime the sites are protected. 
The Board feels that by so-doing 
at this time, Lindsay, will not find 
herself, like so many towns and 
cities, with too few “open spaces” 
within access of the citizens.” 

“Tt is the hope of the Board of 
Parks Management that a program 
may be outlined, and carried to a 
successful conclusion, whereby it 
will work with the Recreation Com~- 
mission and all groups interested 
in active sports, to provide healthy 
recreational facilities for all age 
g-oups, in addition to beautification 
for the pleasure of all.” 

1949 Projects: 

“One of the plans under consider- 
ation for the coming year, is the 
establishment of a Tourist Informa- 
tion Bureau. Whether or not this 
will be undertaken by the Board 
{s not decided, but it is felt by the 
members that it {s an urgent need 
in the community. It {is agreed 
that courteous direction, and assist- 
ance in finding accommodation 
when requested, is a public service 
in which the Board of Parks Man- 
agement might well give Jeadership, 
whether or not it is directly respon- 
sible for the project.”

When garden seeds are sown in- 
doors, long before it is safe to be- 
gin outdoor operations, much will 
depend upon the soil used to fill the 
seed box. If this was not brought: 
inside before the ground froze in 
the fall, it should be dug, and 
placed under shelter where it will 
thaw out gradually. 

If you try to dry soil quickly, 
with considerable heat, you will 
make it very muddy at first, and 
lumpy thereafter, This will be diffi-| 
cult when what you want is a 
crumbly soil. Slow thawing will do 
the work, so do not try to rush 
things. 

Even though you have taken the 
best top soil from your garden— 
as you should—it will’ still need 
mixing with sand to make it looser, 
and humus to increase its water 
holding capacity. Peat moss or 
leaf mould will supply satisfactory 
humus, but do not use manure, 
even when well rotted, in soil to be 
used to start seeds. Nor should 
plant food be used, lest too much 
nitrogen be supplied for the health 
of the seed sprouts,

concrete will make a satisfactory 
mixture. After it is well mixed 
pass it through a sieve, about % 
inch mesh; and keep the coarser 
particles in a pile, to be used in 
the bottom of the seed boxes. The 
finer soil is then filled in to the 
level of the box; it will settle 
quickly. 

‘ Sphagnum moss may be spread 
in a layer on top of the soil, if it 
is desired as a means of protecting 
the seedlings from “damping off** 
and other diseases. If soil is pre- 
pared by this method, there will 
be no need for feeding the Seedling 
plants until they have reached 
transplanting size. 

Two substitutes for soil which 
may be used in seed boxes are 
vermiculite, a form of mica used 
to insulate buildings, and sphag- 
num moss. These are sterile sub- 
stances which have many advan- 
tages, being much lighter than soil: 
but they are entirely lacking in 
glant food and if used the plants 
must be fed as soon as they have 
made true leaves, (their ‘second 
pair) with water, in each gallon of 
which a tablespoon of your garden 
plant food has been Stirred,

You Gan Eat Yourself to Strength 


Year-Long Scientific Study Proves That Better Nutrition Can Raise 
Physical Well-Being of U.S. Already in ‘Well-Fed’ Class

NEW YORK - (NEA) - We can eat 
ourselves into a physically strong- 
er nation. 

And good eating can lessen hu- 
man frailty. 

Although parents haye been pro- 
moting such ideas for “countless 
years by prodding youngsters to 
clean their plates so thmy'll grow 
up to be strong, It took a year-long 
investigation in human nutrition to 
prove, at last, that parents have 
the right idea. 

The study, first of its kind ever 
made, was undertaken by Penn_ 
Sylvania State College to find out 
with scientific accuracy if better 
eating could raise the physical well- 
being of a group of American fam- 
ilies already in the well-fed class, 

Sixty-four families were studied, 
Their incomes ranged from $2500 
to $7000 year. There were 239 per- 
Sons between ages of 15 days and 74 
years. Most of the adults had a 
high school education or better. 
They all had comfortable homes. 

The college and Westinghouse 
Electric jointly put up $150,000 for 
the investigation, led by Dr. Pauline 
Beery Mack, director of the Ellen 
Richards Institute of the college, 
and Mrs. Julie Kiene, director of 
the company’s home economics in- 
stitute. 

Dr. Mack has won recognition for 
her work !n mass nutrition studies 
conducted by Pennsylvania State 
College and Department of Health 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl_ 
vania. Mrs. Kiene is noted for her 
Westinghouse Health_for-Victory 
program of nutrition adopted in 
more than 1700 war plants. 

Their study followed these basic 
steps: 


Home Economist Julia Kiene (cen. 
fer) and Mrs, Fred J. Osterling, 
whose family was one of those stu

1,They gave each of the 239 indi- 
viduals a medical, dental and nu- 
trition test. This physical check. 
up was repeated in six months and 
again at the end of the year. 

2. They planned master menus 
for each family, based primarily 
on the physical and nutritional 
needs of the Individuals in it. As 
far as consistent with good nutrit- 
jon, the menus were based on the 
family's general eating preference 
or traditional eating habits. 

3, They then sent in a corps of 
experts to show not only how to 
cook the food but also how to buy 
and store it. 

. Initial checkups showed that the 
families under study were getting 
too little food, poorly chosen, cooked 
by haphazard methods that de- 
Stroyed much of its nutritional 
value. 

The use of sea foods, of variety 
meats such as liver -particularly - 
and kidneys, and of dark bread had 
been stepped up. The use of milk 
and cheese had been increased 24 
per cent, the use of green and yel- 
low vegetables 24 per cent, and of 
potatoes nine per cent, of fruits and 
other vegetables nine per cent, of

Before the experimental period 
ended the subjects discovered, first, 
that they liked foods they thought 
they didn't; and, second, that they 
enjoyed eating more — because, as 
doctors know, appetite increases 
with the habit of eating. 

At the end of a year, the final 
check-ups showed a marked de- 
crease in Irritability and fatigue, 
as well as generally improved body 
tone, 


Explains Dr. Mack: “They were 
better human critters.” 

But they did not rate very high 
as human critters at the beginning 

Dr. Mack, who thinks like a 
scientist talks like a down-to-earth 
farmer, says: 

“Here we had a group, all se- 
lected because they were apparently 
in good health. They came from 
skilled-labor, business, semi-profes- 
sional and professional groups = 
pacemakers among American fami_ 
lies. But their eating habits were 
lousy.” 


The physical condition of this 
“pacemaker” group leads to the 
conclusion, she adds, that the fail- 
ure of the public to live up to a few 
simple rules of good eating Is sap- 
ping our national strength, 

“Our initial check-up revealed 
heart tensions, fatigue, gingivitis 
end many other borderline condit- 
ions due or related to bad nutrit- 
ion,” she adds. “There were lots 
of poor reflexes - meaning too many 
skittish auto drivers, There was de- 
ficient dark accomodation. If a man 
goes into a darkened movie theatre 
and sits on someone's hat or the 
lap of another man's wife, that’s 
Ceficient dark accomodation due to 
eating the wrong way.” 

Adult females made the worst 
showing at the beginning, teen- 
age girls about-as bad. Themen and 
teen-age boys of the family did 
better. Children under 12 came out 
best, 

Of the sivty_four families se- 
lected, that of Dr, J, Fred Osterling 
of Philadelphia showed the high. 
eest over-all rating at the end of 
the year. Osterling is a chemical 
engineer, with a wife and three 
children. Here are Mrs. Osterling's 
observations, as told to NEA Service, 

“It was a revelation to us all, I 
had grown up in a ‘meat and potato 
family’, 50 I had a lot to learn a- 
bout nutritionally balanced diets, 1 
used to worry about those blue lines 
across the bridge of the nose and 
under the eyes of my children, Now 
they are gone because I feed them 
better. We all feel fitter, look bett- 
er and seem happler. Do you wond- 
er I want to tell the world?"

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Child Crime Shows First Drop In Decade 


Experts Credit Publicity Focused

Washington —(NEA) — For the 
first time in a decade, juvenile de- 
linquency in the United States has 

started to drop. 

This ts reported by reliable ex- 
perts on the problems of youth, in 
spite of the contention of these 
same experts that American kids 
aren't getting a fair share of the re- 
sults of post-war prosperity, and 
that the American mother fsn’t do- 
{ng an adequate job. 

The number of American youns- 
sters who tangled with the law de- 
creased during 1948 between 10 and 
15 per cent under previous years. 
During 1949 the country’s juvenile 
delinquency rate ts expeoted to be 
down almost 30 per cent below the 
average of the past 10 years. 

These facts and figures were re- 
vealed exclusively to NEA Service 
at the annual meeting of the Nat- 
{onal Commission on Children and 
Youth. It is the first encourag- 
{ng report on this major national 
problem. Members of the Commis- 
gion are America’s top experts on 
the problems of youth —psycholo- 
gists, educators, judges and welfare 


workers. 

Statistics were furnished by Judge 
Walter E. Beckham, president of 
the Na’ 1 Council of Juvenile 
Gourt ges. Judge Beckham, of 
Miami, has the astonishing 
record of handing down 20,000 de- 
cisions involving juveniles without 
ever having had one of them ap- 
pealed to another court. 

“The tremendous amount of pub- 
Melty which has focused on the 
problem of youth delinquency in 
fea ts at last beginning to 
shi esults,” he says. “It has ar- 
oused cities and communities to at- 
tack delinquency In a proper man- 
ner. We are now getting some of 
the things we have been pleading 
for—modern detention homes, the 
wide use of modern methods of han- 
dling delinquents, and more help.” 

But Judge Beckham believes the 
nation’s current prosperity could 
provide much greater strides than 
are being made.

Washington —-(NEA)—At a cost 
of three billion dollars, spent over 
a period of 10 years, this country 
has achieved so great a lead inthe 
production of atomic energy that 
ho nation can overtake us—if we 
maintain our present pace. 

That is the highlight of the At- 
omic Energy Commission’s report to 
to Congress, just off the press. 

The phenomenon of nuclear fis- 
sion—the fact that an atom can be 
“split”, and in the process it will 
release tremendous energy— was 
first confirmed in this country dur- 
ing the last week in January, 1939. 

Since that time, the Commission 
reports, we have put into operation 
30 plants’ in 25 different locations. 
Fissionable materlals are being pro- 
duced in 15 states. Two commun!-_ 
ties, with combined populations of 
more than’50,000 persons, have been 
built from the ground up to house 
and sustain workers In the major 
atomic plants. 

The big achievement of the past 
was an expansion program that 
greatly increased production cap- 
acity and cut operating costs. Thus, 
for the first time since this country 
began working on atomic energy, 
the AEC proudly reports “the pro- 
duction chain has been raised to 
sound operating levels.” 

Achieving this goal in 1948 in= 
volved a history-making building 
program. The report states: 

“By the spring of 1948, the build- 
ing of these new major facilities 
for the production of fissionable 
materials had become the greatest 
single construction program in Am- 
erican peacetime history: Work 
which eventually would cost more 
than $700,000,000 was under way. It 
centered at the Hanford (Wash) 
plutonium. works.” 

One of the newest research projects 
being undertaken by the govern- 
ment in the field of nuclear physics 
the report reveals, is the construc- 
tion of a new machine called the 
proton synchrotron at the Brook- 
haven National Laboratory near 
Patchogue, Long Island, N.Y. An 
electro-nuclear accelerator which 
will increase the speed of atomic

this is a model of the proton synchrotron, one of the government's 
greatest research projects in nuclear physics thus far 


particles to energies about seven 
times as great as any ever produced 
in a laboratory to date, it will 
whirl protons at the rate of three 
billion electron volts, a speed suf. 
ficient to generate artificial cosmic 
rays. It will be used to obtain more 
basic information about the struc- 
ture of the atom. 

The synchrotron, which will be 
operating late in 1949, is 15 feet 
across and had to be built 10 feet 
under the ground, so penetrating 
are the particles it generates, o 

Another major project under con- 
struction is a sort of boot camp for 
atomic energy physicists. It is cal- 
led the Argonne National Laboratory 
and is located Just. outside of Chi- 
cago. Students are accepted at this 
lab from surrounding universities, 
and must qualify there for advan- 
ced work in research and for radio- 
active material production. 

Los Alamos,’ New Mexjco, one of 
the first atomic energy plants in 
the U.S., was greatly expanded dur2 
ing the past year according to the 
report. And the Los Alamos com- 
munity where the atomic workers 
live has been greatly enlarged. Last 
year more than 1,000 homes and ap- 
partments were completed and a 


huge permanent trailer camp built. 
Also added to the city was a new 
community center consisting of a 
bank, theatre, recreation hall, shops, 
Offices for newspapers and radio 
stations, and space for welfare ac- 
tivities, 

Last year’s work on Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., another of the first instal_ 
lations, consisted of modernizing 
the plants and the city, which now 
has a population of 36,000 persons. 

The AEC doesn't hesitate to crit- 
{eize its own progress in the report, 
It says. 

“There are a number of phases 
of the operations where the rate of 
progress has not been satisfactory. 
These include: Adequate budget 
and accounting controls; coopera- 
tion and exchange of information 
with industrial firms not actually 
participating In the program; per- 
sonnel security clearance proced- 
ures; recruitment of scientific and 
technical talent; policies, proced- 
ures, and operations in both the {s- 
suance and control of Information, 
In addition, work on the solution 
of a number of research and deyel- 
opment problems referred to in the 
report has not progressed as rap- 
idly as St can and will.” 


Tiny New Lens for Eyes 
Held in Place by

Los Angeles — (NBA) — The luc- 
ite that made the bubble turrets of 
combat aircraft ls now being turn- 
ed into: a sort of bubble turret for 
the poor-eyed public. 

It is the material from ‘which 
tiny new plastic Jenses, covering 
only the cornea of the eye, are be- 
ing produced. Although they were 


- considered in the stage of “active 


research” until a few weeks ago, the 
corneal lenses may some day make 
contact lenses obsolete. 

The lens caps only the colored 
part of the eye, and is held in place 
by natural capillary attraction. 
There {s no flange to fit the eyeball 
and no auxiliary fluid needed. 

Nor do they flip out with a hearty 
slap on the back ora sly wink 
Tears, just tears, hold them in, 
They ‘are visible only to the expert. 

Many ophthalmologists who have 
seen them say the new corneal len- 
S¢s promise the most nearly perfect 
possible-physical correction. 

Kevin’ Tuohy, 30-year-old Los 
Angéles inventor who has worn his 
miniatyre. contacts for more than 
a year, conceived the idea little more 
than two years ago. His wife, Mar-

ta, has discarded her own glasses 
to go along with her husband. They 
both see 20-20 (with their new 
“eyes’’) and, to date, have no com- 
plaints. They even: wear them in

So far, Tuohy says, 750 cases are 
wearing the corneal lenses succes- 
sfuwlly, all of them: still under close 
observation, 

Most of these have been young 
persons —18 to 35 years—who dis- 
liked wearing glasses enough to go 
through the process of a fitting.

{balmometric measurement, The 
first {ime anything comes in contact, 
with the eye ls when the lenses are 
tried on. The corneals are worn 
only 20 minutes the f'st day, with 
dally increases until in about a 
month they may be worn all day. 

An obvious drawback, of course, 
is the cost. In comparison to the 
conventional correction, the new 
lenses are expensive. Until manuf- 
acture becomes more production-line 
and the highly specialized training 
necessary for doctors to prescribe 
and flt becomes widespread, the av- 
erage myople will have to dig some- 
what deeper to afford them. 

Barring possibility of losing them, 
because of their diminutive size, the 
lenses are expected to last about 
flve years for most wearers, Tiny 
scratches or blemishes from handl- 
ing’ are compensated by a fill of 
lears. 

Intensive experimentation and re- 
search js continuing at the Los An- 
geles College of Medical Evangelists 
of which Tuohy has been a staff 
member since 1940, and at the White 
Memorial Hspital of Los Angeles, 
which has also figured prominently

That’s Subject of Hot Debate Among the Nation’s Child Experts

Washington — (NEA) — Does the 
modern American woman make a 
poor mother? 

Is she overwhelmed by the com- 
plexities of 20th century living? 

Is she contributing to the deter- 
joration of the American home by 
default? 

Plenty of the natlon’s top psy- 
chologists, children’s welfare work- 
ers and educators think so, The 
question of how successfully the A- 
merican woman is performing her 
duties as a homemaker is a subject 
of hot debate among experts. It 
highlighted the recent meeting of 
the National Commission on Child- 
ren and Youth. 

One of the country’s pioneer child 
psychologists and president of ihe 
University of Ilinols, Dr. George D. 
Stoddard, speaks his mind on the 
subject: 

“The woman college graduate 
should make the most enlightened 
and capable mother. Yet in school 
she shuns all of the courses on home 
economics and child psychology 
which could make her an expert on 
the subject. Instead she takes some 
miscellaneous art courses which us- 
ually leave her an expert’on noth- 
ing. American women are refusing 
to prepare themselves adequately for 
the role of wife and mother, Men, 


on the other hand, are forced to . 


drive themselves desperately” hard, 
studying and working, to win such 
things as an engineering degree, to 
prepare themselves for their-car- 
eers.” 


Comparing today’s typical mothers 
with the old-fashioned versions, Dr. 
Stoddard charges that the modern 
women don’t take their children 
seriously enough. “They don’t think 
that their home job is a very crucial 
and quickly get bored,” he says. 

Stoddard adds to his criticism of 
American mothers and wives the 
charge that they are falling to 
make the home a center of curture 
for their family. 

“In how many American homes 
do you find the mother teaching her 
children anything artistic or try- 
ing to instill In them an apprecia- 
tion of good music? Instead she 
sends them to the movies.” 

On the other side of the fence 
is Clyde E. Murray, head of the 
Workers Union Settlement, 

“The American woman is doing 
a magnificent job of raising her 
children,” he declares, “in spite of 
all the distracting and demoralizing 
influences of liying! So what if 
she doesn’t know how to cook very 
well when she gets married? She 
learns in a hurry.” 

Katharine Lenroot, head of the 
*U.S. Children’s Bureau, takes a 
middle stand. She frankly admits 

‘that American women could stand 
far more preparation for the job 
of motherhood. She put part of. the 
blame on’ the schools. 

“The very term ‘home economics’ 
scares girls away from the subject. 
I don’t think that our educators 
have made courg#2s on this subject 
sufficiently challenging or inter- 
esting. As a matter of’ fact, our 


life is so complex, I am surprised 
that, the new wife knows as much 
about running a household today as 
she does,” 

Dr. George S. Stevens, medical 
director ofthe National Committee 
for Mental Hygiene, explains away 
part of Dr. Stoddard’s charges by 
saying that the value of the child 
in the home has changed drastically. 
during the last couple of genera- 
tions. He says that formerly child- 
ren were a definite economic asset 
to,a family. At an early age they 
started doing many chores and 
more than earn their own keep. 
More recently, he says, they have 
become an economic liability. He 
explains: 

“Parents want children as much 
as they always did, But the emo- 
tional interest in children has to 
sustain the parent’s devotion to 
them. We are in the process of ev~ 
aluating children in different terms 
than did our granditthers and 
grandmothers.”* 

Ruby Hurley, a New York wel- 
fare worker and a vice-president of 
the National Commission on Child- 
ren and Youth, blames most of the 
faults of the average housewife on 
the housing situation: 

“When you live doubled up, in a 
tiny apartment or substandard 
house, you are bound to find it 
hard to be interested in homemak- 
ing,” she says. “When this country 
has licked the housing shortage the 
women will have licked what may 
be wrong with the job they are do- 
ing as mothers.”
